| HE Norra Snore district is to be protected by a vol- 
unteer coast patrol this summer, according to infor- 
’ mation given Mayor James McPherson of Beverly, by 
Lieut. Roger Upton of Marblehead, who is forming the 
{ patrol. 

4 This will be purely a volunteer service on the part 
of yachtsmen, who will be given some naval authority, as 
well as civil authority. The yachtsmen in this service 


i : ; ; : 

; must give the use of their boats, will supply their own 
uniforms and food, and will receive no pay. The Gov- 
; ernment will furnish fuel and oil for the boats. 

: It is expected that not more than seventy-two hours 
service a week will be demanded from each volunteer so 


‘that he will be able to attend to his business affairs. 
Owners of boats will be given the rank of lieutenants, if 
E the craft is large enough, and the commanders of smaller 
craft will have the rank of boatswain. The owners of 
the boats, if they do not care to serve, may name the 
commanders of the boats and select the crews, with the 
consent of Mr. Upton,-who probably will command the 
entire squadron. . 

The headquarters of this new coast auxiliary service 
will be Marblehead. The boats may be called upon to 
patrol the coast up to five miles off shore between Cohas- 

set and Gloucester, in the seventh section of the First 


- Naval District, of which Commander R. D. Hasmrouck 


has been given command. The boats will be armed by 
the navy, and yachtsmen with boats thirty feet long and 
more are asked to communicate with Mr. Upton, if they 
desire to enter the service. Enrolment papers will be 


issued within a few days. 


“Don’t Get Excited,” says the Gloucester Times, 
editorially. “Every little while we meet some excited 
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individual who is sure that this will be a bad season for 
the beaches because of the danger from German  sub- 
marines or raiders. Very like unto him are those who 
think that all the beaches should be kept dark this season 
because of the possible danger of a bombardment. All 
of this is foolish enough. The best advice is to forget it. 
If the summer is fair and warm, there is no reason why 
the season should not be as good as any. People in the 
hotels or cottages will be as safe as if they were hidden 
away somewhere in the mountains. ; 

“What is the ground for all this confidence? Simple 
this, that Germany is not fool enough to attempt to stim- 
ulate enlistments in this country as she did in England. 
She knows as we all know that there 1s nothing whatever 
to be gained by bombarding undefended seashore resorts, 
while there is everything to be lost. If she did ever send 
a vessel over here, the work would be done either in the 
vicinity of the great cities or along the steamship routes. 
Certainly it would not be on any part of a coast which is 
and will be well patrolled. The German bases are too far 
away from this country and the risk is too great to make 
possible any such proceeding... It is very likely that we 
shall not see any raider over here, but if we do, we shall 
certainly not find it just off our shores, but in far more 
important and less well defended sections. 

“Our people are so little familiar with war and so 
excited over it when it comes that we get to seeing things 
where there is nothing to see and to expecting things 
where there is nothing to expect. We have done that 
many times. But there is no need of repeating such 
foolishness. .Our beaches should be run just as usual, 
and people should live on them as they are accustomed.

LOCAL TAX RETURNS 


Must pe Finep py May 15—SEVERE 
Penaity For FaAILurE TO 
ComPLy. 


Tuesday, May 15, is the last day 
for filing local tax returns in a score 
er more towns and cities of suburban 
Boston, including the Town of Man- 
chester. Returns must be filed as of 
April 1 and should be made to the 
local Board of Assessors. 

Failure to file a local return car- 
Under 
the new law persons failing to file 
local returns as prescribed by law 
may be made to pay the same tax 
that they paid a year ago when 1n- 
tangible personal property was tax- 


able locally. Under the present law 

intangible personal property is ex- 

empt from local taxation, so that 1 

one has to pay, as a penalty for not 

filing local returns, the same tax as 
paid last year, he is really being tax- 
ed doubly on intangibles. 

For the information of our readers, 
some of the personal properties on 
which returns must be made are list- 
ed below: 

Cash on hand not including checks, drafts 
or money in bank. 

Vessels or part interest in. vessels, includ- 
ing sailing boats, rowing boats, canoes 
or power boats with their furnishings, 
stores and appurtenances at their fair 
cash value.

ITH the air filled with 
alarums of war and the 
nation preparing to take its

‘Historic Old Marblehead 

Old Marblehead, with its tortuous, twisting labyrinth 
of streets, paths and lanes is not a joy to the motorist, but 
it is a wonderland for the lover of the antique, who will 
wander about on foot among the old houses and land- 
marks. Marblehead is in a class by itself and defies exact 
description. It re- 
tains, more thorough- 
ly than does any 
other old New Eng- 
land town, the charm 
of the ante-revolu- 
tionary period and 
abounds in traditions 
of its sea-faring and 
bellicose inhabitants. 
But Marblehead, in 
spite of its tumble- 
down dwellings. 
snakey lanes and 
paintless —_ buildings, 
does not belong en- 
tirely to the dead 
past. It bears the 
unrivalled distinction

Yachting at Marblehead will take second place this 
season to the activities of the coast patrol of the Naval 
Reserve, but it will in all likelihood be a much more in- 
teresting spectacle for the summer residents of the old 
town. The Eastern Yacht club has been taken over by 
the U. S. navy as the headquarters for the patrol fleet of 
submarine chasers and today presents a far different 
scene than in former summers. Many prominent North 
Shore residents have proferred their pleasure craft to the 
government as submarine chasers. 


The New Salem 

Irom Marblehead over a tolerable road the way of 
the tourist leads to Salem town. Salem, older than Bos- 
ton, richest of the rich New England towns in its historic 
possessions, is today a city almost unknown to those who 
knew it so well before 1914. When the holocaust of that 
summer swept the aged city almost one-half of it was 
wiped from the map. Today Salem has shaken itself 
free from the ashes of the famous fire, of hampering 
traditions as 
well, and is on 
its way to a 
leading place 
among New 
Encland cities. 
Fortunately, 
for a city so 
rich in relies 
of historic 
value, the big 
fire spared 
practically all 
of the land- 
marks and 
tre as Ve 
houses of relics

The Garden City 

Beverly, characterized by the late Governor Green- 
halge as “The Garden City of the North Shore,” lies 
across the river from Salem and was a part of the early 
settlement of Salem. It covers a large expanse of ter- 
ritory and includes many of the show pk ices of the North 
Shore. Although its limits extend to Manchester, it is 
the city proper which is commonly spoken of as Beverly. 
It is a thriving little city, the chief industry of which is 
the United Shoe Machinery plant. Shoe manufacturing 
is also engaged in. The port of Beverly is used as a 
receiving depot for petroleum products and coal and is 
a distributing center for the North Shore. 

From Beverly toward Cape Ann is the real heart of 
the famous North Shore Here society summers and 
here are located those magnificent summer homes for 
which this section is famous. Beverly Cove, Pride’s 
Crossing and Beverly Farms through which the wonder- 
ful shore road winds are a veritable man-made Eden. 
Nature in herself is wonderful on the North Shore, but 
the skilled 
hands of men 
have added 
here and there 
a touch which 
has rendered 
this wonder- 
land even more 
den among the 
beautiful. Hid- 
den among the 
trees of ex- 
pansive wood- 
ed estates one 
may see rare 
French  chat- 

aux of exact 
architectural types; back from the main road, overlooking 
the rockbound cheat with views of Salem and Marblehead 
harbors, one will find the huge colonial type houses in which 
the shore abounds. A list of the owners of the estates 
in a short few miles will include the names of leaders in 
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every great field of enterprise in America, generals of 
industry, finance, statesmanship. Among the residents 
of this section of the shore are families whose names are 
written in the pages of early American history, and de- 
scendants of famous American poets and writers. Now 
and again as we motor along the superb boulevard we 
catch glimpses of Salem harbor with Marblehead’s rocky 
promitory in the distance. Big elms arch overhead and 


on either hand are rustic or crowned masonry walls. 
Ocassionally the road sweeps around a mighty granite 
boulder that overhangs the smooth highway.

It was rebuilt only last year by the Town of Manchester 
and is one of the best bits of highway construction in the 
state. In terms of dollars and cents it is part of an appro- 
priation of more than $60,000, made by the town last 
season for its roads. 
Manchester-by-the-Sea 

Manchester, itself, is one of the richest small towns 
in America. It boasts of more modern advantages 1n 
proportion to its population than any town of like size 
in the state. It has miles of paved roads, bordered with, 
stately elms. It has a modern sewer and water supply 
system, obtained at great expense. Its fire department. 1s 
modern; its police are proud possessors of a motor ambul- 
ance, a small emergency hospital and a motorcycle for the 
traffic officer. Although handling a’ greater volume of 
traffic through narrow streets and about dangerous curves 
than any like town in the state it had no fatal accident 
last season and only two of consequence. Manchester’s 
harbor is one of the few providing free public landings 
on the North Shore. Its harbor is dredged to a sufficient 
depth to accommodate good sized pleasure craft using its 
facilities. A more extensive dredging project is now un- 
der consideration. A distinctive feature of Manchester 
is its park. Although the entire town is in itself a beauty 
spot a system of parks is being evolved with the idea of 
beautifying the approaches to the harbor and public beach. 
Its principal beach, the famous Singing Beach, is noted 
throughout the land because of the peculiar composition 
of its sand which gives off a musical sound as one walks 
through it. The beach is populated with noted folk from 
the entire North Shore on a summer day, and is one of 
Manchester’s chief attractions. It is hemmed in on either 


Eaglehead, Manchester, in a Storm 
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end by rocky promitories and the water in the offing is 
dotted with rocky little islands, which lessen the force 
of the breakers. Eaglehead on the eastern end of the 
beach furnishes a spectacular sight in a storm when the 
waves dash high in the air as they break. The leading 
attraction for summer folk in Manchester is the Essex 
Country club, whose fashionable golf links are known far 
and near. 


A Seaside Fifth Avenue 
Beyond Manchester lies Magnolia, the lively center 
of hotel life on the shore. Here society gathers for 
parade as at no other point on the entire shore. The 
North Shore Swimming Pool is one of the principal cen- 
ters of summer activity. Magnolia has its fine summer

the old fishing town of Gloucester has much of in- 
terest for the sightseer. Here the oldtive industry reigns 
in full sway, although shorn of much of its former glory: 
The Yankee s sailors: of song and story do not sail “from 
Gloucester for the “Banks” as they did in former days, 
but the fishing industry still flourishes. Most of the 
sailors now are natives of other lands, but much of the 
tradition of the seas still hangs over the old town on 
Cape Ann. The exploits of its sailors in days gone by 
will live while Kipling is read. Beyond the city lies the 
Eastern Point section, another summer colony of growing 
importance. Bass Rocks, Rockport and Annisquaim, 
other Cape Ann resorts grow in popularity each season 
and this year are experiencing an unprecedented building 
boom. 

Little old Essex, hidden away in the woods back of 
Manchester, belongs to the North Shore, although for

The demand 
for vessels has called for the building of many staunch 
craft for the fishing trade during the past two years. 

Historic Ipswich is another point of interest which 
the motorist visiting the North Shore for the first time 
should never overlook. Its quaint winding river, its 
marshes and sand dunes have been the motif for many 
a painting by its growing colony of artists. Hamilton, 
with its Myopia Hunt club, is the North Shore’s center 
of activity in the fall and throughout the season attracts 
scores of horse lovers to its sports. Wenham with its 
quaint roadside tea houses and Topsfield with its summer 
homes and rustic scenery must also be visited before 
trip about the motor roads of the North Shore is com- 
plete.

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Summer Will be a Busy One on North Shore 


Military Note Will Predominate 


in Activities of 


THE military note will predominate in the activities of 

the North Shore colony this summer. The first flurry, 
following the declaration of war on Germany, has passed 
and summer residents of the North Shore are looking 
forward with keen anticipation to the many and diver- 
sified occupations which the war has given them. It is 
now assuined that the coming season will be a busy one. 
Men, prominent in North Shore activities in the past, are 
enrolled for active service in various branches of the 
government service. ‘They are serving in the new army, 
in the navy and in the naval reserve. Scores of beautiful 
and costly pleasure yachts owned on the North Shore 
have been turned into the service of the nation without 
charge. The crews have in many cases been furnished 
by the owners. The aviation branch of the army and 
navy service has called many of the young men from 
North Shore families from their colleges to the colors. 
Older men are serving on the various national and state 
boards of defense. Is it any wonder, then, that the activi- 
ties of the North Shore will center about the military and 
naval activities of the government? 


Hundreds of leading society women of the various 
North Shore colonies have been putting serious effort into 
the work of war relief for suffering Europe during the 
past two summers. Now the call comes from home 
sources and it is only natural to expect that their activi- 
ties will be doubled, not only because of the greater need, 
but because they will feel it a patriotic duty. With the 
opening of the season on the North Shore a decided im- 
petus will be given to the work of the Red Cross and the 
countless societies and special committees which will 
ie ie aid through the Red Cross or in addition to it. 

‘A bit of the military color will be added to all of 
the social functions for the khaki uniformed officers of 
the army will be frequently in evidence. Before the sum- 
mer is well along the preparations for America’s active 
participation in the war will be visible all along the 
North Shore. Already Marblehead is enjoying the in- 
spiring sights furnished by preparation of a large body 
of men for service in the naval reserve. The members 
of the Eastern Yacht club, when the first war note was 
sounded, proferred the use of their club house on the 
Neck to the U. S. government and the offer was accepted. 


Coming Season 


There are about 3co men already encamped there. Mar- 
blehead is also the scene of unusual activity in the vicinity 
of the Burgess aeroplane works. Here the training of 
men in the handling of flying machines is going forward 
hand in hand with the manufacture of a plane a day. 

Over at Mystery Island, off the Beverly Farms and 
Manchester shore, in Salem harbor is the headquarters of 
the flying school of the naval militia and it is a safe con- 
jecture that the sight of a dozen or more aircraft in oper- 
ation over the waters of the North Shore will not be a 
strange sight the coming summer. Part of West Beach 
at Beverly Farms has been set aside for the use of a 
naval aviation squad and also a. portion of the bathing 
pavilion is being used as quarters for the men. This 
activity will not interfere with the use of the beach by 
suumer residents, but in fact will give an added charm 
to the enjoyment of life on the shore. 

Everywhere along the North Shore home guards are 
being organized. These will take in married men, exempt 
from conscription for the present, and any others ot 
military age, who may be later subject to call and wish to 
take advantage of the training. In Manchester the guard 
will number 100 men, perhaps, and a guard of corres- 
ponding proportions will be raised in every other town 
along the North Shore. While there is not even a remote 
probability of any disturbance on the North Shore, be- 
cause of the nature of the population, the organization of 
home guards will give a feeling of further security to 
those who come to the Shore. 

The possibility of danger from the submarine is no 
longer even thought of, for the most timid have been con- 
vinced that there is nothing on the North Shore to induce 
an attack by hostile craft of any kind, were there any 
such on this side of the Atlantic. 

With Boston as the headquarters of one of the 
newly created army divisions it is expected that the fami- 
lies of many of the officers of General Edwards will 
make their home on the North Shore this summer. In 
this case the military will surely be in evidence. 

Another feature of life on the North Shore this sum- 
mer will be the attention paid to home gardening. This 
side of preparedness appeals to men and women of all 
ranks, who are unable to be of other service. 


Essex-Manchester Woodlands Marked by Bronze Tablet 


HE beautiful strip of woods bordering 
‘the road between Manchester and Essex, 
which was purchased many years ago and 
dedicated to public use forever, has recently 
been memorialized by the erection of a 
plain and very handsome bronze tablet, 
which is set into the face of a rough boul- 
der on the side of the road in the midst 
of the large hemlock grove near the en- 
trance to the woods. ‘The tablet is about 
two feet in length by 18 inches in width 
and bears the inscription in plain, raised letters, as 
printed with this article. 
Apropos to the purchase of this strip of woods now 
famous as one of Manchester’s most famous drives, Lam- 
sons’ history of Manchester has this to say: 


To the 
Glory of God 
and for the 
Benefit of man 
these woods 
are preserved 
Forever 
1870

“On the Essex Road, the woods have 
been preserved by purchase through the 
efforts and liberality of summer rfésidents, 
to form a continuous shady drive under 
leafy arches and between mossy and fern 
covered depths, with shafts and sunlight 
woven and waving branches of hemlock, 
oak and pine.” 


Through the energetic influence of 
Mrs. Alice N. Lincoln, a strip of seven 
rods on each side of the road, for a 


greater part of the way was secured partly by gift, 
but mainly by purchase, the sum of $3500 being contri- 
buted for the purpose by summer residents in Manches- 
ter and Beverly. The whole was, deeded with the con- 
dition that the woods be preserved forever.

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ITHOUT the New Ocean House, Swampscott would 
be a less cheery place this summer than it has in sea- 
sons past. The growing popularity of the Swampscott 
resort is traceable to the continual growth and_ develop- 
ment of the New Ocean House property, the climax of 
which was reached last season in the erection of a hand- 
some, fireproof steel annex, seven stories in height, to be 
open throughout the entire year.

PRESENT YEAR VERY Firtinc TIME 
FoR NEEDED REFORM IN 
GRADUATION EXPENSES. 


At a recent meeting of the Man- 
chester Parent-Teacher association 4 


cominittee was appointed to cooper- 
ate with the Commission of Educa- 
tion in a campaign for 
the dress of students, especialiy those 
of the high school. 

Commissioner Smith says: 

“T belive it highly imperative that 
the friends of the public schools 
should understand the necessity of 
keeping them free from all customs 
which, to any extent, increase the 
cost of schooling or tend to the crea- 
tion of social factions... While they 
may seem to be incidents, I would 
suggest that such items as excessive 
cost of school functions, like gradua- 
tions, certain tendencies to expensive 
dress, and the organization of groups 
of students into special clubs. based on 
social lines, tend to discourage the 
participation of many of our youths 
in the advantages that are to be of- 
fered by a universal school system. 

“T believe parents have a real re- 
sponsibility in codperating with teach- 
ers and officers in keeping the schools 
as free as possible from these de- 
structive factors.” 

At a meeting of the local committee 


simplifying 


it was voted to bring the matter to 
the attention of the parents of school 
children, and ask them to give it their 
serious consideration. 

The present year seems a very fit- 
ting time for a needed reform in the 
matter of graduation expense. 

Too much time and money have 
heretofore been spent upon elaborate 
costumes for graduation. 

The young people who complete 
courses in June, 1917, can establish 
an excellent precedent of patriotism 
and economy. by substituting a uni- 


form, inexpensive costume for the 
costly one of past years.

Scnoor of CANNING AT MANCHES- 
TER-BY-THE-SEA. 

Announcement is made that a 
School for Canning is to be establish- 
ed at Manchester, the result of a long- 
considered .plan, and one which it is 
hoped will serve the needs of the 
community centering about Manches- 
ter, including Pride’s Crossing, Bev- 
erly Farms -and Magnolia. This 
school, in charge of experts, will be 
prepared to can and teach the gentle 
art of canning. The details will be 
given later. 

This early announcement is made 
because of the prevailing hysterics on 
the subject of canning, and the dan- 
ger of over-lapping in such industries 
means a waste of human energy as 
well as money. 

The Manchester school asks for 
the cooperation of the community; it 
cannot succeed without it, and those 
interested in bringing about the ex- 
periment hope that it will mean a per- 
manent industry.

With an enthusiasm, which carried 


“the members of the home guard com- 


mittee of the Manchester Public 
Safety committee off their feet, and 
threatened to swamp the enrolling 
officers, the men of Manchester turn- 
ed out on Wednesday evening for the 
formation of a home guard. Over 
150 men enrolled for home duty—153 
to be exact. Compared with the show- 
ing in nearby cities and towns Man- 
chester has reason to be proud. 
The meeting in Town hall was at- 
tended by over 200 men of all ages. 
Raymond C. Allen, chairman of the 


~ committee explained the purposes of 


the gathering, which was to form a 
purely voluntary organization for lo- 
cal defense. It was expected that 
probably about 60 would enlist and 
that the guard would be composed of 
married men under 35 and all others 
over that age who cared to join. 

Chairman R. C. Allen explained 
that membership in the state guard 
would not be obligatory upon those 
who enrolled for home service. The 
response to the request for enroll- 
ment was astonishing. Practically 
every man in the hall who was physi- 
cally fit, and eligible otherwise for 
service, responded and the members 
of the committee had a bad half hour 


_ while the line pressed forward. 


George D. Haskell, janitor of Town 


hall, had the distinction of being the 


oldest man volunteering. He gave his 
age as 69. There were others over 
60. If any of the men who enrolled 


- on Wednesday do not find their names 
in the ‘list appended, they should 


notify the committee at once. 


So many responded that it was 
deemed advisable to split them into 
two companies, one of which will be 
drilled on Monday evening of each 
week and the other on Wednesday 
evening. There are many other men 
who wish to join the organization, but 
who could not attend the meeting and 
they can enroll by getting in touch 
with the committee.

“The flag is not as a rule displayed 
in the interior of a church,” said Mr.

It is commonly associated ‘with a 
regiment of soldiers, with the mast- 
head of a warship, or with a flag pole 
on a public building, as a military or 
national symbol, a reminder of 
loyalty.

Byron P. Reep ENTERTAINED MeEmM-

Byron P. Reed, the Boston lawyer,

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BACKYARD GARDEN 


RapisHEs Comg Up QuicKLy AND 
LertucE NEEDS To HAVE THE 
Rows SHADED IN SUMMER. 
Lettuce and radishes should be 
among the first crops planted in the 
home garden, says the national emer- 
gency food garden commission, which 
is urging food garden planting as a 
war measure. As soon as the hard 
freezes are over and the garden can 
be worked, both crops can be set out 
immediately. Neither crop does well 
in hot weather, but both thrive in the 

cool of spring and fall. 

The usual method of planting let- 
tuce in small kitchen gardens is to 
scatter the seed. broadcast as grass 
seed is sown and then pick the leaves 
singly when they are large enough 
for use. A better piethod: however, 
is to plant head lettuce in rows, sow- 
ing the seed abundantly; when the 
plants come up thin them out until 
they are six inches or more apart. 
The rows can be as close together 
as one foot. The entire head is then 
cut for the kitchen like a cabbage. 

Because lettuce does not withstand 
heat well there must be shade for the 
plants or there will not be crisp leaves 
in summer. Shade can be provided 
by setting planks on edge along the 
south sides of the rows. For head 
lettuce a half-ounce of seed will plant 
100 feet of row. The seed should be 
planted in drills (trenches) half an 
inch deep. 

The faster radishes grow the bet- 
ter they are in flavor. Most varieties 
are rapid in growth, some being ready 
for use in two to three weeks after 
the seed is planted. To facilitate 
quick growing the soil should be light 
and thoroughly prepared for them. 
Because of their rapid maturity it is 
well not to plant the whole bed at 
once, but to make successive plantings 


every 10 days or two weeks. An 
ounce of radish seed will plant a 
row 100 feet long. Most radish seed 


are fertile, so that they can be plant- 
ed at about the distance apart the 
plants should be in the row, and have 
no thinning. This distance in the 
row may be as short as one inch. The 
seed should be planted a_ half-inch 
deep, and in a small garden the rows 
ought not to be over one foot apart..

HE Women’s National Agricultural and Horticultural 

association, with its headquarters in New York, has 
many big things in view. “Thrift and Beauty” is the 
motto of this three-year-old association which has more 
than 1,000 members. 

“In the last ten years of American agriculture and 
horticulture there has been no more interesting phase 
than the general awakening of women to a vivid interest 
in gardening and farming, both as a recreation and as a 
practical, delightful and perfectly possible means of live- 
lihood,” the program of the association sets forth. “It 
is chiefly women who are making a success of the school 
garden movement, who are alive to the usefulness of 
gardening in the training of defectives, the care of in- 
sane, in social and in settlement work; while as for the 
individual enterprises it would be hard to find a form of 
horticulture or agriculture in which women, of late years 
have not made signal successes. And yet, along with the 
successes, with the great eagerness and interest of women 
have been numberless disheartening failures—failures of 
small enterprises which could have been averted and 
brought to success had the individual gardener been blest 
with a little advice or assistance at the critical time; of 
collective enterprises where school gardens or settlement 
gardens have languished or missed their aim because of 
the lack of codperation between the schools and_ local 
gardeners of practical experience; there have also been 
many women longing to enter into the joyousness and 
freedom of living on the land and yet fearful to make 
the venture.” 

The association has for its objects: | Codperation 
arong women engaged in garden work or farming; the 
interchange of local branches which are to hold local ex- 
hibitions and aid in the sale of produce from those on the 
farm to those members in town; the increase in the knowl- 
edge and use of existing institutions; the encouraging of 
school gardening and vacant lot gardening ; establishing a 
standard for diplomas in practical gardening; the bring- 
ing together of supply and demand, producer and con- 
sumer, employer and employee and gardener and land.

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Gardens for the Little Folk of North Shore 
A Talk About Little Miss Mary’s 
:. Vegetable and Flower Garden Plans 


By LILLIAN McCANN 


Mistress Mary, quite contrary, 
How does your garden grow? 
With silver bells and cockle shells 
And pretty maids all in a row. 
OW does your garden grow? Mother Goose asked 
contrary Mary a long time ago. Now I am asking 
Mary out upon the North Shore. For if Mary wants to 
have some real fun and pleasure for herself as well ‘as 
for her friends let her plan and care for a garden this 
season. 
‘ Have a little garden, simple or elaborate, just like 
mother’s. Have it flowers or vegetables, preferably a 
combination flower and vegetable garden. Have your 
mother’s gardener help you plan it and ask him for the 
best plants and seeds with which to plant the little plot. 
Foremost and always take his advice. 

Of course, this year all of the grown-ups are going 
to raise vegetables for the most part and the little Marys 
will want to do the same in many cases. But whether it 
is flowers or vegetables that they grow, their little gardens 
will add much to their happiness. 

In the meantime study and read up on all you can 
about gardens. Mother’s gardener will then appreciate 
his little co-worker all the more. 

You would enjoy reading Frances Duncan’s “Mary’s 
Garden and How It Grew.” This little Miss Mary be- 
came an assistant and very close friend to an aged gard- 


ener who-guided her through the mysteries of his art, in- 


cluding garden plans, planting, pruning, budding, making 
cuttings, transplanting, and the many necessary things 
to do in the spring when the garden is just beginning to 
waken. She also learned how to put the garden to sleep 


_in the fall. 


Think how nice it would be to leave a dear little 
garden asleep: at your North Shore home when you go 
back to your city home next fall! 

The Mary in the book grew so interested that she 
and a few of her friends formed a Horticultural club otf 
their own. Membership was limited to those who had 
a‘garden. ‘These little garden-lovers met in each other’s 
garden or home, examined gardens, read papers or ‘“‘com- 

ositions” on such subjects as, “Toads,” “Thinning Seed- 

lings,” “Watering,” “Weeding,” and kindred topics. And 
then the climax for these children was a grand flower 
show by their club in September. Let me add that “re- 
freshments” were always enjoyed by the club after the 
exhaustive papers were read and discussed. Boys as 
well as girls were among the members. 

Another delightful book especially suited to my 
North Shore Mary is “The Mary Frances Garden Book 
or Adventures Among the Garden People” by Jane Eayre 
Fryer. This little Mary plans a garden around her play- 
house. It is an exquisite little creation with walks, sun- 
dial, and everything complete. Then Mary learns about 
flowers and vegetables and bees and bugs from her big 
brother who has learned it at school. 

Speaking of gardens, vegetable gardens in particular, 
does my little Mary know of those thirty or more little 
wardens over. on the Children’s Island ¢ Last summer | 
visited them and found that the children in the Sant- 
tarium, the older girls mostly, were adept in vevetable 
growing. The beds were laid out neatly around “Clover 


3reeze” cottage where the girls keep house by themselves 
under a “big sister,’ half playing hostesses one week and 
doing the work while the others are the guests. And de- 
licious, crispy things come out of their gardens. — By all 
means, Mary, take your little friends and visit their gard- 
ens this summer, and see for yourself. Nowhere have | 
seen radishes pinker or finer looking than were on the 
dinner table the day I visited the Island last August. 
They had just been brought in from the gardens. 

Now, to your garden, Mary. Of course all gardens 
must have a beginning, and this must, of necessity, be in 
the brain. It is a good thing to start early on the plans 
for your garden. Draw a diagram of it. If you don’t 
have a plan long before you are really ready for it you 
are apt to plant too much of one thing and leave out 
something very important in the way of a plant that would 
lend just the right charm to your particular garden. How- 
ever, don’t make too much work out of this garden plan- 
ning. It is really just like drawing a map. 

If you have no garden at your country home, it would 
be ideal if you could take a trip out to the Shore in the 
early spring and choose the spot yourself with mother’s 
permission and the advice of your gardener. Or, per- 
haps, this could be done without the visit. If neither 
could be arranged for before the season’s family settling 
you could, at least, have the plans made in a general way, 
and know just about what you want when you begin the 
little garden. 

Let this be a very individual affair. From the great 
variety of annuals and perennials from which you may 
select your flower friends you have a multitude out ‘of 
which you will never tire of trying a few new ones each 
season. Perhaps’ at first it will be hard to know just 
which ones to select. You may have a few choice favor- 
ites and always want to have these in your garden. But 
tastes vary with years, and the dear flower friends you 
sometimes cast aside to try a new one will come back to 
you just as cheerfully and sweetly some other time if you 
ever want to take it into your garden and heart again. 

However the plot may be assigned to you for your 
garden, let us imagine that you have it. You must know 
its size. It would be fun to measure it yourself with a 
yard-stick or a garden stick notched at the half-foot 
marks. These sticks come in handy in planting later. 
Suppose your garden measures 15 x 25 ft., or 20 x 24 ee 
or whatever the size, proceed to make a plan of it as you 
doamap. Take a large piece of card board and let every 
foot be represented by one inch in your diagram. If you 
have two gardens adjoining, it may be well to give the 
flower garden the greater amount of space. It could be 
oblong and the vegetable garden small and square. But 
this, you know, is a matter of taste, Perhaps at first 
Mary would rather plan just her flower garden. 

Now, will you have a path through the center of your 
flower beds? Will you have a border? How will your 
garden be enclosed? Will low plants surround it on the 
sast, south and west sides in order to welcome the sun- 
shine in? How about the north side? How can it be 
protected, if necessary? Do you want a little tea-house 
in the middle or side? You see plans are everything. 
And without the neat and well defined plan you cannot 
so thoroughly enjoy the next step in gardening,

The increas- 
ing prices charged for grain, the increased cost for every- 
thing required in the management of a farm has added to 
the expense of modern farming and has taken away from 
the profits of the industry. The cows are then sold and 
another farmer bears the draining expense of up-keep 
until he sells to the butcher. The cattle are destroyed and 
then sold for beef. The sale of the cattle means a lessen- 
ing in the amount of available fertilizer. The lessened 
amount of fertilizer means a lessening in the values of 
land for productive purposes. Farming of crops will cost 
ore and the fields will yield less and grain prices te 
go up and the vicious circle will go on and ene? Its 
form of social suicide. The up-keep of the herds in Nee 
England must be paid for by the consumers of milk. The 
increase in price for milk will automatically tend to bring 
a decrease in the price of vegetables and foodstuffs by the 
encourgement given to the keeping of cows and the in- 
creased quantity and decreased price will tend to decrease 
the cost of milk raising and then the price to the con- 
sumers. There will be a steady and necessary raising of 
the price of milk until the farmer can reestablish himself 
and the law begins to operate in a natural and normal way 
to reduce prices all along the line. The man who thinks 
he is aiding the cause by selling his herds has a short 
sight, no matter who the man is or where he sells his herd.

The schedule of prizes offered by 
the North Shore Horticultural so- 
ciety for its flower show to be held 
this summer has just been announced. 
Wednesday and Thursday, August 8 
and 9, have been fixed as the dates 
and the exhibition will be held in 
Horticultural hall, Manchester, if the 
government has not taken formal 
possession of the new building by that 
time. 

Instead of having two or three 
shows this year, it has been planned 
to have only one, but the schedule has 
been arranged so as to include about 
all of the classes usually devoted to 
the two or three shows. No cash 
prizes are given this year, in keeping 
with the spirit of the times. In only 
a few cases will medals be awarded. 
Prizes will be in the form of cards, 
bearing the seal of the society, and 
there will be a first and second in 
nearly all of the 183 classes. 

In the Plant division of the exhibi- 
tion there will be 29 classes, while in 
the Cut Flower division there will be 
66 classes. There will be eight classes 
in the Hardy Herbaceous Perennials 
division, 29 classes in Fruit and seven 
in the Amateur division. 

Special attention is being given to 
the Children’s Gardens, and in the 
Children’s division there will be 35 
classes. A set of rules and regula- 
tions has been adopted to govern the. 
exhibits by the children. Cash prizes 
will be awarded in the children’s 
classes. 

A special division of six classes 
has been arranged for Commercial 
Growers only. 

As a final effort in its aim “for the 
advancement of horticultural. and 
kindred interests,” the society makes 
this offer in reference to cottage gar- 
dens : 

“To encourage and promote a 
deeper interest in beautifying the 
gardens around the homes of the 
working people along the North 
Shore, the society offers the follow- 
ing prizes: For the, best kept Cot- 
tage garden and grounds, first, silver 
medal; second, bronze medal. 

“Competitors are required to notify 
the society by June 1, so that the en- 
tries can be judged at frequent in- 
tervals during the season. Variety 
of flowers, small fruits and vege- 
tables, together with neatness and 
general thrift, will have the prefer- 
ence in awarding these prizes.”

* MANCHESTER MEN WIN ATTENTION 
BY CREATION OF DEATH-DEAL- 
ING DEVICES. 


At least two Manchester men have 
been doing their mite for the “good 
of humanity” and “for the country of 
their adoption” by the exercise of 
their inventive genius. Paul P. Mail- 
lard, a native of Belgium, who is 
gardener and caretaker at Mrs. C. S. 
Hanks’ estate, West Manchester, has 
been working on a bomb-dropping de- 
vice for aeroplanes. Arthur E. Eric- 
son, son of Mr. and Mrs. Eric Eric- 
son of the Caner estate, Summer st., 
has been allowed an U. 8S. patent on 
a radio controlled torpedo. 

Mr. Maillard has had his device 
one of the greatest difficulties of drop- 
ping bombs from aeroplanes has been 
the impossibility of proper sighting, 
so that the bomb can be dropped 
on the object to be destroyed at 
the psychological moment. Mr. Mail- 
lard’s invention consists of a flexible 
joint tube, which is attached to the 
aeroplane in such a way that it always 
hangs perpendicular. The telescope 
sight also hangs perpendicular. The 
operator is thus able to sight his ob- 
ject and at the proper instant release 
the bomb from the tube with a cer- 
tainty that it will drop on its mark— 
something which is now impossible in 
a swaying machine gliding through 
space. Bombs are now dropped more 
or less by guess work, as far as is 
known. 

Mr. Maillard has had his device 
patented. He has offered his inven- 
tion to the U. S. government, offering 
it with no remuneration in view, but 
the office of ordance wrote saying that 
the government would not take an in- 
vention of any kind and develop it at 
the government’s expense. He is now 
in correspondence with a firm, looking 
toward the development of the device. 

Arthur E. Ericson, who is now 
electrician in charge of the U. S. N. 
Radio station at Bath, Me., has been 
working on a “radio controlled tor- 
pedo” the last two years, and it is 
with much pleasure that his friends 
here will learn that his patent has 
been granted. Mr. Ericson has al- 
ways been interested in wireless and 
was an operator on one of the coast- 
wise ships both before and again after 
the opening of the European war. 
He went to Europe just after the time 
the war started and it will be recalled 
that he was one of those imprisoned 
by the Germans for six days and even 
sentenced to death. This happened 
two years ago in February.

Go_p Cup Opens Up Goop Bopy oF 
ORE. 

The Gold Cup Mining Company, 
operating the Buckeye group of 
claims in Quartz Valley district, Col- 
orado, have recently opened up a big 
body of ore on the east 165-foot level, 
assay of which shows values of about 
$100 per ton. This is welcome news 
to the Manchester people who are 
stockholders in the company. The 
drift is in about 60 feet from the 
shaft, the last twenty feet being in 
this ore body and the face of the drift 
showing about two feet of crevice, 
which is, heavily mineralized.

The ore taken from both these levels 
is being closely sorted and by the mid- 
dle-of this month a shipment of two 
cars will be made to the smelter. 

Sinking has been suspended on the 
main working shaft due to the large 
amount of surface water coming in, 
but work in pushing this shaft will be 
continued just as soon as this trouble 
is eliminated. The company also in- 
tends active development work on the 
Buckeye No. 1, and the intentions are 
to install a new boiler and _ hoister, 
erect a larger shaft-building over the 
same and sink the shaft a further 
lift of 100 feet, also extend the levels 
both east and west, when it is expect- 
ed to open up the same chute.of ore 
had in the workings above. 

The Gold Cup Mining Company is 
composed of Eastern business men, 
and the way their various claims are 
showing up it looks well for them to 
realize handsonely on their invest- 
ment.

~ManNcHESTER’sS Home GuARD SWELL- 
ED TO Mork THan Two Hun- 
DRED MEMBERS. 


It has been impossible to properly 
handle all of the applications for en- 
rolment in the Manchester Home 
guard, so fast have they been pouring 
in during the last week. Since the 
enrolment of 153 members on Wed- 
nesday night of last week, 58 more 
applications have been recorded and 
several dozen others, who have made 
verbal aplications for enrolment, have 
been overlooked. Drilling of Com- 
pany A, the first class of recruits, 
started on Monday night when 72 
men were on the floor of Town hall 
for instructions in facings and steps 
of marching. For “first nighters” 
they made a creditable showing. 
Owing to the lack of sufficient in- 
structing officers it was necessary to 
drill the entire company instead of 
squads, and it was due to the eager- 
‘ness of all to learn that any progress 
was possible. 

On Wednesday night Company Bb, 
whose enrolment had meantime swell- 
ed to more than 100, drilled in the 
hall.

Mass., congressman from the old Es- 
sex district of Massachusetts, Wed- 
nesday resigned as a member of the 
House to become a reserve officer in 
the United States Army.

Gardner, the first member of Con- 
gress to answer the call of his coun- 
try, was read by the clerk of the 
House when the House assembled that 
morning. "The House as a whole was 
surprised, but the intimate friends of 
the congressman, who was a leading 
advocate of compulsory military ser- 
vice, had been expecting such an an- 
nouncement for several days. 
Congressman Gardner was a mem- 
ber of the old Officers’ Reserve Corps 
with the rank of colonel. Under the 
more recent legislation, all members 
of the old corps were taken into the 
new establishment. They were obliged 
only to take physical and mental ex- 
The congressman passed 
both tests and received a commission 
as colonel in the new corps. Yester- 
he received orders to report for active 
duty at Charleston, the headquarters 
of General Leonard Wood. As a re- 


Governor McCall, it is believed here 
that the governor will not issue a call 
immediately for a special election in 
Mr. Gardner’s district.

Vanished Names 


By ROBERT S. RANTOUL 
(Reprinted from the Harvard Graduates Magasine) 


A® incident to researches in the early records of the 

~Massachusetts Bay Colony, I have been impressed with 
the number of well-established families whose names have 
passed wholly out of our ken. Of course failure of male 
issue accounts for some of these lapses. At least half the 
population were daughters, who either left no issue or 
left descendants bearing the names of their husbands andl 
not names of their fathers. Here are Legge’s Hill and 
Jeggle’s Island on the Marblehead side of Salem, and 
Brimble or Brimball Hill and Sallowes’ Bridge and Brack- 
enbury Lane on Beverly side,—all named for persons 
whose stock is no longer to be discovered. Thomas 
Scruggs was a prominent town official and a large land- 
holder hereabouts. He sought, with the aid of Hugh 
Peter, to locate on his Swampscott farm Harvard Col- 
lege, before Newtowne became its home. Here was 
Captain Thomas Breadcake, furnished, in 1644, with two 
guns from the Winter Island Fort to aid him in his 
cruise against the Turkish pirates. Billings Bradish estab- 
lished and developed a prosperous farm in the Danvers 
section. Then there were, in the centre of the town, ‘the 


-Pudeators (Upham said the name was corrupted from 


Poindexter), people of means,—one of them hanged for 
a witch: Puddester the nearest surviving name,—and 
Naugus Head, a refinement of Noggs’s Head, and Tug- 
mutton Cove, vulgarized from Throgmorton Cove, and 
not a trace of any such families survives. Is this state 
of things to be expected in a community no older than 
ours? No great migration has occurred here, such as is 
point on today into Russia from parts of Poland. By 
some law of nature, pins, which are accepted as an at- 
tribyte of woman, and marbles, which are a requisite ot 
the genus school-boy, all disappear—who knows whithet ? 
But here was a class of well-to-do planters, rooted in the 
soil,—not quite ascriptiti glebae to be sure, but unlike the 
floating populations of our industrial centers, whe, fol- 
lowing the fluctuations of the labor-market, are here to- 
day and gone tomorrow, living, in leased lodgings, with- 
out Jocal repute or traditions or attachment to tether them 
to one spot. On the other hand, we ask attention to a 
substantial class of steady-going people, tilling their soil 
and gathering their crops, conducting the trades and fol- 
lowing the professions, holders of farms and dwellings, 
so that they could not readily skip about, and having busi- 
ness, connections and reputations in the neighborhood, 
either earned or inherited, to sustain. Palfrey’s New 
England, Young’s Chronicles; Winthrop and Bradford 
and Hutchinson, and Savage’s New England Genealogy, 
makes us acquainted with scores of such. Where are 
their sons? 

The Town Records of Salem—now in print from 
1630—furnish a host of names, no longer to be traced, ot 
persons who became freemen and church members, ac- 
quiring homesteads and tillage lots and rights in the Com- 
mons pasturage. We have fine old families left, dating 
from the colonial and provincial days, aften maintaining 
their traditions and their social claims, but what has be- 
come of the other families to which I ask your attention? 
I have made a collection of names, which might readily 


be multiplied three or four times, and which seem by 
sore mysterious freak of fortyne to have been lost sight 
of, becoming so unfamiliar as to sound outlandish, some 
of them, in our ears. Some of the best of these people 
were banished for heterodox views in religion, but not a 
great many. Of course the Revolution drove out fami- 
lies whose relations were official, and others whose sym- 
pathies were loyal. But allowing for all this,—for the 
failure of male issue, for changes in the spelling of names, 
for the political attachments which may have alienated 
sere families firmly intrenched among us, and dropping 
from the list the names of those who may have died with- 
out issue in early manhood, or who failed to make good 
the promise with which they became established here,— 
there is left a residuum of by no means inconspicuous 
persons whose names should survive, and whose descend- 
ents and representatives are missing. Where are they? 
Reversing the poet’s dictum, they seem to have turned to 
airy nothing a local habitation and a name. I give a group 
of these names among which the local antiquary will 
recognize some of the leaders of the colony and province. 
What befell them? Did they cease to multiply? Did 
they leave us for British Provinces? Did they ‘‘go West’? 
Sabine’s Loyalists accounts for some of them. So do 
Curwen’s Journal and Sibley’s College Graduates, but not 
for many. Where shall we look today for such patron- 
vvics as Agur, Antram, Auchisden, Batter, Brickenstatt, 
Charnock, Corlet, Corwithen, Cotta, Craighead, Cravette, 
Davenish, Felmingham, Pacy, Pulling, Rumboll, Swin- 
nerton, Vermais, Verren, Wathen, Whithaire ? Not a 
half-dozen of them to be found! 

Wishing to push the research into a sonewhat broad- 
er field than my own bailiwick, I examined the Catalogue 
of Harvard, which begins in 1642, and in which, for the 
first one hundred and thirty years, names are entered, not 
in alphabetical order nor according to scholarship, but in 
a rank following the approved .social position of families, 
so that the graduates entered, before 1772, in the upper 
section of a class are of the very best lineage in the colony 
and-province. Indeed, few names got into the Harvard 
Catalogue at all, in those days, save the names of pretty 
well-established families. The catalogue gives the date 
of death, and I have included, in this paper, only such 
names of graduates as had survived the marriageable age. 
From these I draw a list of persons bearing names prac- 
tically unknown today in our community. 

For instance, here are four Bridghams,—John, 1660; 
loseph, 1719; James, 1726; Powning, 1736; three of them 
in first-rate class standing, only one of them dying before 
old age. Never another Bridgham at Harvard! 

Then take the Checklevs, four of them, in still better 
encial repute than the Bridghams, all dying mature men: 
Samuel, 1715; John, 1728; Samuel, 1743; William, 1756. 
Who ever heard of a Checkley! 

Then comes the three Gees, all in good social rank: 


Toshua (College Librarian), 1717; Ebenezer, 1722; 
Toshua, 1744. No Gees since 1744 in the Catalogue. 


What became of the Gees? 
Then follow the three Haseys: Isaac, 1762; Ben-

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jamin, 1771; Benjamin, 1790. Cambridge saw no more 
Haseys. 


And what shall we say of the two Brigdens, Zech- 


ariah, 1657 (Tutor and Fellow) ; Thomas, 1764? Or of 
the two Brintnalls, William, 1724; Thomas, 1727? . Or of 
the two Burbeens, Joseph, 1731; Paul, 1743? Or of the 


two Hobbys, both well up in the class, Wensley, 1723; 
William, 1725? Or of the two Mighills, Thomas, 1663; 
Sainuel, 1704? Or of the two Welsteeds, William (Tu- 
tor and Librarian), 1716; Henry, 1729? Where are their 
descendants? Not by name in the Harvard roll. 

No more are those (I give them in the order of 
dates) of George Stirk, 1646; John Birden and Abraham 
Walver, 1647; Joseph Rowlandson, the single alumnus of 
1652; John Barsham, 1658; John Filer, 1666; John Prud- 
den, 1668; Ammi Ruhamah Corlet (Tutor and Fellow), 


-May'25, 1917. 


1670; John Selleck, 1690; Benjamin Gambling (Justice of 
the Supreme Court af New Hampshire), 1702, followed 
by another Benjamin Gambling, in 1734; Ebenezer Devo- 
tion, 1707; John Maylem, 1715; Edward Bridgewater, 
1718; Howard Wyborne, 1720; Amos Throop, 19237, 
Samuel Jefferds, 1722; Nicholas Bowes, 1725; Thomas 
Cheseborough, 1726; John Janvrin, 1728; Richard Pate- 
shall, 1735; George Eveleigh, 1742; Nyott Doubt, 1747; 
John Feveryear, 1751; William Keous, 1768; Thomas 
Kast, 1769. 


Local directories and telephone lists which I have’ 
examined rarely disclose these names. Yet they were 
those of persons domiciled here before the Revolution, in 
sufficient standing to be Masters of Arts at the leading - 
institution of learning, and in all probability leaving chil- 
dren. What has scattered them all to the four winds? 


New Residences and Improvements Along North Shore 


(Reprinted from Boston Transcript of May 19, 1917 )

MPORTANT and impressive among new places at the 
North Shore is the big mansion completed for William 
Amory Gardner at Pride’s Crossing, where it overlooks 
Mingo Beach. It is of stately appearance, in its position 
high above the highway, and from the beach or the water 
it is quite suggestive of the great castles along the Rhine, 
as it is of stone construction with towers and battlements. 
Its plan and features were fully described a year ago in 
these columns, when work was about to begin in the con- 
struction of the house and development of the grounds 
into terraces, drives, ete. Work has been continued all 
through the winter, with excclient results. The mansion 
is notable as one of the finest of those which mark the 
shore front. It was planned by Henry Richards, an archi- 
tect of Gardiner, Me., and the work has been carried out 
by the W. F. Ross Company of Cambridge, as general 
contractors. 

Two greenhouses are under construction for A. C. 
Burrage of Boston, who not long ago purchased the old- 
tire Cabot estate, later the Saltonstall place, on Hale st., 
at Pride’s Crossing, where its grounds extend to Mingo 
Beach. Nothing of importance has been done to the 
house, which for the present will be used as it is. The 
grounds, however, have undergone improvement and the 
greenhouses are of interest. They are “twins” in con- 
struction, and are so placed that the house stands between 
them. The are of modern construction and ate T-shaped 
in their plan. One house is to be used in part for grow- 
ing purposes and partly as a palm house, with another sec- 
tion provided with a pool for use as an aquarium. The 
companion house will be for the finer flowers, notably 
orchids. This house is placed near Mingo Beach. Both 
houses have been planned with especial thought as to 
heating equipment, which will be out of the usual. The 
palin growing house is nearing completion, while the other 
building recently has been started. These greenhouses 
were planned by the William H. Lutton Company of 
Jersey City, N. J., and the work of construction is in the 
hands of A. Morley, a Manchester contractor.

N Hale street, about midway between Pride’s Crossing 
and Beverly Farms, a small, picturesque tea house is 
nearing completion for Otis E. Dunham of Beverly. It 
stands high above the roadway where it is placed snugly 
amid tall pines, and one large tree of the group occupies 


a part of the veranda, and so that the tree may not be 
sacrificed the roof of the veranda has beén built around 
the trunk. . The little house is of Italian type and stucco 
finish and red-tiled roof. It appears to be of only one- 
story, yet in the rear has a second story with sleeping- | 
rooms and bath. The veranda is in part covered and its 
extension has a pergola top. The tea tea rooms are spa- 
cious and are finished with high panelled gumwood dado 
of several feet, above which a continuous. frieze shows 
paintings of Venetian scenes, notably along the Grand 
Canal. The larger of the two rooms has a deep fireplace. 
The heavy stone retaining walls and steps leading from 
the highway to the tea house were built by Connolly 
Brothers of Beverly Farms. 

Although progress is being made on the new resi-~ 
dence at Beverly Farms for Mr. and Mrs. George A. 
Dobyne of Boston, the house is not hkely to be in readi- 
ness for their occupancy this summer, as it is being built 
with great care for durability. Its general plan and an 
impression of its ultimate appearance appeared in the 


'story of North Shore changes a year ago at this time, and 


soon afterward the plans prepared by Boston architects, 
Smith & Warren, were put into execution. The house 
and surrounding grounds, formerly a part of the Lee 
estate, off West street, will be attractive, when completed. 

A new garage and a gardener’s cottage on the place 
familiarly known as “Pump Cottage,” on Hale street at 
Beverly Farms, are nearing completion. The cottage is 
of commodious size and has a gable roof. Dormer win- 
dows and piazzas also break its outlines. Tt is well plan- 
ned for a simple dwelling. The garage will accommodate 
three cars and’there will be every facility for the proper 
care of these. A tenement for use of chauffeur occupies 
the second story. The plans were by Hardy & Day of 
Beverly Farms. 

Year by year, changes mark the summer estate of 
Sydney E. Hutchinson of Philadelphia, which is at Bev- 
erly Farms, where his holdings on both sides of West 
street have undergone extensive development in the past 
Recently there have been completed interior alterations of 
the house, from plans by Arnold Moses of Philadelphia 
and carried out by Howard A. Doane of Pride’s Crossing. 
Former rooms have been enlarged by removal of parti- 
tions and the finish of the rooms is also new. New dorm- 
ers mark the roof, 
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HE demand for summer cottages and estates along the 
North Shore has kept up during the last week and 


every indication points to a good season, as far as rentals 
go.

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A Talk About Books 


‘Books cannot always please, however good: 


Minds are not ever craving for their 


HE problem of the selection of books 
for a public library—in a small 
town—is always a perplexing one, 
especially of books other than fiction. 
When books that have been put into a 
library, remain on the shelves, and are 
not taken out, those making the selec- 
tion naturally ask themselves the ques- 
tion was their judgment at fault in 
choosing those books? 

In going over the books in the ease, 
in the reading-room of the Manchester 
Publie Library, set apart for works of 
non-fiction, a number of books were 
found that had not been taken out 
even once. It may be that the library 
does not advertise its wares enough. 
If it could be managed, I think there 
should be printed in the local papers a 
short review of each and every book 
that is put into our library. 

if that were done, no one would have 
the exeuse of not knowing what books 
were being put into the library, If 
they are not taken out, a library be- 
comes ‘‘only a cemetery for books.’’ 

One very interesting book that fail- 
ed to attract readers was ‘‘ Recollec- 
tions of an Alienist’’ by Allen McLane 
Hamilton, The author was the grandson 
of Alexander Hamilton, the famous See- 
retary of Treasury in Washington’s cab- 
inet. He was a celebrated physician, 
a specialist in diseases of the mind. 
Dr. Hamilton was a great traveler, and 
became acquainted with many famous 
men all over the world. He was a 
great story teller and his ‘‘ Recollee- 
tions’? make very fascinating reading. 
The: headings of some _ entertaining 
chapters are: ‘‘Studying Medicine,’’ 
‘< Harly Struegles.’’ “Vacations 
Abroad,’’ ‘‘My Life in Jondon,’’ 
‘“Strange Cases,’’ ‘‘ Judges, Experts 
and Juries’’ and ‘‘A Visit to Mrs. 
Mary Baker Eddy.’’ 

We supposed that most everybody 
would be interested in children and 
that a book like ‘*The Child in Human 
Progress’’ would 'have many readers, 
but such was not the case, for this 


book has never been taken out. It 
traces the history of the child from 
primitive times to the present. It 


shows that in early times very little 
value ‘was placed on the life of 
the child and that the progress in 
civilization of any country could be 
measured by its treatment of its chil- 
dren, This book conveys to the reader 
a good deal of information in a very 
attractive form. 

Another book not called for was 
‘An Autobiography’? by Edward Liv- 
ineston Trudeau. This man was a 
pioneer in the fresh air treatment of 
tubereulosis and built the first sani- 
tarium in this country for the care of 
those suffering from the ‘‘white 
plaoue,’?’ 

His life was an example of what 
may be accomplished even under very 
great difficulties. He was a young 
physician practicing in New York 
when he became a victim of tubereu- 
losis. His ease was a bad one and no 
hope was held out for his recovery. He

went up into the Adirondacks, not very 
far from Saranac Lake. After living 
there for several years he partially re- 
gained his health and started to prac- 
tice medicine again. He came in ¢con- 
tact with many patients suffering like 
himself from consumption. He decided 
to built a small place to take care of 
persons of limited means who were af- 
flicted with tuberculosis. 

This was the beginning of the world 
famous Saranac Lake Sanitarium, which 
at the time of his death had thirty-six 
buildings and an endowment of six 
hundred thousand dollars. His most 
noted patient was Robert Louis Steven- 
son, who was under his care at Lake 
Saranac from Oct., 1887, to April, 1888. 
The novelist became very found of 
Doctor Trudeau and after he left he 
sent him a set of his works. In each 
book he had written a verse dedicating 
the volume to some member of the 
family. In ‘‘Dr. Jekyll and Mr. Hyde’’ 
he wrote: 
“Trudeau 

side 
I never spied the nose of Mr. Hyde.’’ 

The reading of this book brings the 
reader in touch with a beautiful and 
inspiring character, 

We hear so much about the Red 
Cross—the only silver lining to the 
great war cloud that hangs over our 
sad world today—that you would think 
people would want to know something 
about the life of the woman who labored 
so long and hard to bring about the 
organization of the American National 
Red Cross. 

I was consequently very much sur- 
prised to find that ‘‘The life of Clara 
Barton,’’ which was put into the Man- 
chester Library Dec. 4, 1915, had not 
been taken out. 

Clara Barton was one of the great 
women of the world. Her life history 
is a thrilling one, and is a good illus- 
tration of what may be overcome by 
will power. She was by. nature very 
timid, yet she became ‘‘The Angel of 
the Battlefield’? during the four years 
of the Civil War. 

She was born on Christmas day, 1821, 
in a farm house at North Oxford, Mass. 
She had a very happy childhood among 
the New England hills. 

At the age of eleven she nursed her 
brother through a very serious illness. 
After teaching school for 18 years 
she got a government position which 
she held for several years. Miss Barton 
was in Washington at the outbreak of 
the Civil War and offered her services 
as a nurse. She took care of the sick 
and wounded soldiers on the battlefield 
and in the hospitals. She had unusual 
executive ability and a determination 
and persistance that overcame almost 
insurmountable obstacles. For four 
awful years this brave woman _ had 
given of her best to care for the suf- 
ering of the sick and wounded; but 
still another task was in store for her. 

‘“The Quartermaster of the Federal 
Army reported 359,528 deaths among 
the Northern troops during the war and

315,555 graves. Of these only 172,400 
were indentified. This means that 143,- 
155 lay in graves unidentified and un- 
known, 

** Added to this the thousands of mis- 
sing still alive and the many thousands 


.of unlocated prisoners rolled up a list 


unspeakably appalling. What had be- 
come of these men was a source of in- 
quiry of tens of thousands of grief- 
stricken relatives.’’ 

Thesé many enquiries overwhelmed 
the great heart of President Lincoln 
and he summoned Miss Barton to take 
up the work of trying to restore the 
living to their friends, and locate the 
last resting place of the unknown dead. 
She spent nearly four years in this 
work and had the blessing of many a 
fond mother, wife and _ sister from 
Maine to California. 

During 1869 she became seriously ill 
with nervous prostration and was ord- 
ered abroad for her health. She went 
to Switzerland and while there the 
Franco-Prussian war broke out. Miss 
Barton’s reputation had preceeded her 
and the Red Cross which had been or- 
ganized by the Geneva Convention of 
1864 appealed to her for advice and 
help. 

Although ill at the time she went and 
gave them the benefit of her great 
knowledge acquired through her four 
years’ labor of love. Her experience 
during the Franco-Prussian war made 
her an enthusiastic advocate of the Red 
Cross, and make her ashamed of her 
own country whic’ was almost alone 
among the civilized nations of the 
world in not having accepted the 
Treaty of Geneva establishing the Red 
Cross, 

The Treaty was not signed by this 
country till 1882. The President of 
the International Red Cross said in 
Geneva at the convention held Sept. 
1882, referring to the birth of the 
American Red Cross: ‘Its whole his- 
tory is associated with a name already 
known to vou—that of Miss Clara 
Barton; without the energy and per- 
severance of this remarkable woman, 
we should not for a long time have had 
the pleasure of seeing the Red Cross 
received in the United States.’’ 


Miss Barton lived long enough to see 
the Red Cross relieve a great deal of 
suffering in civil disasters and during 
the Snanish-American war, and that it 
was able to do so much good, was in a 
large measure due to the ability and 
devotion of its noble founder. 

A small volume of some 125 pages, 
entitled ‘‘The Story of the Battle 
Hymn of the Republic’? by Florence 
Howe Hall is another book not taken 
out. Every American should know 
something about the history of this 
famous hymn. 

This little book tells how this hymn 
eame to be written. If these noble 
words stirred the hearts of the soldiers 
of the time of the Civil War they 
should apneal to us now in these heart-

MANCHESTER was the center of 

activity for the National Congress 
of Mothers and Parent-Teacher asso- 
ciations in Essex County and was in 
fact, for the day, the state headquar- 
ters on Tuesday of this week. In two 
enthusiastic sessions, with an aggre- 


gate attendance of more than 300 
delegates and members; inspiration 


was imparted by state and district 
officers to audiences who carried back 
to their respective “P. T. A.’s” a re- 
newed enthusiasm for the codperative 
effort of parent and teacher in the 
education of the child. It was the 
first conference of the Mothers con- 
gress and P. T. A. in Essex County 
and the fifth of the county confer- 
ences started within the past year to 
further the work of the association. 
In many respects it was one of the 
most successful of the series of con- 
ferences. 
“Unity,” the Keynote 

The keynote of the conference was 
“unity” and the appeal for codpera- 
tion was summed up in a stirring ad- 


dress by Dr. Payson Smith, Mass. 
comnissioner of education, at the 
evening session when he discussed 


“The Obligations of the Community 
to its Youth.” <A strong factor in 
pitching the enthusiasm of the dele- 
_ gates to the proper key was the pres- 
ence of Mrs. Milton P. Higgins of 
Worcester, Mass. state president, 
whose strong personality is in a large 
measure responsible for the vigor of 
the P. T. A. in Massachusetts. Mrs. 
Higgins spoke informally at the after- 
noon session of the conference at the 
Price School hall, took part in the 
discussions of the afternoon and 
clinched the appeal of the speakers 
at the evening session in Town hall 
with a few forceful words at the end 
of the conference. 

Delegates from associations in 
Gloucester, Danvers, Lynn, South 
Hamilton, Andover and, of course, 
Manchester attended the sessions. 
From Gloucéster the Collins School 
eT) Av theyEast- Gloucester <P: ‘T:

A. and the Mothers club of the Con- 
gregational church were represented ; 
also the newly organized Danvers P. 


T. A., including all of the associations 
in that place, the P. T. A. of South 
Hamilton, Shepard school of Lynn 
and the Andover Mothers club. The 


conference was attended by the fol- 
lowing members of the state board of 


the N. C. M, and the P. T. A. in ad- 


dition to the state president: Mrs. E. 
M. Barney of Medford, Mrs. Earle 
William Smith of Waban, Miss Mabel 
Vella and Miss Julia Callahan of 
Lynn, Mrs. EF. V. French and Mrs. 
Bernard M. Allen of Andover, Mrs. 
Duncan T. Beaton of Manchester, 
Mrs. George Woodbury of Glouces- 
ter and Miss Ruth Bottomly of Wor- 
cester. 

The opening session at the Price 
School hall was called to order by 
Mrs. Duncan T. Beaton of Manches- 
ter, councillor for the district, at 2 
o’clock with about 125 delegates and 


members present. The invocation 
was delivered by Mrs. Higgins, the 
state president. Mrs. David O. 


Mears, vice president of the National 
Congress of Mothers, who was to 
have delivered the invocation, was un- 
able to be present at the conference 
owing to an accident a few days pre- 
vious in which she sustained a sprain- 
ed ankle. Regret at her absence was 
expressed by the chairman. 


Conference for Good Time 

“The purpose of this conference,” 
said Mrs. Beaton in outlining the 
plan of the conference, “is to have a 
good time. And, sub rosa, we always 
have a good time when our president, 
Mrs. Higgins is with us. To get good 
out of these conferences, that we may 
pass it along to others, is to have a 
good time. These county conferences 
are arranged for the benefit of the 
many who cannot attend the state 
convention. In this way the state 
convention is brought home to them 
in their own counties, state officers 
are brought in closer touch with. the 
local association and an opportunity 
is given for the delegates and presi- 
dents to hobnob together and get bet- 
ter acquainted.” 

“We are proud of our district coun- 
cillor,” said Mrs. William Follett, 
president of the Manchester P. T. A., 
in welcoming the delegates. ‘We are 
proud of our president—our state 
president, | mean—and we are proud 
of our fine local Parent-Teacher asso- 
ciation, with its big membership and 
well attended meetings. It is, I know, 
unnecessary for me to welcome you, 
for you must understand how glad 
we are to have you with us.” 

“T am glad to see the response to 
the invitation to attend this confer- 
ence,” said Mrs. Higgins, the state 
president. “It shows you are all anxi- 
ous to get what good you can and to 
do good in your own community. — It

makes a difference whether we are 
‘absorbents’ or ‘radiants’ and I know 
from the spirit you show in coming 
here this stormy day that you are 
‘radiants’ and that you are going to 
take back to your communities the 
good you get from our conference.” 

Mrs. Higgins told of her recent 
trip across the continent, the route of 
which was prepared by the Mass. 


Commission of Education, and of the 


delegations which greeted her party 
all along the line. Great enthusiasm 
in all branches of educational en- 
deavor is shown throughout the west, 
she said, and Massachusetts, which 
enjoys the reputation of having ex- 
ceptional advantages, must look to its 
laurels. She made a graphic recital 
of the settlement -of Oklahoma and 
the creation of the city of Oklahoma 
in a day. The new city has a $750,000 
public school. “It is entirely inappro- 
priate,” she said, ‘“‘but it shows the de- 
sire they had for schools and for edu- 
cation.” ; 

At Denton, Texas, she found a 
splendid school of home economics 
and again she drew the lesson of the 
backwardness of Massachusetts. She 
urged the codperation of the Essex 
Parent-Teacher associations 
with the Agricultural school at Dan- 
vers, in the study of home economics. 
She wanted the local bodies to induce 
speakers from the school to address 
their meetings. At Fort Worth and 
El Paso she found more fine schools. 
In the latter city was a $500,000 
school building. While there she 
visited Juarez, Mexico. On the Sun- 
day morning her party proposed to 
cross the International bridge a story 
was circulated to the effect that an 
uprising against the “gringos” was 
purposed by the natives. Their fears 
were allayed by the arrival of the 
Mexican consul, who accompanied 
them on their tour of inspection. 


Modern Rip Van Winkle 

“It was like the experience of Rip 
Van Winkle to-cross the bridge, only, 
instead of advancing 20 years we 
went back hundreds of years. On one 
side of the river were modern stores, 
beautiful churches and a half million 
dollar school house, but on the other 
there was just one church, no schools 
and the houses were of mud. And 
such poverty, misery, beggary, super- 
stition and ignorance!. On one side 
of the river were the evidences of the 
benefits of citizenship and on. the 
other the lack of citizenship. It was 
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a great example of the difference be- 
tween individualism and the group, 
and should be a lesson to us in the 
value of codperative effort.” 

As Mrs. Higgins rapidly sketched 
the scenes at the various places along 
the route she called them moving pic- 
tures. As a climax she described the 
real moving pictures as she saw them 
in the making at Universal City, Cali- 
fornia. She spoke of the work being 
done by the Y. W. C. A. in safeguard- 
ing the girls employed in the picture 
making industry and said that an 
even greater responsibility rested up- 
on the parents, who must safeguard 
the boys and girls who see the pic- 
tures. 

“Children get ideas quicker from 
what they see than from what they 
hear,” she said. “The Parent-Teach- 
er association and the Mothers Con- 
gress have a tremendous work before 
them and they must do it with their 
eyes open to their opportunities.

‘and to meet them we must codperate.” 

Miss Mabel Vella of Lynn, a mem- 
ber of the state board, sang the 
“Prayer” by James Whitcomb Riley. 
She was accompanied by Mrs. Chas. 
E. Williams of Manchester. 


Just Can All You Can 

During the period set for the dis- 
cussion of P. T. A. problems by presi- 
dents and members the subjects dis- 
cussed shifted rapidly from associa- 
tion difficulties with their variety of 
solutions to the many problems of 
women in general, including the most 
approved method of canning dande- 
lion greens. The unfortunate mem- 
ber who precipitated the canning dis- 
sion (so important this time as to 
temporarily overshadow all others) 1s 
still in the dark as to the proper way 
of canning rhubarb, for on that all- 
important question each of the “can- 
ning authorities” present steered clear 
of a direct answer.

Gloucester also 
has made a generous contribution to 
the French War Orphan fund and the 
school children are supporting two 
French children. 

“You may ask why the Parent- 
Teacher association should interest 
themselves in food problems,” de- 
clared Mrs. Higgins. “It is our most 
important national problem today. 
The United States must feed the 
world. Worcester County started a 
campaign to plant enough to feed. it- 
self this year and is now branching 
out to feed even more. What are 
you going to can? What are you go- 
ing to conserve of the food supply ? 
It is a patriotic duty, which every 
member owes to the community and 
to the nation, to help increase and to 
conserve the food supply.” 

Mrs. E. M. Barney of Medford 
suggested a “canning race” atebdpeas 
A. members during the season. 

Information was given of Man- 
chester’s canning class for the coming 
season. A house has been rented for 
the school and girls from Magnolia, 
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Manchester and Beverly Farms will 
be taught. The local canning school 
is not a “war baby,” but has been 
contemplated for the past three years. 
Canning will be done under the direc- 
tion of an expert from Simmons col- 
lege, assisted by Misses Hester Rust 
and Helen Cheever. Manchester girls 
are also receiving lessons in planting. 
It is hoped to make the canning 
school a permanent feature. 

Mrs. Earle William Smith, chair- 
man of the committee on simplicity of 
dress for graduation, spoke briefly in 
support of the campaign for one grad- 
uation dress for all the festivities of 
the commencement season. She also 
expressed satisfaction with the suc- 
cess of the county conference plan, 
which she suggested. 

A solo, “Faith of our Fathers,” 
with the second verse adapted to the 
same tune and entitled, ‘Faith of our 
Mothers,” was sung by Miss Vella. 
She also sang a new patriotic song, 
“Tend a Hand to Uncle Sam.” 

Mrs. Edward V. French of And- 
over brought a “message to mothers 
from a mother.”” She urged the mem- 
bers to give themselves to the support 
of the committee of public safety and 
the home guard of their towns. 

“We must be the home guard while 
the men and boys guard our homes, 
away from home. Our homes are 
not the houses nor their contents, but 
what the father and mother make 
them. It depends upon their skill, 
tact, intelligence and knowledge of 
what a home ought to be. Coopera- 
tion is absolutely necessary for the 
home.” 


Mrs. French emphasized the im- 
portance of the training of children 
in the home. “What have we done 
and what are we doing to equip our 
boys in the army and navy?” she ask- 
ed. ‘We must work to safeguard the 
morals of our boys going to the front. 
If it is no government obligation to 
do it then it is our duty. We must 
ecuip them from the heart out. We 
have got to rise like an army and for- 
get our gentler selves, and what we 
would like to be, if we are going to 
protect our bovs. We should demand 
national prohibition for the duration 
of the war. After that we must let 
events take their course.” 

It had been planned to take the 
visiting delegates on a_ sightseeing 
trip about Manchester at the close of 
the afternoon session, but a_ slight 
rain was falling when the adjourn- 
ment was taken, so the trip. was 
abandoned. although a small number 
of cars did start out.

Informal discussion’ took place 
during the interval before the opening 
of the evening session. 


EVENING SESSION 


Over 200 attended the evening ses- 
sion in Town hall when Dr. Payson 
Smith was the speaker. The’ seats 
were ‘arranged in a semi-circle facing 
the wall oppesite the entrance. The 
Orpheus club orchestra, led by Miss 
Bella: Porter of the High school fac- 
ulty, was seated upon the stage at the 
left. Decorations of bunting, Ameri- 
can flags and the Mass. state flag 
adorned the stage. 

Following a 15 minute concert by 
the orchestra the invocation was de- 
livered by Rev. A. G. Warner of 
of Manchester. Superintendent. of 
Schools John C. Mackin of Manches- 
ter, who delivered the address of wel- 
come, ‘was introduced by Mrs. Beaton 
as the man “to whose codperation the 


success of the Manchester P. T. A. 
has been due.” 

Mr. Mackin welcomed the delegates 
“on behalf of a strong organization 
of seven years’ standing.” He spoke 
of the growth of the association from 
a membership of 50 to three times the 
number with a treasury balance of 
$300. He commented upon the social 
hour, which is always a feature of the 
P: TF. Ay meetings. . Here, he said, 
were threshed out the ways and means 
of cooporation between parent and 
teacher and the rights of each. “Of 
late years less has been heard of the 
rights of either, but more of the duty 
of both,” he said.. He welcomed the 
visiting association representatives— 
“for what you have done and what 
you will do.” 

Community's Obligation 

Dr. Payson Smith, commissioner of 
education, spoke on “The Obligation 
of the Community to its Youth.” He 
took the occasion to answer the 
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charge, often put in an offensive 
sense, that teachers as a class are 
pacifists. 

“There is an obligation on all of us 
interested in education to announce 
at this time our principles and then 
abide by those principles. In these 
trying times we are all asking our- 
selves what part of the burden we, 
through the institutions we represent, 
should carry. The part of the paci- 
fist is not altogether ignoble. We are 
asked why teachers as a group are 
pacifists. Perhaps I could answer 
that by saying that we have an oppor- 
tunity to see boys grow up and to see 
what constructive things they can do. 

“Someday we may find a better 
way of settling our international dis- 
putes than sending our boys out to be 
slaughtered to correct the mistakes of 
the diplomats.” Tremendous applause 
greeted this assertion. 


| “Not A Child’s War” 

“Democracy is now being tested,” 
he said, “and the test is a world wide 
one. We will be found in our place 
doing our part. There have been 
suggestions from official sources that 
the program of public education be 
abridged during the war. Whatever 
the action of other states, we in Mass- 
achusetts shall not sacrifice our next 
generation for the exigencies of this. 
This is not a child’s war—it is our 
war. We should not add to the handi- 
cap of debt the handicap of an in- 
sufftcient education to the next gener- 
ation. England made the mistake of 
curtailing her educational system dur- 
ing the war. France is sticking to her 
educational program despite the war, . 
with the exception that more atten- 
tion is being paid to the study of Eng- 
lish and German so that there may be 
a better understanding in the future. 


‘“We should carry on education so 
we shall not create animosities with 
the peoples of other nations. We 
hope our children will see their duties 
and have a clearer conception of the 
meaning of democracy and under- 
stand that it is not a possession of 
ours alone. We must make them see’ 
we are all going toward the goal of 
universal democracy and ‘peace. In- 
stead of curtailing our program we 
should carry it forward and enlarge 
on it until there is no trace of-hatred, 
hostility nor enemity left.” 


The Family Skeleton 

Speaking of the obligation of the 
state to its youth Dr. Smith said, “We 
too, have a skeleton in the family 
closet—the teacher’s salary. Some 
communities are satisfied to pay $500 
to a teacher and in return expect ex- 
perience, skill, breadth of vision and 
of character. The more money we 
spend on education the more we re- 
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ceive in increased national insurance. 
It is the duty of Massachusetts to 
support education. She is not doing 
her duty, which is to give a reason- 
able equality of opportunity. Not the 
same opportunity, but the same chance 
in spite of the condition of family or 
community in which the child lives. 

“Massachusetts has not even begun 
to travel. She is. at the foot of the 
list of states in the proportion of leg- 
islative support given to the schools. 
Maine pays 35 percent of the educa- 
tional expenses of the state the bal- 
ance coming from the cities and 
towns. New Hampshire appropriates 
16 percent, Vermont pays seven per- 
cent and Massachusetts only nine- 
tenths of one percent.” 

Commenting on the growing re- 
sponsibility of the state in maintain- 
ing equality of opportunity for edu- 
cation Dr. Smith called attention to 
the difference in wealth of the towns 
and cities of the state. “We are com- 
ing to the point where we see there 


must be taxation of wealth wherever 


it lies for the education of children 
wherever they are. 


“Tet George Do It” 


“The schools, however, are only 
one of the agencies of education. The 
influence of the associations of the 
streets, the movies, the example oi 
the community and work (if any) 
are all factors of education. There Is 
a tendency to hold the school respon- 
sible. It isa case of ‘let George do it.’ 
One man suggests that we have reli- 
gious education in the schools, an- 
other wants special days set aside for 
certain studies. We now have plenty 
of special days to observe, but while 
we are at it | would suggest that we 
have ‘arithmetic’ days, ‘spelling’ days, 
‘history’ days, etc. Not that they are 
not taught, but just as a memorial of 
what our schools were first started 
for.” 

Dr. Smith said the schools were 
challenged from the pulpit because 
they did not give religious training. 
He declared the responsibility should 
go back where it belonged, on the 
He emphasized the import- 
ance of play in education and told of 
4 certain community where a citizen 
complained that $500 had been appro- 
priated for a playground whilean equal 
appropriation for street lights was lost. 
Dr’ Smith said he was glad of it .and 
stiggested as an alternative that the 
old fdlk stay at home night or “keep 
in condition to get home without the 
aid of the lights.”

“The purpose of 
education is to train the child to serve 
the community, the nation and demo- 
cracy.” 

Mrs. E. M. Barney of Medford 
spoke on “Partnership with God.” 
She suggested important methods of 
child culture, but placed most import- 
ance upon the spiritual training. The 
three great “R’”s, which she declared 
were most important, were “‘reverence, 
righteousness and responsibility.”

REGISTER For DRAFT. 


Town Clerk Floyd, who was ap- 
pointed by the Selectmen of Man- 
chester as custodian of the records 
for the enrolment of men under the 
Conscription act, is receiving daily in- 
structions from Charles F. Gettemy, 
director of registration for Massa- 
chusetts. Tuesday, June 5, has been 
designated by the President as regis- 
tration day and all men in Manches- 
ter between the ages of 21 and 31 are 
commanded to appear for registration. 
There are no exemptions from regis- 
tration between those ages. Men who 
are 31 on June 5 are exempt from 
registration and those under 21, but 
no others except those in active ser- 
vice in the army or navy. Sickness 
or absence from the place of registra- 
tion does not exempt a man. ‘The 
town clerk will furnish an authorized 
agent of a sick person with an enrol- 
ment card which must be filled out 
and returned by the registration day. 
Absentees from home must secure en- 
rolment cards at the place of their 
temporary residence and forward be- 
fore the registration day to their town 
or city of legal residence. Heavy 
penalities are provided for those who 
neglect. There is some misunder- 
standing to the effect that married 
men or men with dependents are 
exempt. Every \man between the 
ages must register.

It is estimated that the chances of 
a man who registers for the draft a 
week from next Tuesday are about 
one in 20 of being selected for duty. 
That makes it a “19 to 1” shot against 
any one men being selected. How- 
ever, those who must enrol are not 
cheered much by the fact that gamb- 
lers odds are in their favor. A “hun- 
‘dred to one shot” is what most men 
prefer at a time like this. It’s a funny 
thing that the men, who are willing 
enough to enlist when they don’t have 
to, fight shy when there is a chance of 
their having to go. Another feature 
of the percentages in the draft is that 
in a community like Manchester, 
which has furnished an unusual quota 
of volunteers, the individual chances 
of any man of military age of being 
drafted are increased instead of di- 
minished. Although Manchester will 
have a larger proportion of “wents” 
than “sents” at the front, it is no dis- 
credit to the men who are drafted that 
they wait until their services are com- 
mandeered. The draft is the fairest 
way of recruiting for all concerned. 
And speaking of percentages there is 
one we are sure of—the man between 
21 and 31 who fails to register on 
June 5 has a “1000 to 1” chance of 
going to jail—and with all due re- 
spect to Chief Sullivan, we would 
rather take that “1g to 1 shot” than 
enjoy his hospitality for one night.

LETTER FROM CON, GARDNER 


To the People of the 6th Congressional 
District of Massachusetts: 
On May 15th, after careful delib- 
eration, I resigned my seat in: Con- 
gress. It was with the greatest re- 


-gret that I took this step; but the 


Constitution of the United States defi- 
nitely forbids any member of Con- 


gress holding any other Federal office. 


This provision of the Constitution is 
operative whether the office held car- 
ries a salary or not. It is true that 
in the past a controversy has existed 
in regard to the exact meaning of the 
Constitution in this respect. Some- 
times Congress has declared vacant 
the seat of members who accepted 
commissions in the Army, and, on 
the other hand, during the Spanish 
War, certain members of Congress 
who accepted commissions did not 
resign, nor were their seats declared 
vacant. 

However, after the passage of the 
National Defense Act of June 3, 1916, 
this whole subject was leet? by 
the Committee on Judiciary of the 
House of Representatives. A report 
was made to Congress to the effect 
that service as an officer in the Army 
at once disqualified any member of 
the House of Representatives from 
continuing to hold his seat. Quite 
recently ine Judge Advocate’s Divi- 
sion of the War Department has pre- 
pared a very thorough report of this 


sane question. Before taking an 
action, I consulted the Judge Advo- 


cate General and by him was inform- 
ed that [ must take my choice be- 
tween continuing to hold my seat in 
Congress and accepting active service 
as a Reserve Officer of the United 
States Army, whether paid or unpaid. 

I took my oath as your Represen- 
tative on December 1, 1902, and I 
have now been over fourteen years in 
your service. Each year has added 
to my pride and trust in the people 
whom I have represented. There has 
never been a day when I would have 
been willing to exchange my seat in 
Congress as the Representative of the 

1 Essex District for a senatorship 
from any state in the Union except 
Massachusetts. Neither would I ex- 
change the memories and friendships 
which I have gathered among you for 
anything else which the world can 
offer me. In wishing you Godspeed, 
I am tugging at the roats of the feel- 
ings with which the best fourteen 
years of my life have entwined me.

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New Residences and Improvements Along North Shore 


(Reprinted from Boston Transcript of May 19, 1917)

MANCHESTER AND West MANCHESTER CHANGES. 
MANCHESTER gains a notably useful building in that 

of the North Shore Horticultural society, which is 
being erected near the railroad station. It is a modified 
Colonial style of building, from plans by Kilham & Hop- 
kins of Boston. The building is nearly 100 feet by 67, in 
general dimensions, and has an exterior finish of stucco. 
The interior has been carefully planned by the architects, 
to make the building adaptable to various purposes. — Pri- 
marily it is intended for exhibitions by the Horticultural 
society, but it has in its main room a rear balcony extend- 
ing partly along the side walls, and with its floor space 
it may be used as an auditorium for concerts, lectures 
and similar occasions. An operating room has been built 
in the rear balcony, so that moving or other pictures may 
be projected upon a screen on the stage. This is spacious 
and is to provided with a screen drop for pictures. Cir- 
cular stairways will give access to dressing rooms under 
the stage, if needed for dramatic preformances. (Ehe 
floor of the auditorium will be furnished for dancing pur- 
poses, so that this form of entertainment may be enjoyed. 
There will be ample coat rooms and there is a commodi- 
ous lobby, or entrance hall. In the basement there will 
be the heating plant and other necessary equipment and a 
large supper room, suitable for banquets, suppers, etc., 
also a well-equipped kitchen, as a part of the general plan. 
The building will be of use to the summer cottagers for 
special occasions, and to the townspeople throughout the 
year, and will make it possible to give various forms of 
entertainment for which hertofore there has been no avail- 
able place. Roberts & Hoare of Manchester are the 
builders. 
Hooper Mansion Vastly Improved 

Notable changes have taken place on the William 
Hooper mansion on Bridge street at West Manchester, 
where the house has been given an exterior finish of 
tapestry brick veneer with white trimmings, adding won- 
derfully to the appearance of the house, compared with 
its former wood exterior. The new wing, corresponding 
in style to the main part, is utilized for the service depart- 
ment and rooms for maids and others employed in the 
house. By this means, the former service rooms have 
been used to enlarge the parlor and provide new rooms 
in the main house. All of these alterations have been 
made by Roberts & Hoare of Manchester, from plans 
which they worked out in codperation with Mrs. Hooper, 
embodying her own ideas of just what she wished done 
in the way of improvement, and she has taken a personal 
interest and supervision in the changes. 
Howe Residence Is Enlarged 

Much has been done to change the summer residence 
of Mrs. John C. Howe, Bridge street, West Manchester, 
a house of picturesque English tpye, with quaint dormers, 
little balconies and other features of interest. A large 
wing to correspond to the main part has been added, 
which improves the general service plan and gives many 
additional rooms on two floors. The exterior is of stucco 
finish, with bays and pergola-topped balconies adding 
their interest to the appearance, The other part of the 


house has undergone alterations, especially the livingroom, 
of large dimensions, with panelled walls and with circular 
bay window at one end and a new bay at the opposite end, 
opening upon a loggia. The windows are casement, The 
diningroom is newly arranged, among the changes. <A 
new porch of Gothic type and of heavy beams marks the 
front entrance. H. M. Hanson of Gloucester planned 
all these changes and they are being carried out by R. N. 
Prescott of Danvers. : 
House at “Uplands” Altered 

At “Uplands,” the summer residence in Jersey lane, 
West Manchetser, of Frank P. Frazier of New York, con- 
siderable work in the way of alterations has been done by 
Roberts & Hoare, the Manchester builders, to give a much 
larger dining room than heretofore, new butler’s pantry 
and rooms for the butler’s private use, and the service 
rooms are improved. These and other minor changes 
make the house far more comfortable. Still other changes 
are planned to greatly enlarge the house, but these will 
not be undertaken until late next fall, after the family has 
finished its season at the shore. 

Various Other Changes 

Other changes at Manchester, of minor importance, 
include an addition to the place known as “Crowncliff,” 
the summer residence of Eugene G. Foster of New York. 
New rooms have been gained, including a dining room, 
and the service portion has been much improved. ‘The 
work was done by Roberts & Hoare. The same builders 
have made alterations for Richard Dana Skinner of Cam- 
bridge on his summer house in University lane, formerly 
the residence of Harvey Childs. Mr. Skinner’s house 
gains materially by the improvements and becomes far 
more comfortably than heretofore. 

What was formerly the Parker Bremer house on 
Smith’s Point in Manchester, now the property of J. R. 
McGinley of Pittsburgh, has been altered to meet the 
needs of the new owner. Partitions have been removed 
in order to enlarge rooms on the lower floor and the in- 
terior finish has all been made white. New baths have 
been gained by the changes, as has a_ servants’ dining 
room, and in various ways the house shows improvement. 
The changes were planned by Bigelow & Wadsworth of 
3oston and were made by Roberts & Hoare of Manches- 
ter. Far more important remodeling is contemplated, in- 
cluding a large new wing, work on which, probably will 
be started early in the fall. 

Elsewhere in Manchester 

At “Wayside,” in University lane, at Manchester 
Cove, the estate of John C. Ellsworth of South Bend, Ind., 
which was formerly the summer home of Dr. Tenney, 
the house has been altered by Mitchell & Sutherland SO 
that it becomes more attractive, more conveniently ar- 
ranged and in various ways improved. 

The stately brick mansion of Mrs. T. Jefferson Cool- 
idge, Jr., on Coolidge’s Point, is now approached by a 
new driveway which gives a more satisfactory view of 
the dignified entrance of this residence of the Georgian 
period, with its tall columns of marble to mark the front 
elevation and portico, The driveway and other minor 
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changes in the place were carried out from plans by 
Arthur A, Shurtleff of Boston. He also planned an at- 
tractive rock garden on the nearby estate of Robert Treat 
Paine, 2d, which is picturesque, as it is almost Japanese in 
its scale of treatment. It adds new interest to the estate. 
IN Brverty Cove District. 
OR Mr. and Mrs. W. Harry Brown of Pittsburgh, 
whose place in Prince street at- Beverly Cove was 
formerly the G. S. Mandell estate, a large swimming 
pool is under construction from plans by H. M. Hanson 
of Gloucester. It is a low tiled-roof building of Italian 
type with stucco exterior, and the main room, in which 
the pool is placed, is about 60 by 30 feet in dimensions. 
The pool, which is of concrete construction, is graduated 
in its depth, one end being deep enough for diving. At 
each end of the building are several small rooms with 
tubs and showers, also dressing-rooms. These are all 
finished in white tile. The equipment will permit water 
of any desired temperature, either fresh or salt. The 
building, which will soon be ready for use, is being built 
by Simpson Brothers Company of Boston. 
Suggestive of the Petit Trianon 
Plans have been prepared by James Purdon, the Bos- 
ton architect, for a small house for Miss Fanny Powell 
Mason, to be built on her estate on Prince street, Beverly 
Cove. It has been designed especially to fit in a special 
site among the trees and it carries out Miss Mason’s de- 
sire for a quaint little place for recreation and rest and 
for use when her larger house at this place is closed, or 
if it be occupied by others. Miss Mason had her inspir- 
ation for her little house from a visit to Versailles, where 
she was deeply impressed with the charm of the Petit 
Trianon and its atmosphere, so interwoven with the his- 
tory of Marie Antoinette. It will be of the French chalet 
type and interesting in its impression. <A big room will 
occupy the most of the first floor and a curved stairway 
somewhat out of the usual will lead directly into a spa- 
cious high-studded studio on the upper floor. There will 
be a little overhanging balcony where one may enjoy the 
sunshine. Two small chambers and a bath complete the 
second floor. A maid’s room and a kitchenette have been 
planned for the lower floor, in the rear of the living room. 
With a thatched roof effect and stucco-finished walls the 
cottage will be quaint in look and picturesque in its set- 
ting, where, although partly hidden by the trees, it will 
afford fine water views. Miss Mason will be the first 
J have just such a little house on the North Shore. 
WenuAm’s Notasle New RESIDENCE. 
N Wenham an important addition to the fine country 
.estates is the house under construction for Francis L. 
Higginson, Jr., in the Cherry street section, on a_hill 
where it overlooks the lake. It is of large size, of brick 
construction, with limestone trimmings and is of the type 
of mansion representing the Georgian period. The plans 
were made by Bigelow & Wadsworth, the Boston archi- 
tects, and have been carried out by Roberts & Hoare of 
Manchester. The house is of three stories, the upper 
one placed on a ‘deck roof with ornamental balustrade 
showing finials, in its treatment, and ornamental brackets 
further add to the appearance of the house. The door- 
way 1s impressive in design and forms a dignified center 
for the various round-top windows on each side, which are 
marked by small wrought-iron balconies. On the south 
elevation there are two extending porches between which 
is a spacious loggia with tiled floor. 
neys give character to the house. 
From the vestibule the main hall is reached by a few 
steps, while leading from the right is a dining room which, 
like a library of good size and a long living room, has 
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been well planned. The library is in gum wood finish, 
while the rest of this floor is in white. All the rooms are 
provided with deep fireplaces. At the left of the vesti- 
bule is a den, which is on a level lower than the other 
rooms. ‘The interior wood work is distinctive and in keep- 
ing with the dignified appearance of the house, All of 
these rooms and the spacious loggia make up a most at- 
tractive first floor. The stairway from the main hall has 
been kept inconspicuous. The service portion, including 
quarters for the butler’s use, pantries, serving and other 
rooms, have all been carefully planned for efficient ser- 
vice. The kitchen and laundry are in the basement. 

From the central hall of the second floor there is a 
well-arranged suite for Mr. Higginson, a similar apart- 
ment for Mrs. Higginson, as well as several other large 
chambers with baths and dressing rooms. On the third 
floor are seven rooms for servants, a bath, sewing and 
storage rooms. The work is going on as rapidly as pos- 
sible, but the house is not expected to be ready for occu- 
pancy until sometime in October, and it may be even later 
than that before it is turned over to Mr. and Mrs. Hig- 
ginson. 
In addition to the work on the house, much has been 
done toward development of the extensive grounds, from 
plans by Arthur A. Shurtleff, the Boston landscape archi- 
tect. A long picturesque drive with solid retaining wall 
leads through a pine grove and the surrounding hillside 
has been planted with various trees which lend their value 
in making the place attractive. Pasture cedars and long 
rows of barberry bushes are features, and while it all has 
been carefully planned, Mr.. Shurtleff has tried to avoid 
any appearances of artificial planting and aimed to keep 
a natural look. Around the entrance of the house there 
has been some planting and where necessary trees have 
been cut to give interesting vistas and distant views to- 
ward the lake and in other directions from the house and 
terraces. An artesian well has been made, which pro- 
vides unusually good water. A stable and a garage are 
to be built, as a part of Mr. Higginson’s general plans. 
Place Resembles a Country Inn 

A most interesting house has been made by putting 
together two old buildings on the Arthur Little place or 
Grape Vine road in Wenham, just over the Beverly Farms 
line, and wihch was formerly owned by Q. A. Shaw, 2d, 
before Mr. Little purchased the property. It is next to 
the home of Mr. and Mrs. Henry Cannon Clark, which 
lies within the Beverly Farms line. Mr. Little, who is of 
the Boston firm of architects, Little & Browne, planned 
his own house and has secured a most picturesque place, 
low and rambling, and suggestive of a small country inn 
in its general type. It covers considerable ground in its 
floor plan. The changes give a spacious living room, a 
parlor, library, sitting room and boudoir, dining room and 
a small breakfast room, The hall in the centre is long 
and narrow. Mr. Little has been so fortunate as to se- 
cure some finely preserved wood work from the interior 
of old houses in Salem, including some pieces, like man- 
tels, designed by Bulfinch, as well as material from former 
houses in Hancock avenue, Boston, which used to over- 
look the State House. These interesting things, and 
among them a fine old-time stairway, have been utilized 
to excellent advantage and they fit in extremely well in 
Mr. Lattle’s house. The upstairs part gives seven mas- 
ter’s bedrooms and five baths, with also six rooms and 
two baths for servants. The work of remodeling has 
been done by W. H. Cann of Beverly. Mr. Little plans 
to have an attractive garden with lawns and other fea- 
tures and he is proud of-two old apple trees of pictur- 
esque look in front of his house.

“Food Gardens” for the Little Folk 


How Little Mary Can Do Her Bit to 
Increase the Country’s Food Supply 


By LILLIAN McCANN 


Large streams from little fountains flow— 
Tall: oaks from little acorns grow. 


N May I asked little Miss Mary of the North Shore how 

her garden grew. I believe I am safe in saying that 
the little Marys are not like the traditional contrary Mary 
known to Mother Goose, but that they will go bravely to 
work to “do their bit” to “increase the country’s food 
supply.” 

_ Every little “food garden” on the North Shore this 
summer will help the great work of the National Emer- 
gency Food Garden Commission. You have heard how 
this commission of a few more than a dozen public- 
spirited men has spread the gospel of gardening. Their 
slogan has been “plant one million food gardens. this 
year.” John Hays Hammond of the Gloucester summer 
colony is a member of the commission. 

Of course the little Marys want to help win the war. 
Then get into the garden game, because if you cannot 
go to war you can “help win the war with a little food 
garden. 

Says Charles Lathrop Pack, president of the com- 
mission: “War has now made the planting of food gard- 
ens an imperative obligation upon every American citizen 
who has access to land, no matter how restricted its area. 
The man, woman or child who allows any soil fertility or 
available labor to go to waste this year deserves the op- 
probrium that goes to the military slacker. We are per- 
haps approaching the time when we must adopt meatless 
days, either voluntarily or by government fiat. Let us 
see to it that the food substitutes for meat are produced 
independently of the farms by a great host of home gar- 
deners. Because it is late in the season do not neglect to 
.plant a garden for that reason; prolific gardens may be 
seeded until July. Plant a garden now and help win 
the war.” . 

The Food Garde Primer gives the following ex- 
plicit reasons for gardening, and I hope that Mary will 
not let any one tell her it is just a fad or fancy of the 
hour she is following. 


1. The food garden is a patriotie duty 
onomic preparedness. ’’ 


it aids in ‘‘ec- 


2. The food garden not only makes the individual family 
largely inderendent of other supplies of food, but it takes away 
from the railroads a transportation labor that is needed for the 
movement of war supplies; and, equally important, it allows 
the general farmer to devote more land to growing breadstuf*s. 

3. Foot for foot, gardens in city or country yield 10 to 15 
times more abundantly than farm land devoted to general crops. 
The gardener is an intensive farmer on a small scale. A half- 


acre easily produces vegetables worth $100 at normal prices, 
while smaller tracts do even better. 

The Primer also says: 

Keep your garden everlastingly at it produeing food for 


you. Don’t let it loaf a single day. When you pull out rad- 
ishes or Onions or pick peas, spade the rows again and plant 


new seeds that will have time to mature before winter, In this 


Way a small garden can be made to do wonders. 


Perhaps the products of the little garden would add 
a good little “bit” towards the Red Cross. Mary might 
sell her vegetables to mother or to the market man and 
swell her Red Cross gifts. At any rate she will do with 
her garden products the thing most demanded at the time. 
Another thing, Mary must not let her brother beat her in 


this garden game. Out-distance him or at least keep up 
with him. 
You know your gardener will be your best friend 


in this venture. The: Breeze hopes that every little gar- 


dener will have a happy. and successful summer and that 


the “food garden” game will prove a great blessing.

Garden Plan 

Have a plan for your garden—drawn on paper—before you 
start, to give proper ofder in planting and enable you to buy the 
right amounts of seeds in advance when the selection is good. 

Put small plants like beets, onions, lettuce, carrots, radishes, 
and parsnips in rows that are 15 inches apart; larger plants like 
corn, tomatoes, and potatoes in rows 30 inches apart. Spreading 
ground-vines like melons and cucumbers need even wider space. 


The Soil 
The back yarder must use the soil he has—but he can im- 
prove it if it is poor. Stable manure will help even the richest 
soil. You can not use too much of it. Professional gardeners 
spread as much as six inches in a single season, 


Loam is the best garden soil. Sand with manure gives good 
results. Clay is hardest to work, but manure and vegetable 
matter—ealled Ahumus—spaded in—greatly improves it. Sifted 
coal ashes, no cinders, will help loosen up clay when mixed 
into it. 

Long unused land, especially under lawns, is usually sour, 
needing air-slaked lime, 1 pound to 30 square feet, raked in 
after spading. 

The sweepings of pigeon lofts or chicken coops make valu- 
able fertilizer for gardens. 


Preparation of Soil. 
After the frost goes out of the ground test it by squeezing 
a handful of dirt. If it crumbles, the soil is ready for spading. 
If it packs into a mud ball, the eround is still too wet. 


Spade deeply, up to 15 inches, unless this depth turns up 
poor clay and buries the richer soil of the top. Powder the 
dirt deeply with a rake, breaking all clods under the surface. 
If clods are hard a Jawn roller may crush them. 


Indoor Planting. 

Earlier crops can be secured by planting certain seeds in- 
doors and setting the young plants out in the open garden after 
the weather becomes warm. Such plants are tomatoes, cabbage, 
lettuce, cauliflower, peppers, and eggplant, 


Any wooden box, shallow and wide if possible, will make an 
indoor garden. Put 1 inch of gravel or cinders in the bottom 
for drainage, and fill to the top with good soil. Rows of plants 
may be 2 inches apart. 

Plant 8 or 10 seeds to the inch, keep the soil damp, and set 
the box in a window. When the plants are an inch high pull 
most of them out, leaving the rest growing 1 or 2 inches apart. 

Before transplanting to the garden set the box outdoors in 
mild weather to harden the plants. Set out each plant with a 
ball of box dirt sticking to the roots. 

Flower pots, homemade paper pots, and round, bottomless, 
paper bands set on a cellar bench and filled with soil, are as 
good as seed boxes for indoor gardening, 


When to Plant. 

When heavy frosts are over, plant early peas (the smooth 
kind), onion sets (bulbs, not seeds), early potatoes, kale and, 
spinach. All of these will stand light freezing except potato 
plants, which must be covered with dirt when frost threatens. 

When frosts are about over plant lettuce, radishes, parsnips, 
carrots, beets, late peas (wrinkled seeds), and early sweet corn. 

When all frosts are over and apple trees are in bud, plant 
string beans and late sweet corn, and set out a few early tomato 
and cabbage plants from the indoor boxes. 

When apple trees blossom plant cucumbers, melons, squashes, 
lima beans, and set out the rest of the indoor plants.

1 or 2 peeks of early potatoes and 1-2 to 1 bushel of late 
potatoes give enough seed to supply four persons. 


Laying Off Rows. 


Straight rows add to the garden’s beauty and make garden- 


ing easier. Stretch a string between stakes and follow it with 
the point of a hoe to open up the row. 
Do not plant deep. The old rule is to plant to a depth of 
5 times the size of the seed. 
Hoeing. 
When you can see the green rows it is time to start hoeing. 
Never hoe deeply—1 inch deep is enough—but hoe frequently, 
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and always after rain or watering as soon as the ground is dry 
enough, 

Frequent hoeing makes a dust layer that prevents the soil 
underneath from drying out. 

Sprinkling. 

Rain water is the best moisture for the garden because it 
contains ammonia, which fertilizes. The dust cover will protect 
this rain moisture in normal seasons. 

If sprinkling must be done, it is better to soak the ground 
once a week than to sprinkle every day.

A garden writer in the New York Herald says: 

‘“Cultivation as soon as the plants are large enough may be 
done with the hoe or with a small cultivator, which it is easy 
to run between the rows. This will not only keep the weeds 
down, but will prevent the moisture from escaping. 

‘*Children must learn to cope. with insects and pests in the 
garden. They will find it interesting to circumvent them. The 
evut worm must have a nice meal of bran, sugar and Paris green 
provided for him and tobacco dust must be powered over the 
plants that have the little green aphis. Children will learn to 
look for the eggs and destroy them, which is one of the best 
ways of preventing trouble.’’

MarsigHEAD NECK’s NEW RESIDENCES. 

N Ocean avenue at Marblehead Neck, where the Ripley 

residence formerly stood, a new house 1s in process of 
building for Miss L. B. Hood of Broookline. The old- 
time house has been removed to a nearby site and has 
been greatly remodelled for William H. Joyce of Balti- 
more, Md., who bought it and will make it his permanent 
summer residence. He has been numbered among the 
Marblehead Neck colony in previous seasons. Miss 
Hood’s house was planned by Brigham, Coveny & Bisbee, 
30ston architects, and the work is in the hands of another 
3oston firm, L. D. Willcutt & Sons Co. It is of English 
style in its architecture, with projecting gabled ends, be- 
tween which is a central part showing dormers. Its front 
piazza directly overlooks the water, as does .a corner 
porch. The living room, with its fireplace, is commodious, 
and the hall and stairway show pleasing treatment. The 
dining room has a bay front. The kitchen and other ser- 
vice rooms are in an L, placed at an angle to the house. 
The second floor provides a well-arranged suite for the 
owner, with several other chambers and baths, and on the 
third floor are three rooms for guests, baths and storage 
rooms. 


Low, Rambling House Planned

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any on the Neck. It has two large houses which com- 
mand a full view of the harbor and the old town beyond. 
Considerable work for Mr. Fletcher has been done this 
season in grading, with new roads and rustic fences. 
Elsewhere on the Neck 

On Nanepashemet street at the Neck a small two- 
story cottage with piazza is under construction for Fred- 
erick L. Day, which will have a gambrel roof and will 
be shingled all over. The first floor has only a living 
room and a kitchen and a room for a maid. The second 
floor will give the owner two bedrooms, a sleeping porch 
and a bath. The little house was planned by a Boston 
architect, Frank F. Kendall, and it is being built by Cus- 
tance Brothers of Lexington. 

Also on Nanepashemet street a new garage is under 
way for Howard Whitcomb, carrying out the same ex- 
terior type as that of his cottage which was built two 
or three seasons ago. It is of two stories with ‘‘snub- 
nosed” gables and its exterior is of stucco. In addition 
to the usual plan for a garage, there are quarters for use 
of a chauffeur. Arthur H. Bowditch of Boston planned 
the garage, which is being built by Roscoe & Steele of 
Marblehead. <A plastered ornamental wall will connect 
the house and garage. ; 


Frew CHANGES AT SWAMPSCOTT. 

HE New Ocean House at Swampscott, which a year 

ago offered its patrons the advantages of. its addition, 
a building of several stories which was well planned for 
the comfort of guests, is now undergoing still other 
changes and a large new dining room will be found this 
season. The old-time lobby, from which the big ballroom 
leads, has been. extended to include what was formerly 
the main dining room, making an unusually large space 
for such purposes in a summer hotel. It is more than 
two hundred feet long and is proportionately wide. The 
office and desks have been removed to the end of. this 
lobby, and ranging between the elevator and the offices 
is a series of small shops, or booths, with octagon bay 
opening upon the lobby. There is also a newspaper and 
magazine shop, a telegraph booth, etc. 

The new dining room is an annex building about 
ninety feet square, with a central portion, fifty-six feet 
in dimensions, with a dome roof twenty-four feet in 
height, the glazed top surrounded by ornamental panels. 
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The walls are broken by fluted pilasters and there is 
considerable stucco ornamentation. The floor is of cera- 
mic mosaic and is fireproof. The dining room, when 
finished and decorated, will be so attractive that it will 
add immeasurably to the pleasure of guests. A new ser- 
vice room is among the improvements, which include also 
a large kitchen in the basement, thoroughly equipped with 
all the modern fittings for work and proper service. New 
storerooms have been made to meet the needs of the big 
dining room and kitchen. The work will be finished so 
that the dining room may be used this summer, but for 
the earliest part of the season the tearoom, large for such 
a room, will be utilized as a dining room. The plans for 
these changes at the hotel were made by A. H. Bowditch 
of Boston, and the work is in the hands of Campbell 
Bros., Lynn builders. 

Among the improvements in Swampscott is a new 
garage for Frank E. Paige of Puritan road. It is an at- 
tractive building and is of terra-cotta finish, with tiled 
roof. ‘There are two stories, the first equipped in a mod- 
ern way for its intended purposes, with a second floor 
fitted for the use of the chauffeur. The building was 
planned by. Arthur H. Bowditch, Boston architect. | 


“Sport House” Is Unusual 

Improvement of the estate of Herbert E. Gale at 
Tedesco Point in Swampscott has gone on since last sea- 
son, when the imposing mansion of stone construction was 
built. This season finds a new building, which is termed 
a ‘sport house,” for indoor games of various kinds, card 
parties and for dances. It is of rough stone construction 
corresponding to the house, with which it is connected by 
a long colonnade of massive stone posts, eighteen in all, 
set in a double row, to support a pergola top. Just out- 
side the sport rouse will be a tennis court, croquet ground, 
and the plans include also a fine green for outdoor bowl- 
ing. The house is spacious and is provided with a deep 
stone fireplace and with window corner seats. On two 
sides it has a covered veranda, for promenading. The 
house is so picturesque in look in its setting and surround- 
ings that it adds materially to the general attractiveness 
of the estate. It was built from plans by J. Williams Beal, - 
the Boston architect, who designed the large mansion on 
the estate. There also has been built near the stable and 
rarage a small cottage, well planned, for the use of Mr. 
Gale’s gardener.

of each year. The principal is repay- 
able on or after the 15th day of June, 
1932, at the option, of the Govern- 
ment, and if this gption is not exer- 
cised the bonds will, run full 30 years 
and become due June 15, 1947. 

The bonds are exempt both as to 
principal and interest from all taxa- 
tion, national, State, county, or muni- 
cipal, except the inheritance tax, 
which is really not a tax on the prop- 
erty, but on the transfer of property 
by will or inheritance. 

The bonds are to be sold at par; 
that is, dollar for dollar, no premium 
and no discount. They are to be sold 
by the Treasurer of the United States 
and by all Federal Reserve banks. 
But all banks, National and State, 
postoffices, and express companies 
have been designated as agents of the 
Government to receive applications for 
these bonds. It is almost as easy to 
purchase one of these bonds as it to 
eet a post-office money order. 

It is not necessary to pay cash in 
full for a bond. One can pay down 
2 percent of the purchase price on ap- 
plication—that is, $1 for a $50 bond, 
$2 for a $100 bond, etc.—18 percent 
on July 25, 1917; 20 percent July 30, 
1917; 30 percent August 15, I9I7; 
and the balance, 30 percent, August 


30, 1917. 


Conscription Day is upon us and this coming week 
on Tuesday every man over twenty-one and who has not 
attained the age of thirty-one is required to register 
whether he be an alien, married or eligible for exemption. 
There are very heavy penalties for interfering with con- 
scription and for neglect to register. Every young man 
should acquaint himself with all the facts, He should 
know where he was born, his age, his occupation, his 
father’s full name, the date of his birth and whether he 
be an alien or a native. If the father is an alien he must 
have an accurate answer to the questions whether, the 
father is an alien, naturalized, having signed all of his 
papers and been accepted or whether he has only taken 
cut his first papers, or declared his intentions. No one 
will be exempt from registration between these ages. No 
one who is older will be allowed to register. All of the 
exemptions are to be made by a board to be appointed 
later. An opportunity is made for every man registering 
to answer the question, the grounds 6n which exemption 
is claimed!

“You would think this was was a 
summer picnic from the way the 
average American talks about it,” 
said Rev. J. Franklin Babb at the 


Memorial day exercises in Town hall, 


Manchester, on Wednesday evening. 
“Take off that pleasant smile, . stop 
that silly talk about the war not last- 
ing long and that your boy won't 
have to go. It is going to take three 
years and an army of 3,000,000 men 
in the trenches of Europe before it is 
over. And it is going to cost $20,-

battlefield of Bull Run. We won't 
wake up until a German boat bom- 
bards Boston harbor.

We have let men 
steal all of our natural resources and 
now they have got control of the 
sources of food production and con- 


sumption and they are going to take 
your hides. 

“Do you wonder why men won't 
enlist and leave their families to be 
robbed by the men who cry ‘patriot- 
isn’ and stay at home to make more 
money? The man who speculates in 
food or any other necessity at this 
time isn’t fit to play in the same yard 
with the spirit of Benedict Arnold— 
wherever it may be. Men are not 
going to enlist to protect men who are 
getting rich while they are getting 
killed. 

“You have heard William Jennings 
Bryan speak on the ‘Prince Of \Peaces, 
haven’t you? William said a million 
men would fly to arms over night in 
case of war. Someone asked him, 
‘whose arms?’ They didn’t fly so you 
could notice it, did they? And now 
Congress has appropriated a big lot 
of money to fight the war. It can’t be 
too much if they spend it for you, but 
if you let them spend it as they have 
during the past ten years while you 
have been so busy making money, we 
won't get far. You have been satis- 
fied if you had a bank account and 
enough left over for a good time. 
Your motto has been, ‘God. help me 
to cut my neighbor’s throat and use 
his blood for fertilizer. Now you 
are reaping what you sowed. lf you 
had listened two years ago to certain 
men you would have had an army of 
three million men today and a war 
machine which would have swept 
Germany off the map when war was 
declared. Do you think the Lusitainia 
would have been sunk if we had an 
army like that? We have had Con- 
gressman Gardner for two years fight- 
ing a lone fight, going up and down 
the country telling the people to pre- 
pare, until he nearly got nervous pros: 
tration. -Now we are going to spend 
seven billions in a lump when the 
same amount spread over the two 
years would have given us a fully 
equipped army. 

“We are at war. Any man who 
tries to stop the sale of a liberty bond 
or prevent the enlistment of a soldier 
is a dirty traitor and should be treated 


as such. The copperheads cost us 
more than southern bullets in the 
Civil War. Now, we call them paci- 
Gsts. No man today has the right to 


‘nterfere with or nullify the efforts 
of the nation to finish this war as 
soon as possible.” 

Mr. Babb spoke of the fairness of 
selective conscription and urged the 
selective conscription of incomes as 
well. “Why shouldn’t the people with 
‘mmense incomes pay the expenses of 
the others who are going out to fight 
for them?” he asked. “Take John 
D. Rockefeller, for instance, I would

Whether Manchester is going to 
have any band concerts this summer 
is a question which is agitating a num- 
ber of citizens. The fact that condi- 
tions in the country have changed ma- 
terially since the Town voted to ap- 
propriate $500 as usual for the sum- 
mer series of concerts is giving the 
Board of Selectmen pause. They are 
wondering what the people think 
about the expenditure of the money 
and so far have taken no action to- 
ward letting a contract. Several citi- 
zens have become considerably dis- 
turbed and want to know why the 
concerts have not been arranged. 
They think it is hardly in the line of 
economy to cut out the band concerts, 
which furnish pleasure and_ inspira- 
tion to hundreds of people in the sum- 
mer, and then spend $5000 on a cam- 
paign to exterminate mosquitoes. 

For the present the Selectmen are 
letting the matter slide. They do not 
think the matter of sufficient import- 
ance to warrant the calling of a spe- 
cial meeting to rescind the appropria- 
tion if such is the wish of the people 
nor do they care to let the matter 
drop entirely. If those interested in 
having the band concerts this season 
would express their sentiments to the 
Selectmen it is probable that some ac- 
tion would be taken. 

The Breeze has heard a number of 
decided protests against allowing the 
concerts to be abandoned. Those who 
have mentioned the subject feel that 
this summer particularly people are 
going to need all the cheering influ- 


ences possible and that one of the-

John Cool, who has been living in 
Newfoundland, shipped on an 85 ton 
coaster from Catalina, Newfound- 
land, with a cargo for Leghorn, Italy. 
The vessel negotiated the submarine 
zone safely on the outbound voyage. 
One stop was made at Gibraltar and 
then the ship proceeded to Leghorn 
where the cargo was unloaded. 

On the second day out from port 
on the return voyage the boat was 
intercepted by a German or Austrian 
U-boat and sunk. The crew took to 
the boats and rowed away from the 
scene of the disaster. After 18 hours 
battling with the waves they landed 
at Monte Carlo. Although thorough- 
ly exhaused with the long battle with 
the elements and lack of food, the 
hardy Newfoundlanders were as fit as 
ever after two days in the Red Cross 
hospital at Monte Carlo, a place they 
never expected to visit under such 
circumstances. Later they made their 
way through France and took pas- 
sage to England.

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DEPENDS ON AIRCRAFT 


Captain Boat Says Aviators CAN 
Beat GERMANY IN THREE OR 
Four Montus 1f GIVEN THE 
CHANCE. 


Captain Pierre Boal, LS: R:,. told 
the members of the Manchester club 
on Tuesday evening something of the 
European war as he has seen it since 
its beginning in 1914, when he enlist- 
ed in the cavalry, and later as an avi- 
ator. He spoke to the club through 
the kindness of Richard Dana Skin- 
ner, Washington correspondent of the 
Boston Herald, whose* home is in 
Manchester Cove, Mr. Skinner him- 
self is leaving next week for training 
as an aviator. 

“We could beat the Germans in 
three months if we could keep their 
air craft out of the air,” said Captain 


Zoal. “And we could do that if Con- 
gress would appropriate money 
enough to train the aviators. France 


is now making an excess of air ma- 
chines, but cannot supply the men to 
man them. Without air craft to find 
the range for her big guns Germany 
could not hold out. It only takes two 
months to train a flyer, but it takes 
three times that to train and equip 
an infantryman. The quickest and 
most efficient way America can as- 
sist in bringing the war to a close is 
to build and man air machines and 
supply food for the Allies.” 

Captain Boal prophesied that if 
Russia quit the Allies it would take 
five years to save America from the 
Germans and would employ every 
man up to 48 years old. Even with 
Russia in the fight he said it would 
take three years of hard fighting un- 
der the present conditions. He de- 
scribed conditions in the trenches, the 
food, gas fighting, bombing, etc. In 
the great Champagne fight his steel 
helmet was split in two by a trench 
torpedo, ; 

He told of the spirit of the German 
prisoners, commented on the treat- 
ment of the Belgians by the invaders, 
related many incidents of the war in 
the trenches. The prisoners, he said, 
declared that if the Germans ever got 
into America they would butcher 
everybody in sight in revenge for 
America’s assistance to the Allies. 

He thought there was little danger 
of a submarine attack on this side of 
the Atlantic, although he said it was 
perfectly possible. He said. Germany 
was too wise to do it for it would 
wake Airerica to the necessity of put- 
ting every effort into the struggle. In 
regard to the food question he said 
France was in a bad way and depend- 
ed on America to save her.

the methods of cutting official red tape 


can bring prompt results. 

On national lines, I stand first and 
last for all legislation which will tend 
to a speedy and victorious termination 
of the present world war.

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Entrance to Private Estate, Puritan Road, Swampscott 
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and Improvements Along North Shore

Ipswicit Has Fins New MEMORIAL, 


peswicH townspeople are congratulating themselves on 
their new Benjamin Stickney Cable Memorial Hospital, 
a gift to the town Pie LC rane: dient Chicago, 
whose place of summer residence is in Ipswich. The 
building, which is nearly completed, is at the corner of 
County road and Essex street and is a memorial to Mr. 
Crane's friend, Benjamin Stickney Cable, who while his 
guest at Ipswich two years ago was the victim of an 
automobile accident which proved fatal. 

The hospital is of brick construction, with marble 
trimmings, the bricks laid Flemish bond in white mortar 
and it is of Georgian style of architecture, with a central 
part and two projecting wings. The main portico shows 
a pediment treatment with double columns and. the roof 
above is broken by three dormers and is surmounted by a 
cupola, which is characteristically Colonial. The two 
wings have pitched roofs, with dormers to relieve the 
long lines. The building is placed about 450 feet in from 
the main highway, County road, in a lot of about ten 
acres of land. It may be reached by a short walk from 
the trolley cars running through Essex street. 

The first floor comprises a memorial entrance hall 
finished in Colonial style with high panelled dado and this 
place is to contain a memorial bronze tablet by Bela 
Pratt, the Boston sculptor, of a portrait bust in bas relief 
of Mr. Cable, in whose honor the hospital has been given 
and named. The tablet shows a circle of laurel leaves 
surrounding the portrait and the corners show conven- 
tionalized rosettes. This tablet represents probably the 
last work of the sculptor, Mr. Pratt, whose death was 
announced recently. It bears this inscription : 

BENJAMIN STICKNEY 
CABLE 
1872-1915 

From the entrance hall there is a small waiting-room 
at the left and on the right is an office. Ascending a few 
steps and crossing the main corridor, one reaches the 
patients’ day, or reception, room which opens upon an air- 
ing balcony toward the south, leading to terraces from 
which expansive views may be had. The buildnig is H- 
shaped, as to its general floor plan. At the western end is 
the operating department and the sterilizing, etherizing, 
and surgeons’ rooms. The operating room is lined with 
white Grueby tiles to a height of five feet and the floor is 
of Grueby gray tiles. © On the south side is a men’s ward 
of six beds. The east wing contains the women’s and 
maternity wards, children’s ward, a nursery for babies and 
general service rooms. Also toward the southern ex- 
posure are four private rooms for patients, with service 
and other rooms. 

In the basement is the service 
dining-room, storerooms and refrigerators, as well as the 
mechanical equipment, boiler room, coal bins, etc. The 
laundry is in the basement, also the pharmacy, laboratory 
and X-ray department. All these departments are 
thoroughly modern and scientific in plan and equipment. 

The second story contains an isolation ward of two 


kitchen, also the nurses’ 


rooms, as well as six rooms for nurses’ occupancy, super- 
intendent’s room, four rooms for maids employed at the 
hospital and an emergency ward of two beds. An auto- 
matic elevator connects the.two floors, All the floors are 
to be covered with gray variegated linoleum with a ter- 
razzo base. Airing balconies are reached from all wards. 
The building is fireproof in construction and is in every 
way splendidly planned for its purpose. It will accom- 
modate about twenty patients on the first floor and is 
capable of extension at any time. It is practically finished 
and the furniture to be installed is now being purchased. 
The building was planned by a Boston architect, Ed- 
ward F. Stevens, who has planned probably a hundred 
hospitals in many parts of the United States. He has 
seven or eight such buildings, of different plan and size, 
at present under construction in various cities and towns. 
Marr Bros. & Stewart of Boston were the builders. Her- 
bert W. Mason, a summer resident of Ipswich, and presi- 
dent of the hospital board, has taken a deep personal in- 
terest in the construction of the place and has watched its 
progress from the start and in many ways has lent his aid 
toward its completion. It will be dedicated probably 
early in July. 
The surrounding grounds and terraces have been 
developed by Arthur A. Shurtleff, the Boston landscape 
architect. . The broad grass terrace for use of patients is 
at the South and gets a sunny exposure. It is about 175 
by 80 feet in dimensions and is enclosed by a brick wall. 
As the hospital is on the crest of! a hill, the widespread 
views from the terrace are most interesting and varied 
driveways have been made, shrubbery and trees have 
been set out, other trees are replanted to more advantage 
and there will be attractive flower beds and lawns. 
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House Simple and Picuresque 

Since last season there has been completed at Ip- 
swich a cottage of attractive type for Dr. J. Dellinger 
Barney, a Boston physician who in previous years has 
been a summer resident of Ipswich, where he has leased 
a cottage. His new place is low and picturesque in char- 
acter and is especially well fitted to its site and surround- 
ings. It is from plans by Stickney & Austin, Boston arch- 
‘tects. The cottage is of two stories and its roof is of the 
gambrel type, the front broken by several broad dormer 
windows. An old-fashioned trellis’ porch is quaint, at the 
entrance, and the windows are in keeping with the pic- 
turesque appearance of the house. It is planned in a 
simple way for entire comfort. A spacious living-room, 
dining-room and open porch mark the lower story, in ad- 
dition to the usual ‘service rooms in an L,; upstairs are 
several chambers, baths and maids’ rooms. The house 
makes a notable addition to the Ipswich colony. 


Frew CHANGES AT MAGNOLIA. 


NLIKE some previous years, Magnolia has not under- 
gone since last season changes of special importance, 
and in the way of new building little has been done. For 
J. Harrington Walker of Detroit, Mich., who was one of 
the most picturesque situated houses on the Shore road

at Magnolia, .a gardener’s cottage and garage has been 
built, from plans by Andrews, Rantoul & Howland. They 
are on Norman avenue, some distance away from the 
house, on the Shore road. It bears the characteristic 
name of “Rockledge.” The new cottage and garage are 
of brick construction, carried out by E. A. Abbott Com- 
pany, Boston contractors, The cottage is of two stories 
with pitched roof and is planned with regard to comfort 
on both its first and second stories. Connecting with it 
is the greenhouse, which includes a palm house. The 
entire building is about a hundred feet in length. The 
greenhouse is thoroughly modern in its construction and 
equipment. The work is well along and it is expected 
will be finished early in July. 
MONTSERRAT Estate HAs BEEN DevELoreD. 

N Essex street at Montserrat, much has been done for 

Ellery Sedgwick of Boston, who has acquired a hold- 
ing of about two hundred acres with a small house, which 
has undergone considerable remodelling, from plans by a 
Boston firm of architects, Richardson, Barott & Richard- 
son. It stands about 300 feet back from the highway and 
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is two and a half stories high, with a lean-to. The L, has 


‘been made into a spacious living-room, the service part 


has been modernized and much changed and some former 
sheds have been altered for a servants’ dining-room and a 
man’s room, New heating and lighting equipment has 
been installed. The second floor shows new sleeping 
porches, baths and rearrangement of rooms for children, 
a nurse and for servants. A big outside chimney pro- 
vides several rooms with deep fireplaces. The exterior 
is marked by a new porch and the grounds immediately 
about the house have been made attractive and fitted with 
arbors, pergolas and other features, with surrounding 
terraces. It is Mr. Sedgwick’s intention to build even- 
tually a large house on his place, meanwhile making use 
of the remodelled house which, when the new house is 
built, will be used for a gardener’s cottage. The changes 
have been made for Mr. Sedgwick by A. J, Gallagher 
Company, of Beverly. A temporary garage to hold two 
cars is in process of building and will soon be ready. It — 
is of good construction.

The National Flag—Flag Day, 


June 14 


Article Supplied by Smithsonian 
Institution, Washington, D. C. 


ODAY probably several million American Flags are 
waving serenely in the varied breezes of our spacious 

land, significant of the calm and dignified, yet deep and 
lasting patriotism of the American people. Be this our 
native land or adopted country, we pledge allegiance to 
that flag, uncover as we pass, and wear it in miniature 
as a token of our loyalty. And yet what do we know 
about its origin, its meaning, and its history? A lecture 
trip to the United States National Museum in Washing- 
ton, the National depository of American relics, will teach 
much concerning the flag. 

Naturally there were many forms of early flags, 
especially Colonial types used by the individual Colonies 
and militia regiments, before the flag of the United States 
was established by our Continental Congress on June 14, 
1777, now celebrated as Flag Day. This act required that 
the Flag of the United States be thirteen horizontal 
stripes, alternate red and white, and that the union be 
thirteen white stars.on a blue field, representing a new 
constellation, but it did not define how many points the 
stars should have, how they should be arranged, nor make 
provision for additional ones, 

At the time of the adoption of this resolution, Wash- 
ington is said to have observed: ‘‘We take the star from 
Heaven, the red from our mother country, separating it 
by white stripes, thus showing that we have separated 
from her, and the white stripes shall go down to pos: 
terity representing Liberty.” 

One of the first occasions for public display of the 
“Stars and Stripes” is said to have been on August 6, 
1777, when the new flag was hoisted over the troops at 
Fort Schuyler, Rome, New York. John Paul Jones, is 
said to have been the first to fly the stars and stripes over 
the high seas, on the “Ranger,” in November, 1777. The 
National Museum has an early Naval 12-star type flag 
said to have been flown by John Paul Jones during the 
War of the Revolution. 

It has been well said that our national emblem stands 
for American ideals and ideas—it is not the flag of a 
family or a house, but the flag of the whole people. It 


le herdard 


as 


is the emblem of liberty and freedom, being indicative of 
individual independence and yet symbolic of a united and 
closely bonded people. Far from being merely painted 
and dyed cloth, it represents the Constitution and Govern- 
ment of a hundred million free people, it stands for the 
people themselves, and records the history of their nation. 

In the National Museum at Washington, among the 
many other patriotic relics and emblems, are displayed 
more than 30 historic American flags. On the labels the 
history of each is recorded; some came from fields of 
battle, a number from famous sea fights, and others were 
flown over garrisons or forts by distinguished American 
officers, = 

The series of flags shows very well the. periodic 
changes which have taken place in our flag. From the 
time of the Revolution the stars and stripes in the flag 
have varied. There were 13 stars during the Revolution, 
15 in the War of 1812, 29 in the Mexican War, 33 to 35 
in the Civil War, 45 in the Spanish War, and 48 today. 
The stripes were changed first from 13 to 15, and then 
back again to 13. It may be surprising to know that our 
national flag is among the oldest flags of the nations, be- 
ing older than the present British Jack, the French Tri- 
color, some of which are either personal flags or those of 
the reigning families. 

The American flag of the highest historic and senti-: 
mental value to the whole country is in the National Mu- 
seum collections. It is the originial “Star Spangled Ban- 
ner,” which flew over Fort McHenry in Baltimore Har- 
bor, during the bombardment on September 13-14, 1814, 


and was the inspiration of T’rancis Scott Key’s immortal 


poem, now sung as our National Anthem. ‘This flag, ex- 


hibited in the Arts and Industries building of the National 


Museum, is also known as the “Fort McHenry Flag.” It 
is of the 15-star-and-stripe type, adopted after the admis- 
sion of Vermont and Kentucky by an act approved by 
President Washington, January 13, 1794, The “Star 
Spangled Banner” measures about 30 feet square, though 
it was probably somewhat longer, and is much battered

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Instructive District Nursing Association 


BACH of the ten branch stations of 


the Instructive District Nursing 
Association in Greater Boston faces, 
among those common to all commun- 
ity nursing, some one problem pectu- 
liar to its own district. Among these 
problems none is more insistent, more 
exacting, more appealing to the hearts 
and skill of the nurses than the 
chronic cases, which are a marked 
characteristic of the South End. 

Scattered through the lodging 
houses of this locality, the Associa- 
tion now has in its care about a dozen 
such invalids, many of them very old 
women.  Bedridden, almost all crip- 
pled with rheumatism, yet clinging to 
life, clinging to their own independ- 
ence in their own little room, refusing 
to be taken to the Chronic hospital on 
Long Island—(the Robert Brigham 
hospital is so full that it is always 
difficult to get a new patient in, and 
these two are the only shelters open 
to such invalids)—these patients are 
visited, many daily, all constantly by 
the district nurse. She bathes them, 
changes their beds, shampoos and 
brushes their hair, and does whatever 
else is necessary or possible to pro- 
mote their physical comfort. More 
than this, she contributes much to 
their general well-being by her sym- 
pathy and tact, Many little acts of 
kindness help to lighten the long days. 

A patient who insisted a nurse 


should accept, against her wishes, an 


orange which had been given her, was 
delighted, at the nurse’s next visit, by 
a little jar of marmalade made from 
the orange. Another nurse who was 
taking a course in dietetics, would 
save the choicest morsels and dainties 
from her own lunch for one of her 
chronic patients, who came to look 
forward to them as the feature of her 
day. 

One very typical case is that of two 
sisters. When Mary was 80 and Kate 
60, Mary broke a hip and was bed- 
ridden for the remaining ten years of 
her life. For all these years she lived 
in one little room, visited daily by the 
district nurse, and cared for by her 
sister. She refused to be taken to 
Long Island; her sister was equally 
emphatic; so, their rent being paid by 
a nephew—(to do this he made a real 
sacrifice, as he was poor, with a large 
family)~they managed to exist. The 
sisters in a Convent nearby heard of 
them and sent each day a basket con- 
taining food for their dinner, from 
which they saved enough for supper, 


One year they were delighted by a 
Christmas present of two sheets for 
Mary’s bed and two percale aprons 
for Kate, bought by the supervising 
nurse with money from the Comfort 
Fund of the Instructive District Nurs- 
ing association, Last summer, money, 
given this same nures furnished ice 
cream not only for Mary, who had 
had none for years and who would 
open her mouth like a pathetic little 
bird to be fed it by Kate, but for 
others of the “‘chronics” who have no 
pennies for such luxuries and whose 
condition yet makes the coolness 


especially acceptable, often of real, 


physical benefit. Christmas a basket 
sent Mary by the Red Stocking club 
could not be enjoyed selfishly, but had 
to be hung in the window for others 
to share. 

Finally after ten years of unflag- 
ging selfless devotion, when she was 
70 and the bedridden sister 90, Kate 
began to break up. Shaking palsy 
made her loving service doubly diff- 
cult. Her legs swelled. She refused 
to see a doctor. One. day the nurse 
came to find her dead. Mary sur-

separation from her sister or because 
of the change of conditions, nobody 
could tell. 

Mary was favored in having a sis- 
ter’s company, Many of these un- 
fortunates are alone day after day, 
year after year, the breadwinner away 
at work, the visits of the district 
nurse and the kindly neighbor being 
the sole break in the loneliness. And 
yet instead of depression, almost con- 
stant cheerfulness accompanies the 
gratitude shown the nurses by these 
sufferers, who unfailingly manifest 
the keenest appreciation of any com- 
fort or little luxury which the kind- 
ness of those better placed makes pos- 
sible for them. 

“Money contributed to help lighten 
dreary days for these quiet, unknown 
invalids is well spent, and such money 
is needed. Summer is long and ex- 
hausting to those confined in close 
city streets. 

The loan of motor cars is also very 
highly appreciated as nothing so de- 
lights the “chronics” who can_ be 
moved as a drive in the open air, 
which brings fresh sounds and new 
mental pictures and added courage to 
face the days to come.

NEW 


IN O_p MARBLEHEAD AND AT PEACH’sS POINT. 


ON the harbor front in Marblehead a house is being built 

for John R, Purdon, from plans by his brother, James 
Purdon, the Boston architect. It is next to the summer 
residence of Frank Gair Macomber and _ is_ literally 
“founded on a rock.’ Mr. Purdno will call the place 
“Dryledge.” It commands an extended view of the busy 
harbor. The cottage is of Colonial type, with shingled 
exterior and a hip roof, the lines broken by dormers. It 
is two and a half stories high. The entrance hall is pro- 
vided with a bay window for growing flowers. The stair- 
way at the right shows a square landing at the turn. 
From the hall one reaches the living-room, with a bay 
overlooking the water. The room has a deep fireplace and 
stationary bookcases. French windows open upon a 
covered, screened loggia. Adjoining the dining-room, 
which is on the harbor side, there is a small conservatory. 
The service part of the house is thoroughly well planned 
for its intended purposes. The lower part of the house is 
finished in Oregon fir, which is a novelty hereabout. <A 
covered piazza on one side has been carried around on 
the harbor side, uncovered. The second floor provides 
Mr. Purdon with four chambers and bath and there are 
two on the third floor, with also a naval workroom, . Mr. 
Purdon has been well known as a naval architect and 
designer of yachts and his work has been represented by 
farous boats. The work on the house is in the hands of 
loshua S. Doane of Marblehead and it is expected to be 
finished about the middle of August. 

Not far away, in the Devereux part of the town, the 
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lames Purdan summer cottage has undergone alterations, 
from the owner’s plans, The house has been moved from 
the original site on the Goldthwait estate to the corner of 
Phillips and Locust strees. * Sleeping porches have been 
gained by the changes, as have other improvements, all 
making the house far more comfortable than heretofore. 


Directly on Harbor Front 


_ In the old town, much has been done to change the 
former Appleton cottage on Front street, facing the har- 
bor. By removing partitions, a large living-room has 
been gained, with beamed ceiling and a deep fireplace and 
having a panelled dado. A new dining-room is an im- 
provement, as is a piazza on the water side, There are 
other changes as well, both upstairs and down. <A garage 
has been built, of two stories with pitched roof and dor- 
mers. It contains the usual auto room, boiler room and 
on the second story are rooms fr a chauffeur. It is of 
terra cotta exterior finish. These changes were all plan- 
ned for Miss Helen Portia Pratt of Brookline by Fred- 
erick W. Wead, a Boston architect, and J. T. Wilson & 
Son of Nahant have carried out the work. 

A small garage has been built at the Harris P. 
Mosher place, which adjoins the old Appleton estate. It 
is of brick and plaster construction, from plans by the 
Boston architects, Peare & Quiner, who designed the 
house, built some seasons ago. The garage is of fireproof 
construction and is supplied with all modern appliances in 
its general equipment and finish. 

New Cottage on Peach's Point 

There is nearing completion at Peach’s Point, Mar- 
blehead, an attractive cottage which has been built for 
Bowdoin Bb. Crowninshield, from plans by Arthur H. 
Bowditch. It forms one of the group of several cottages 
of picturesque appearance which Mr. Crowninshield has

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built in past years. The cottage is long and of rambling 
look and its roof shows several “snubnosed” gables. It 
is shingled all over. On the side facing the water there 
is a long uncovered piazza, affording views of the Salem 
and Beverly shores. At each end of the house there is a 
spacious covered piazza. The front entrance shows a 
low covered porch of “eyebrow” design. Small-paned 
windows and dormers and outside big chimneys add their 
value to the quaint look of the cottage. In a small wing, 
at an angle, is placed the service part. On the lower floor 
the stairs are placed inconspicously and fill their intened- 
ed purpose without attempt at ornamentation. There is a 
long living room with beamed ceiling and panelled walls, 
finished in green, and a fireplace is of field stone, with 
inglenook seats. The adjoining dining-room likewise is 
panelled and beamed, Each room has a large bay win- 
dow. The second story provides four chambers and two 
baths, linen closet and storage rooms, with rooms for 
servants in the wing. 


Adds to Former Holdings 


Arthur H. Marks of Akron, O., who for many years 
has been a summer resident of Peach’s Point, where a 
picturesque house was erected for him several seasons 
ago, has bought within the year the Raymond estate on 
the Point, which includes a large house and a small cot- 
tage. He has rented his own big house for the summer, 
therefore his family will occupy the cottage on the newly- 
acquired property. The larger house is much altered by 
remodelling, from plans by Andrew, Rantoul & Jones, 
the Boston architects. The changes vastly improve the 
house and the work has included new gardens, a tennis 
court, retaining walls and the replanting of trees. Mr. 
Marks is a member of the Naval Consulting Board, and 
will be kept away from Marblehead on official business 
much of the summer, but will join his family there as 
frequently as possible, for brief visits. 


At NAHANT. 


AHANT changes are few this season and show only 

one new cottage, that built for Miss Charlotte H. 
Guild. It is on Maolis street, opposite the Schuyler Clark 
place and that of Mr, and Mrs. G. Louis Richards, just 
beyond which is the summer estate of Samuel Eliot Guild. 
Miss Guild’s house is a modified Colonial type of two 
stories and is from plans by Little & Brown, Boston archi- 
tects, and it has been built by J. T. Wilson & Son, Inc., 
of Nahant. The exterior finsh is of siding and the simple 
Colonial entrance, with its columns and lattices, is im- 
pressive because of its simple treatment. The hall is old- 
fashioned with a square turning, and the vamp rails con- 
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tinue the Colonial impression. There is a long living- 
room opening upon an end covered piazza. A quaint case- 
ment window with a little balcony overlooks the hall from 
the living-room, <A side hall separates the living-room 
from the dining-room and provides a garden entrance. 
In the living-room and dining-room are very old mantels, 
rescued from ancient houses and installed here with good 
effect. Casement doors lend interest to the rooms. The 
usual service department is well planned. The second 
floor contains the owner’s suite and other rooms for use 
of guests, and maids’ rooms and bath. The house is 
nearing completion. 


Alterations on Several Cottages 

For William K. Richardson, whose place is about 
opposite Miss Guild's, the gardens have been enclosed with 
a substantial fence having a hooded top. An arbor at. one 
end and an ornamental gateway are attractive, The 
grounds have been laid out from plans by Arthur A. 
Shurtleff, the Boston landscape architect. The house 
shows a new sun parlor and the den enlarged. Other 
minor changes at Nahant include improvements on the 
house of Miss Emma Forbes Cary, at Spouting Horn; 
changes in the Rufus L. Sewall cottage; alterations in 
the cottage of J. Harleston Parker, formerly the Alfred 
Dabney house; various improvements, both interior and 
exterior, for Robert Amory, Jr.; and work for Albert 
Thorndike, for whom the garage and stable have been 
improved, as has the house, with various alterations. 
This house, on Nahant road, was formerly the FE. F. 
Parker estate. For W. A. Barton, present owner of the 
former Bond cottage, on Valley road interior changes 
include a greatly enlarged dining-room, additional baths 
and other improvements. 

What has been known as the William A. Hayes es- 
estate, situated on Nahant road opposite the Nahant club, 
shows changes carried out for the new owner, Philip 
Young. Rooms have been thrown together to make a 
spacious living-room into which very old panels have been 
placed, which with the fireplace of old brick, with” quaint 
tiles and other finish, combine to give the room an old- 
fashioned appearance. These and other changes make 
the house far more comfortable than heretofore, — Up- 
stairs there have been similar alterations, as four bed- 
rooms have new been made into two of larger size, and 
new baths have been added. A new den has been made.

Danie McKay or Roxpury, Mem- 
BER OF PuBLIC SAFETY ComMMIt- 
yEE SPEAKER AT BROTHER- 
HOOD. 


“Caesar had nothing on the Kaiser 
when it came to ruthless warfare,” 
said Daniel McKay of the Mass. Pub- 
lic Safety Committee at the Brother- 
hood meeting in the Baptist vestry on 
Monday evening. Mr. McKay chose 
as his subject “Consecration Day,” it 
being the eve of registration day. He 
declared Tuesday, June 5, to be one 
of the most momentous days in Amer- 
ican history. It should be more prop- 
erly termed consecration day than 
registration day, he said, The day 
was consecrated to the upholding of 
democracy and the downfall of auto- 
cracy. 

“Weare living in a greater age 
than the men of ’61 lived in. They 
fought for the cause of democracy in 
America. We are fighting for hu- 
manity all over the world. We are 
fighting the most ruthless nation in 
history of the world. Our fight is to 
free the German people from the 
Kaiser. Our attitude toward the 
Kaiser and the German nation is like 
that of the Irishman toward the bed- 
bug. He said he didn’t object to the 
bedbug, but he didn’t like the way he 
got his living. When Germany says 
she is going to whip the Allies and 
then collect an indemnity from the 
United States to pay the cost of the 
war she is reckoning without her 
host, There will be no indemnity ex- 
cept the one which Germany has to 
pay. When Germany sees the Stars 
and Stripes on the battle fields of Eu- 
rope she will realize that the day of 
reckoning has come. 

“The duty of every young man iM 


America is to register tomorrow and | 


then go out and enlist on Wednesday. 
Keep out of the draft—its bad for 
your bones. And it is bad in other 
ways. I would rather have one man 
who volunteered for duty than a 
dozen who were drafted. That the 
volunteer is the best soldier has been 
my experience. 

“We want to go into this war 
prayerfully and determinedly.. We 
want the spirit of the company of 
marines that landed in one of the iS- 
lands of the Pacific after the Spanish 
war and were cut off from retreat to 
their ships by the natives, When 
signalled from the vessels, ‘How long 
can you hold out?’ they signalled 
back. ‘Till we are mustered out.’ 

“Tf you are too old to fight, buy 
Liberty bonds. The duty of every 
man in Massachusets who does not 
fight is to buy a bond. Buy them even 


if it means a sacrifice. The govern- 


‘ment must have money to supply its 


soldiers. Don’t take the money out of 
a bank, but use it out of your income. 
Keep business as usual. 

“Join the home guard. _ It is no 
joke, There are enemies of our coun- 
try at work on every hand. It is our 
duty to be ready to do our share to 
protect the country at home. I would 
like to be in command of the firing 
squad that despatched the secret en- 
emy of this nation. I wouldn't give 
him time to say his prayers. Any 
man who is so low as to betray the 
secrets of his government to the 
enemy doesn’t deserve time to say his 
prayers. 

“Tet’s start right on an economic 
basis. We Americans are a race of 
four flushers; we live beyond our 
means all the time. Let’s start sav- 
ing something and be ready to help 
the government. Make a sacrifice. 
Let’s be Americans and bury our 
political differences and our religious 
differences. I don’t care whether a 
man is a Jew, a Roman Catholic or a 
Protestant. If he is a loyal Ameri- 
can that is all I ask of him. If this 
war does nothing more than rid this 
country of the rum traffic it will be a 
blessing. Lloyd George said England 
was fighting two foes—Germany and 
liquor—and the worst was rum. If 
America makes the mistake that Eng- 
land made in not abolishing the liquor 
traffic during the war, her emblem 
will trail in the dust of defeat until 
the citizens awake and wipe it out.” 

Mr. McKay served four years in 
that famous band of fighters, the 
Canadian Northwest Mounted Police. 
After his talk there was some discus- 
sion of the Liberty bond in response 
to questions from the floor.

There were. exactly 273 Manches- 
ter men between the ages of 21 and 31 
registered in Town hall on Tuesday 
night when the lists were closed. The 
number of men who responded to the 
President’s proclamation and present- 
ed themselves for enrolment in pre- 
paration for the draft far exceeded 
the quota Manchester was expected 
to produce. Estimates from the state 
bureau of registration: had exceeded 
the number actually registered, but 
the list prepared by the registrars 
from the assessors’ books contained 
less than 200 names of men between 
the ages. 

For the most part, the men who 
presented themselves were in good 
physical health and all were willing 
enough to enrol. If there was any

An extra force, who volunteered their 
services, assisted the board of regis- 
trars and so efficiently was the work 
done that it was unnecessary for any- 
one, after the first morning rush, to 
wait for an opportunity to enrol.

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THE NATIONAL FLAG—FLAG DAY JUNE 14 
(Continued from page 6) 


and torn, with one star missing, possibly shot away. This 
historic national souvenir of the War of 1812, has lately 
been preserved by quilting on heavy linen, and will ever 
remain one of the Country’s most precious relics. From 
1795 this form continued as the standard flag until Presi- 
dent Monroe’s administration, when ‘Congress enacted 
that it should thereafter be of thirteen stripes and twenty 
stars, with the addition of a star for each new State, com- 
mencing July 4, 1818. 

It seems that for many years the Army did not carry 
the Stars and Stripes in battle though it had been in gen- 
eral use as a garrison flag. The land forces during this 
period and before, carried what was known as National 
Colors or Standards, of blue with the coat-of-arms of the 
United States, comprising an eagle surmounited by a 
number of stars, emblazoned thereon, with the designa- 
tion of the body of troops. In 1834, War Department 
regulations gave the artillery the right to carry the Stars 
and Stripes. The infantry and cavalry still used the 
National Standards, which remained the colors of the 
infantry until 1841 and of the cavalry until 1887, when 
that branch of the Army was ordered to carry the Stars 
and stripes. From its adoption in 1777, however, naval 
vessels universally displayed the National Flag. 


June 8, 1917. 


Many forms of the stars-and-stripes flag existed un- 
til recently, for it was not until President Taft’s adminis- 
tration that definite specifications were drawn up. An 
Executive Order, dated October 29, 1912, prescribed 
standard sizes for the “Stars and Stripes,” and yet further 
specifications in sizes were found necessary by President 
Wilson, only last year. 

The history of our flag thus indicates that the “Stars 
and Stripes” was not officially carried by our troops in 
battle until the period of the Mexican War, 1846-47. 
Several flags of that period are in the Museum collections. 
Among them is a flag of 13 stars and stripes carried 
throughout that war by the battalion of volunteers from 
Maryland and the District of Columbia, and the flag of 
Company I, 4th Regiment of Indiana Infantry, of 13 
stripes, with an eagle in the field. Ten flags of the Na- 
national Museum collection pertain to the Civil War. 

Other flags include some of the Spanish American 
War, a flag used by Admiral Charles Wilkes, U. 5. Navy; 
a miniature flag carried by Captain C. F, Hall in the 
Artic, 1864-69; the American colors carried by Rear 
Admiral Peary in his Arctic explorations in 1909; the 
flag carried by the Smithsonian African Expedition under 
the direction of Col. Theodore Roosevelt, in 1909-10; 
and numerous examples of the National Ensign which has 
flown in notable engagements and during countless worthy 
achievements.

former Surfside site on Western ave- 
nue since last December, was formally 
opened to the public Monday evening, 
when some 100 people gathered for 
dinner and dancing which followed. 

The new structure is certainly a

a most brilliant spectacle, both from 

within and without when illuminated. 

W. Henry Smith, proprietor of the 

new “Tavern” was warmly congratu- 

lated by scores of friends upon his 
enterprise and received the best wishes 
of all for its success. 

The opening dinner which was ar- 
ranged by Gloucester friends was a 
splendid affair, reservations having 
been made several weeks ago.  Pre- 
vious to dinner, the commodious 
premises were thrown open to inspec- 
tion, and the company was given an 
opportunity to look over in detail the 
splendid quarters. The proprietor 
was assisted by his wife, Mrs. Smith, 
and an obliging force of clerks and 
employes in showing and explaining 
to the guests, the various features. 

The beautiful structure was plan- 
ned by Ezra L. Phillips, the local 
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architect, while Edward S, Griffin was 
the contractor and builder. 

The hotel is of Colonial design with 
gambrel roof and finished with clap- 
boards, painted white, while the roof 
is of stained green, making a pleasing 
exterior and fitting in nicely with the 
surroundings.

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Red Cross Pleads For $100,000,000 Next Week 


HE Narionat Rep Cross Assocta- 
T10N of the United States has un- 
dertaken to raise by voluntary contri- 
butions $100,000,000, to be expended 
in its work for our army-and navy in 
the present war. This is an enormous 
sum and the appeal of the Society, 
coming as it does at this time when 
so many and so urgent calls arise on 
every side, must be backed by excel- 
lent arguments if it is to succeed.

INASMUCH as our thoughts as 
a nation are now turned in united 
purpose towards the performance 
to the utmost of the services and 
duties which we have assumed in 
the cause of justice and liberty. 


INASMUCH as but a small pro- 
portion of our people can have the 
opportunity to serve upon the 
actual. field of battle, but all men, 
women and children alike may 
serve and serve effectively by mak- 
ing it possible to care properly for 
those who do serve under arms at 
home and abroad. 


AND INASMUCH as the Ameri- 
can Red Cross is the official recog- 
nized agency for voluntary effort in 
behalf of the armed forces of the 
nation and for the administration 
of relief. 

Now, therefore, by virtue of my 
authority as President of the 
United States and President of the 
American Red Cross, I, Woodrow 
Wilson, do hereby proclaim the 
week ending June 25, 1917, as Red 
Cross week during which the peo- 
ple of the United States will be 
called upon to give generously and 
in a spirit of patriotic sacrifice for 
the support. and maintenance of 
this work of national need.

ized and efficient the system may be 
under which the government supplies 
its soldiers with the necessities and 
comforts that are their due, there 
must inevitably be much they cannot 
provide and much they must. fail to 
perform. The aim of the Red Cross 
is to supplement in so far as it can 
supply what the government cannot 
the work of the government and to 
give. This is its constant work. Al- 
ready it has done and is doing it in 
the training camps and naval stations 
where our young soldiers and sailors 
are being taught their trade. 

When officers and men are too busy 
to take the time and when money 
must be ready to use immediately the 
Red Cross can do a necessary work 
quickly and efficiently ; often, because 
it has on hand ready money and the 
very articles needed. One hears it 
said sometimes, “What is the use of 
making these garments, surgical sup- 
plies and knitted things unless you 
can use them as soon as they are 
done?” The fact that the Red Cross 
has these things in reserve is the rea- 
son it can help without a moment’s 
loss of time, At a training station 
“somewhere in Massachusetts” in 
bitter, cold, stormy weather the Essex 
County chapter of the Red Cross sup- 


plied things urgently needed to prevent serious suffering 
Knitted wool sweaters, mufflers, wristlets, 


war—a disaster so overwhelmingly greater than these that 
in comparison they are as nothing—and the society must 
accept its duty and, arousing all its forces, go forth to 
meet the greatest need in all history, as best it ‘may. 


Indeed the work to be done may well seem appalling. 
Hospitals, relief stations and dressing stations must be 
equipped and organized. Nurses and doctors must be 
provided and transported; ‘immense stores of medicines, 
surgical dressings and appliances must be found and ship- 
ped and this at a time when three years of the fiercest war 
mankind has suffered has depleted or well nigh exhaust- 
ed available sources of supply, All these must be sent 
across the ocean in the face of an enemy, who has not 
hesitated to throw aside all dictates of humanity and 
international law and sink unwarned and unarmed ships 
of its enemies bearing the symbol of the Red Cross. 

3ut the work of the Red Cross in war is not only 
among the wounded, the sick and suffering. It cares for 
the soldier in the trench, at the front, and in the rest and 
instruction camps in he rear of the fighting line, as well 
as for the wounded and the sick. However well organ- 


helmets and hundreds of pairs of woolen gloves were 
taken the next day after the need for them was known— 
and this was only the beginning. 

Overcoats were badly needed and were thought to be 
all but impossible to obtain. The navy stores had none, 
but in a suprisingly short time 450 units of sailors over- 
coats were made and delivered. Within five hours of the 
notice of the need of them, blankets and oilskins were 
bought and delivered. Supplies for the sick were as 
quickly sent. Altogether supplies to the value of over 
$2,000 were freely contributed from this one chapter of 
the Red Cross society. 

This emergency close at hand may give some idea 
of what the need will be when we come to equip an army 
of.500,000 men. 

In addition to all the serious and vital needs of the 
soldier in the field—his minor comforts, the pleasures and 
conveniences are to be thought of, This is not for the 
government, but is the work of the Red Cross. Tobacco, 
pipes and cigarettes to most soldiers are hardly luxuries, 
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but more nearly necessities. | These. with books, games, 
puzzles, chocolate and a thousand and one things hardly 
thought of at home are a keen delight to the soldier and 
have a real value in helping to keep him in health and 
efficiency. Boxes and such things as these are sent by 
separate chapters to organizations recruited from their 
neighborhood and form no small part of the good accom- 
plished. 

Has not enough been said to indicate the ways in 
which money and vast sums of money are vitally needed 
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for the work of the Red Cross? One hundred millions! 
Ten times one hundred millions would not be too much. 
Our youth, the best and noblest of them, are giving their - 
all for us—without boasting, without complaining, simply 
and quietly setting their faces against the most brutal and 
ruthless foe that has ever threatened civilization. They 
will fight for us; some of them will die for us! Is any 
sacrifice we can make, or gift we may bring, too great for 
them? Let us not question what is our share!

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New Residences and Improvements Along North Shore

HAMILTON IMPROVEMENTS ARE OF INTEREST 


HEN work, now in hand at “Rock Maple Farm,” the 
summer residence on Main street, Hamilton, of Hon. 
George von L,. Meyer, is completed, the house will occupy 
a new and much better site, some distance away from the 
main highway and at a much higher elevation, The house, 
Italian villa in general character, is now being moved 
back into Mr. Meyer’s grounds and up the slope of a 
hill, where upon its new foundations it will be far better 
placed. Its removal will call for the development of the 
foregrounds, in addition to the formal Italian gardens laid 
out some seasons ago, and which will be enlared. There 
will be new drives and approaches and planting to advan- 
tage, all from plans by Arthur A. Shurtleff of Boston. 


Old-Time House Remodelled 


Remodelling of old-time houses in Hamilton has 
brought forth most comfortable dwellings which are in 
wide contrast to the formal residences of brick or stone 
found at the North Shore. One old place on Main street 
belonging to Mrs. John B. Moulton has been moved from 
its original site to a better position and has been consider- 
ably altered, without loss of its ancient look, It may be 
recalled as having been formerly occupied in summer sea- 
sons by Rev. Roland Cotton Smith, D. D., of Washing- 
ton, D. C., before he built his own residence, ““Cottonfield,” 
in Ipswich. The Moulton house is of two and a half 
stories, painted white and with gambrel roof of green, 
and heavy shutters of the same color mark the small- 
paned windows. It has been enlarged from its original 
size and this gives a most commodious living room with 
panelled dado, above which the painted walls represent 
Italian scenes. The panels found in the house are old and 
the house itself is ancient, although its exact age is not 
known. It has all the characteristics of a house of long 
ago. The dining-room is sunny, from exposure through a 
large new bay window which, however, does not detract 
from the ancient character of the place. Various rooms 
have been improved and rearranged and the house, all 
furnished, is exceptionally attractive. 

It has been leased by Mr. and Mrs. Albert C. Bur- 
rage, Jr., who already are established in it. There is a 
stable and garage, in combination, with accommodations 
for nine horses and two automobiles, with work rooms, 
etc, The two-story building has a well-planned tenement 
on the second story. Mrs. Moulton herself planned all 
these changes in the house and made the plans for the 
stable-garage, and she has personally superintended the 
work on these. 


Ancient Place Quaint in Look 

Another example of what may be brought out of a 
seeming impossibility is the making over of an ancient 
house on Main street belonging to George C. Vaughan, 
not far from his so-called ‘‘Patch House,” which was 
made over last year with notable success and has since 
been occupied by Mr. and Mrs. Gerard Bement. _ Its 
changes were all planned by Mrs. John B, Moulton, in 
behalf of Mr. Vaughan, and the remodelling of the nearby 
house this season also has been under her personal super- 
vision, and from her own plans. The old-time house 
dates back probably to 1715, and may be perhaps even 
more than two centuries old. Its ancient appearance has 
been retained in making the changes. 
with a low attic for storage use. 

The small entrance hall is of old country pine board 


It is of two stories . 


matched boards, showing an intersecting reed moulding, 
and the quaint little stairway in the corner is of rough 
pine. All the wood is unpainted and is brown with time, 
and beams especially show their great age. The living- 
room has an old brick fireplace with tiled base and with 
little closets built in at the sides, The walls are of boards 
similar to the hall. Overhead cross-beams are so low 
everywhere that a person of average height can touch the 
ceiling between the beams. The dining-room is perhaps 
of greatest interest, made from what was originally the 
kitchen. It is large, low and like other rooms has small 
windows. The ample fireplace is.a feature. The walls 
are in matched pine and the moulding effect is a bit diff- 
erent from that elsewhere in the house. The overhead 
beams are worm-eaten and there still remain the hooks 
whereon in earlier days an old gun probably was hung. 


Everywhere are ancient wooden latches at the simple 
doors and the front door is fitted with a very old lock 
and big key of interest. In the rear of the house an ad- 
dition has been made because of its former inadequate 
size for modern use. A music room is gained, with broad 
bay window and high Colonial fireplace. This room is 
finished in white but its whole appearance is in keeping 
with the ancient part of the house. Connecting with it 
is a screened covered porch, wide brick paved. There is 
a new kitchen and laundry, in the addition. Upstairs 
there are several chambers, small for the most part, re- 
taining their look of early days, with exposed rafters and 
beams. The rooms are finished in rough plaster. At 
some of the doors with their old wooden latches, the 
proverbial “latchstring” is in place for actual use. Light- 
ing the stairway to the second floor is a Paul Revere 
lantern. Two baths have been made from small rooms 
and these are the only evidences of really modern build- 
ing. There are several rooms and a bath for use of ser- 
vants. 


Electric lighting equipment is cleverly concealed by 
use of tin sconces with candle burners, exact reproduc- 
tions of ancient ones which were discovered by Mrs. 
Moulton. They add to the general impression of an- 
tiquity. Besides planning and personally supervising all 
these changes which have come out with such successfui 
results. Mrs. Moulton has completely furnished the 
house in accordance with its appearance and great age. 
All the furniture is genuinely antique and some of the 
pieces are of historic value and out of the usual in point 
of interest, especially old linen chests, dressers, corner 
cupboards and Windsor chairs and other furnishings. 
There are old-time hooked rugs on the bare floors, in 
harmony with the other things, and in the dining-room 
old pewter pieces are interesting and attractive. The en- 
tire house is most restful in its treatment and has the 
atmosphere of long ago. 

There is a garage which, while a new building, cor- 
responds to the old look of the house. This also was 
planned by Mrs. Moulton. It will accommodate two cars, 
has a cleaning room, furnace room and other modern 
equipment and above is a commodious tenement, well 
planned, for use of a chauffeur. There will be planting 
of the grounds, especially with many old-fashioned flow- 
ers about the front entrance and near the house, where 
will be hollyhocks, larkspur, stock, sweet william, peonies 
and other things, in season. ‘This ancient house has been 
leased by Mr, and Mrs. Nathaniel S. Simpkins, Sr.

On this morning, before you eat your breakfast, be- 
fore you, mother or father, take up the big knife to cut 
the bread, I ask you, I implore you, to hear what 'I have 
to say. 

The lives of many brave men, the lives of many 
women and little children may depend on the thickness 
of the slice and the number of slices you cut. Now, today, 
at your breakfast table, you will help to win, or you will 
help to lose, the war. 

a seems absurd! We have known so little of the 
war, we stay-at-homes (though the front is so near to us 
that ne thunder of its guns might almost reach our ears), 
we have known so little of the rigor of the war, that it 
seems absurd that anything we may do or leave undone in 
the privacy of our own homes can make any difference. 
It will make all the difference, For, listen! 


In a State of Siege 

Do you understand? We are in a state of siege! 
That may not be so easy to believe, but it is true, terribly 
true. 

All round the boulders and cliffs of these old islands 
lap the waves. And here away and there away—all round 
our coasts—watches the keen little eye, the periscope of 
the U-boat. 

Our brave merchantmen still put out to sea, our brave 
brothers of the Dominions, our brave American allies, 
still dare the blockade. Very many ships get through.

We are not, we cannot be, so badly off as those deso- 
lated villages of France and Flanders. We shall not see 
our old men and babes ruthlessly slaughtered, and our 
women ravished, our homes destroyed.

Little Thing Means Much 

It is a little thing to ask for us, and it means so much. 
The effort is small on the part of each one of us, but we |

She 
had grown to think the world was full of all-conquering 
Huns, and that this daredevil British patrol must surely be 
driven back. 

“Madam,” replied the officer, saluting, “there are 2,000,- 
ooo of us.” And he might have added, I hope, that behind 
those vast armies are all the solid millons of the British 
race. 

It is the millions of little efforts that count. Say, 
there are 50,000,000 people in these islands! . That wili 
mean a saving of 50,000,000 pounds a week! 

You may remember I wrote in one of my articles 
about a country fellow who put his foot in front of one 
of the sources of the Thames and cried: “See I have 
stopped the Thames! What will they say in London?” 
He was a fool. 

_But suppose that at one moment there were 50,000,- 
ooo of us damming all the tiny sources of the Thames! 
That would make a difference! Put down your foot— 
50,000,000 feet, Save your pound of bread, and dam the 
damned U-boat campaign ! 

“See!” you may cry, as you register your weekly 
economy, “I have balked a U-boat! What will they say in 
Berlin?” 


“Give Us This Day—”’ 

Look well at your loaf before you cut, and think 
what it mean! It means life, or death. 

There is a shortage of potatoes, in fact, the potatoes 
are almost gone. No matter! We feel the loss, but we 
can live without potatoes. We cannot live without bread. 
In peace time we never understood the meaning of our 
prayer: “Give us this day our daily bread.” 

We thought it necessary sometimes to tell the little 
ones that “ bread” meant also meat and vegetables and 
fruit. It doesn’t. It means just what it says, Jt means 
that without bread we die. 

Suppose, only suppose, that in their billets just be- 
hind the line our boys are ready for their evening meal! 
There are tins of bully beef, there may even be a stew, an 
Irish stew. There is tea in plenty. But there is no bread. 
And they are just getting into the trenches. - 

What will they think of us? What will be thought 
of us who are asked to do so little by them that have done 
so much? — 


A Tale From the Front 

There is a tale from the front I have hesitated to 
tell. I can print it now. At one time a battalion was on 
very short rations. The sergeant in charge of the ration- 
ing party handed out to every man one-tenth of a loaf of 
bread. 


“What do you call this sergeant?” said one, “That’s

Think of one of our brave lads going “over the top” 
hungry! In very truth, if you eat that extra pound of 
bread you are eating the flesh from the bones of our 
soldiers. 

Look at the blade of your breadknife, and see if it 
does not run with blood! 

‘And remember that if you eat your fill now, not only 
shall we at home and they at the front want bread, but 
they will want shells. You cannot expect starving men 
and women to work, In those dreadful six weeks the 
stream of munitions from Britain to the front will cease 
to flow. 

There will come a moment, perhaps, in the hour of 
absolute victory, when the thunder of our artillery will 
die down. And why; and why? Because you ate that 
pound of bread. . 


Wasting a Crust Wilful Murder 

Will your little ones get their piece o’ bread when 
they cry for it in those bad six weeks? Or will you have 
to say or think, “Because 1 could not spare when I had 
enough, my little ones now lack bread?” Will our soldiers 
get their piece? 

To ask you to avoid waste seems an insult. Surely 
there is not one of you today who throws away a crust or 
a crumb! That would be wilful murder. 

I have told you how to make puddings of “crusts” — 
if there are “crusts” left over, which, says Mrs. Lauder, 
there should never be. For the sake of your common 
sense as much as for the sake of your common humanity 
1 am sure that never a crust goes now into the dustbin. 

But if there ever should, remember as you throw 
away the precious piece to repeat your Devil’s orison: 
“There goes the life of a British soldier! Amen!” 

Now, while bread is essential, it is not necessary that 
it should all be wheaten bread. Thére are many substi- 
tutes. Many a Scots plowman lives almost entirely on 
oatcake ; and, as I have told you, oatcake is quite easy to 
bake. 

Porridge for Breakfast 

Some of you may be too busy to bake, and to meet 
your need I think all bakers should sell plenty of oatcakes 
and bannocks, as well as the regulation breads. Then you 
should all eat porridge for breakfast—as if that were a 
sacrifice !

I have often lived a whole glorious day on parritch, 


hot and parritch cold: © You can do much with maize 
(Indian corn). You can do much with rice. 

Lentils, beans and dried peas are dear now, I know, 
but some of you can do much with these. Use your wits, 
and let our bakers use theirs. 


Our supply of meat will not run short. Unless the 
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unexpected happens we have enough beasts in the country 
to guard against that. 

And if only you will economize and use substitutes— 
such as oatmeal, barley, meal and flour, maize meal, rice 
and so on our wheat supply will hold out, too, Will 
you? 


One Little Thing More 


You know that, like so many others, I have given to 
the country what I held dearest in the world—I have 
given my son. Now the authorities ask me for one thing, 
one little thing more. They need my services in this most 
serious time. 

I would gladly go to fight. If for that I am not fit 
I would gladly work anywhere in France or at home. 
But they ask me merely to help them (as they ask you 
to help them) in this campaign. By God, I will. 

We that have lost our own flesh and blood, we that 
have paid the price of victory, shall we be robbed of it for 
the sake of a pound of bread? 

You are asked to make a sacrifice. The sacrifice is 
not so much the foregoing of so much bread, but the con- 
stant care and vigiliance necessary to avoid waste. Is it 
anyhow to be compared with the constant care and vigil- 
ance of our soldiers to avoid death? 

But this is your chance to show your quality. At 
this crucial moment you are asked to share a communion 
of sacrifice and victory. 

Now cut your loaf!

Pruintirs Beach MarKrp By Buripine Activity. 


ORK has been begun on a new residence on Atlantic 

avenue, Phillips Beach, for Chester V. Lewis, from 
plans by Boston architects, Kendall, Taylor & Co. It wiil 
be a house of Colonial type and of brick construction, with 
white trimmings, and will be of three stories, the lines 
of the pitched roof broken by ornamental dormers, The 
front elevation will have a doorway marked by columns 
and a pediment, all Colonial in treatment. At one end a 
glazed-in veranda to extend the entire width of the house 
will project a little beyond the front wall and will be 
offset at the other end of the house by a like projection 
from a breakfast room. Big chimneys will be a notable 
feature and will afford a chance for ample fireplace in 
various rooms. 

On the first floor the entrance hall will run through 
from front to rear, where there will be a porte cochére of 
ornamental design. The stairway will be particularly at- 
tractive with its mahogany vamp rails and its whole design 
in keeping with the Colonial plan of the house. A living 
room occupies one entire end of the house and opens with 
French doors upon the long, glazed-in veranda, which, 
like the living-room, is provided with a deep fireplace. 
There will be a spacious library and a dining-room of 
good dimensions, all with fireplaces. ,The woodwork of 
the lower floor will show panels and be of white finish, 
with mahogany doors, except the library, which will be in 
oak. The kitchen and service rooms are well planned, In 
the basement, in addition to a laundry, heating and other 
general equipment, there will be a billiard room. 
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The second floor provides a spacious suite for the 
owner’s use as well as several chambers and baths for the 
family and for guests. Over the porte cochére there will 
be a sleeping porch. On the third floor a large room will 
be finished especially to meet the wishes of the owner’s 
son, and the woodwork, with beamed ceiling of adzed- 
timbers and other finish will be rough and suggestive of a 
living room in a camp. It will be fitted with bunks for 
sleeping purposes. Storage rooms and rooms and a bath 
for maids will complete the upper floor. The plans of the 
architects call also for a garage of brick, with all the most 
approved equipment, and a tool house. It will conform 
in type to that of the house, A tennis court also is to be 
made, as a part of the general work. This is in the hands 
of a Boston firm of builders, the E. B. McLean Company. 
It is not expected that the house will be finished until 
about October. 


Curran Residence Is Impressive 

An impressive addition to the colony of residences on 
Atlantic avenue at Phillips Beach is that nearing comple- 
tion for Maurice J. Curran, from plans by Boston archi- 
tects, Peare & Quiner. It is of English type of the 
Georgian period and is constructed of brick, laid in 
“Flemish bond.” It is of three stories with hip roof, 
having a series of dormers, Its front elevation is distin- 
guished by a small circular entrance porch with round 
columns, having ornamental caps and supporting a balus- 
trade top. The doorway shows a fanlight treatment. 
Arched-top windows, exterior trellises and an open cover- 
ed porch at one end are outside features. 

From the rather modest vestibule, a large hall is 
reached, which extends through to a spacious, well-lighted 
breakfast room on the water side of the house. Its floor 
is of old green tiles. The stairway rises on both sides of 
the vestibule, meeting at a square half-way landing.

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Colurns mark the division of the vestibule from the hail. 
The long living room extends from the front to the rear 
of the house, with ornamental windows at each end. Its 
walls are to be panelled in rich brocade and the mantel 
is notably attractive, From this place a sun room 1s 
reached, with quaintly tiled floor and fireplace and with 
its stucco walls relieved by trellises. From the living- 
room one may reach the corner covered porch. French 
doors are placed in all rooms. The main hall, which has 
an ample fireplace, will be finished with panels of tapestry. 
From a wide corridor the den, billard room and dining- 
room are reached. The dining-room overlooks the water 
and opens into a breakfast-room. The den is finished en- 
tirely in panels of mahogany, like the mantel. It has a 
curved ceiling effect. The billiard room has panelled 
walls and a beamed ceiling, a fireplace and comfortable 
window recesses, The service part of the house has been 
most carefully planned for efficiency. 

On the second floor are seven or eight large bed- 
rooms, with baths and dressing rooms, linen closets, etc., 
and a sun room. ‘The third floor is well supplied with 
rooms and baths for use of servants and with ample 
storage rooms. In the basement the heating and lighting 
equipment, laundry and other essentials to a big house 
have been thoroughly well installed. A brick garage for 
Mr. Curran is included in the general plans and already 
has been constructed at the foot of the lawns, in the rear. 
It is of modern tyne, as to its general plan and equipment, 
and is of brick exterior finish. A wall having square 
posts of brick with tops marked by white urns and with 
round rails connecting the posts, is in keeping with the 
style of the house, The work has been done by W. A. & 
H. A. Root, Boston builders. 


Breed Cottage a Notable Addition 


Among the several new places at Phillips Beach this 
season is the house just finished for Edward F, Breed, on 
Ocean avenue, where it is a notable addition to the at- 
tractive houses forming the colony there. It is a Colonial 
style of house, two stories and a half high with overhang- 
ing hip roof and dormer widows. ‘The exterior is fin- 
ished in board siding, and the windows have shutters. and 
are provided with flower boxes. A small brick-paved 
porch shows Colonial treatment, with round columns, An 
unusual thing for a country or shore house is the lack of 
a piazza, other than a second-story balcony, which forms 
the roof of a sun parlor. The first floor, with its square 
hall, has an unusually attractive stairway, with mahogany 
vamp rail and with its halfway landing provided with a 
bay window. There is a long living-room with fireplace, 
stationary seats and bookcases, and from this room there 
is a glazed-in sun parlor. The dining-room has panelled 
walls and its corner cupboards are quaint. There is the 
customary kitchen and service department, The lower 
floor is all finished in white, with mahogany French doors. 
The second floor is well arranged with several chambers 
and baths and the third floor also contains two or three 
rooms, a bath and storeroom. The wall papers all through 
the house are an attractive feature. The house was plan- 
ned by a Lynn architect, A. E. Burgess, and has, been 
built by Cutler Titus of Swampscott. A garage conform- 
ing to the style of the house also has been built. 


Is Similar to Breed Residence . 

Well under way is a house on Phillips avenue which 
is to be the home of Frank C, Spearin, from plans by 
Burk & Bottomly, of Boston, and built by Morrison & 
Young of Salem. In its general exterior appearance, it 
is quite similar to the new Breed residence, not far away, 
and like it is of Colonial character. The plans of the 
first floor is almost identical in its layout, except that 
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there is a reversal of rooms at the right and left of the 
square hall. The entrance porch is ornamental and there 
are double, instead of single, columns. There in a sun 
parlor at one end, and, like Mr. Breed’s residence, there 
is no piazza, but over the sun room there is a fine balcony. 
The interior finish shows in the dining-room a panelled 
dado of five or more feet in mahogany, like the mantel. 
Fireplaces are in the principal rooms, The second floor 
gives, in addition to the owner’s suite and sleeping bal- 
cony, two chambers, a bath and a sewing-room. The 
third floor has maids’ rooms, bath and storage places. 
The house is so situated that it will get a flood of sun- 
shine. It will be ready for occupancy later this season. 


Ts of Semi-Italian Type 

New among residences at Phillips Beach is that which 
is under construction on Phillips avenue for Bartholomew 
J. Donnelly of Lynn from plans by a Boston architect, J. 
Chandler Fowler. It is of a semi-Italian type, its exterior 
finish of limestone veneer, of which the columns support- 
ing the veranda and other trimmings also are made, The 
roof is of tiles. The entrance will be impressive. On the 
lower floor will be a long and wide living-room, a spacious 
hall and dining-room, all with fireplaces, and also a break- 
fast room, which will be finished entirely in limestone. 
The usual kitchen and connecting service rooms have been 
planned with care for their intended purpose. The second 
story will have six sleeping rooms and three baths, with 
tiled floors and walls. A garage is to be built, to con- 
form with the style of the house, and there will also be a 
greenhouse and the grounds will be laid out in a formal, 
yet attractive, way. The house is in the hands of a Lynn 
builder, Nathaniel Belden, and is not expected to be ready 
for the owner until early in October. 


House of Dignified Appearance 

Since last season there has been finished for Rufus B. 
Sprague a large house down in the field on Bradlee ave- 
nue, near the water. It is of substantial look, two and 
a half stories, with pitched roof and its exterior is of 
veneered tapestry brick with white trimmings. One end 
has a sun piazza with sleeping porch above, all screened. 
The living-room extends entirely through one end of the 
house and the dining-room opens upon a sun room. ‘The 
hall is of Colonial character, conforming to the general 
style of the house. The second story has five or six 
good-sized chambers, baths and dressing rooms. The 
attic is unfinished. The plans were drawn by Putnam & 
Cox of Boston, and were carried out by Morrison & 
Young of Salem, There is a small garage on the place, 
with brick exterior, and with modern interior plan. 


Attractive in Its Simplicity , 

The Carroll P. Brown place at the other extreme end 
of Bradlee avenue makes an attractive addition to the 
colony of houses at Phillips Beach. It stands high above 
the roadway and is simple in its appearance, with its 
white exterior of siding. The porch is in keeping with 
the general simplicity of the house. The small hall with 
stairway has at the left a spacious living-room, with fire- 
place, and there is a sun room with sleeping porch over it. 
The dining-room has an old-time corner china cupboard 
of Colonial design and a panelled dado. Doors are of 
French casement type, of mahogany, Upstairs, the ar- 
rangement of bedrooms and baths is for entire comfort. 
The third floor also is finished off. The house, furnished 
and now occupied, is unusually attractive. There is also 
a small garage, the site for which was dug out from a big 
bank of earth. It is of plastered outside finish. The 
work for Mr. Brown was planned by Morrison & Young 
and was carried out by them.

LrtrLe DistuURBED BY THE CONDITION of the state or 
nation in the present crisis the delegates to the state con- 
stitutional convention are keeping at their task of organ- 
izing for the purpose of dissecting the constitution. While 
the nation is bending its efforts to the prosecution of war 
it seems a little out of place for a body of men to be de- 
liberating upon so fundamental a question as the revision 
in any way of the state constitution. It is to be feared 
that too little public attention will be given to the acts of 
the delegates and when the great war is over and men sit 
back a little bit calmer to regard the work of their repre- 
sentatives it may be found that changes have been enacted 
which will not meet the approval of the majority. The 
men who have been elected as delegates should keep in 
mind their responsibility to those whose representatives 
they are and should act cautiously in any matter of change. 
*Twere better if the convention adjourned to more settled 
times, but if the delegates feel they must act now, the less 
they attempt to accomplish the better.

Many: Brrps DESTROYED IN MAY BY 
CoLD, HUNGER AND THEIR 
E,NEMIES. 


. In Massachusetts the month of 
May has been so cold and wet that its 
equal has not been known for more 
than thirty years. The insect-eating 
birds arriving from the South found 
both the foliage and the insects that 
feed upon it undeveloped. Such 
birds crowded into the woods in great 
numbers, and not finding their na- 
tural food upon the trees they sought 
it on ploughed fields, grounds about 
houses, gardens and orchards, going 
to the ground for food which could 
not be obtained upon the trees. Here 
many were killed by cats. 

Many people fed the birds in the 
usual manner, but they had no insect 
food to give the warblers, which came 
about houses and barns, picked flies 
from clapboards and compost heaps, 
and even penetrated into houses after 
food, but many of them could not 
find enough to sustain life and died 
of starvation and exposure. 

Such a phenomenon as this has not 
occurred at this time of the year for 
many years, The early nests of 
robins were mainly unprotected, as 
the leaves were not developed, and 
where the eggs and young were not 
destroyed by storms, many more than 
usual were found by crows, cats, and 
other enemies. Some of the early 
swallows and martins failed to sur- 
vive the cold storms of April.

Oliver Wendell Holmes 


Letters Told of North Shore 
Life in Summer Years Ago 


By LILLIAN McCANN 


Though our own heads may whiten, he makes us feel young 
With his songs, through all seasons so cheerily sung. 


6OYJHERE this will find you, in a geographical point of 

view, I do not know; but I know your heart will 
be in its right place, and accept kindly the few barren 
words this sheet holds for you. Yes; barren of incident, 
of news of all sorts, but yet having a certain flavor of 
Boston, of Cape Ann, and, above all, of dear old remem- 
brances, the suggestion of any one of which is as good as 
a page of any common letter. So, whatever I write will 
carry the fragrance of home with it, and pay ‘you for the 
three minutes it costs you to read it.” So wrote Oliver 
Wendell Holmes from Beverly Farms, when he was 
eighty-three years old, to his life-long friend Mrs. James 
T. Fields. 

To wander again through his lyrics, his letters, and 
the pages and volumes written about him, with the simple 
quest of what he has said of his North Shore home in 
mind, has, indeed, been a pleasant task. 


Previous to his North Shore residence he had passed 
seven summers in Pittsfield, and after giving up this coun- 
try home, he had been in various places until he finally 
selected a little cottage in Beverly Farms, close to the rail- 
way station. A glimpse of his homelife is so charmingly 
given by John T. Morse, Jr., also of Beverly Farms, that 
we quote it extensively from his “Life and Letters of 
Oliver Wendell Holmes.” 

“When the occupants of the neighboring town of 
Manchester saw fit to christen that place ‘Manchester-by- 
the-Sea.’ he used to date his letters ‘Beverly Farms-by-the- 
Dépot ;’ but later he had to abandon this little sarcasm, 
for he moved into another house more agreeably situated. 
This seaside region is a gay one during the summer 
months; the shore is very beautiful, and for several miles 
on each side of the Doctor’s residence the summer houses 
of city people crowd each other almost too closely, and 
the ceaseless stream of their gay equipages makes the 
road lively. The Doctor found much entertainment in the 
life and bustle of the place, which moreover held many 
of his and his wife’s relatives and friends. He never 
acquired for it such an affection as he had felt for Pitts- 
field, yet in the public mind he became closely associated 
with it, because during the later years of his life his 
birthday, falling in the midsummer, came to be celebrated 
as an anniversary upon which friends sought to demon- 
strate affection and esteem. The school-children at Bev- 
erly Farms came in their holiday clothes to present their 
greetings, and to take away, each of them, some trifling 
souvenir. All the neighbors, also the festal host of the 
‘cummer residents’ came; flowers and fruit filled the 
house, often sent from long distances ; letters and _ tele- 
grams descended like a summer shower; sometime there 
were very handsome presents : there was, for instance, an 
elaborate silver cup, inscribed as given by some ladies 


from whom any token of liking would have had value; 
poems were addressed to him; and let not the dread re- 
porter be forgotten! for he invariably lent the sanction of 
his benign presence to the occasion, so that the cup of 
glory was filled quite to overflowing! The celebration be- 
came rather exhausting for the Doctor during the last 
few years, but his courteous soul would not permit him 
to say ‘not at home’ to any one who showed him the kind- 
ness of calling. Then, for days afterwards} he struggled 
to make due acknowledgment for all the tokens sent to 
him, sometimes trying to write briefly, and always insist- 
ing upon at least signing whatever had been written by 
his secretary after his own tired eyes had given out.” 

His kindness to reporters is delightfully suggested in 
one of these birthday notes to friends when he says: 
“The interviewers pressed me hard, as you may have 
learned if you happened to see Monday’s Advertiser. | 
surrendered at discretion, and answered all their questions. 
It looks a little foolish, perhaps, to be paraded as I have 
been in the Advertiser and the Globe (which reproduced 
a felonious old wood-cut of my countenance), but I could 
not avoid it without something like brutality after all the 
pains the interviewers had taken to get at me.” 

A characteristic sentence is found in a letter to Whit- 
tier. “I have passed a very pleasant summer at Beverly 
Farms, having nothing to complain of except rather more 
work of one kind and another than I wanted, I wish I 
could be utterly idle for-a while, but I do not think I 
could be except on board ship.” 

To James Russell Lowell he wrote: “Next Monday 
—the 30th, that is—we expect to return to Boston, having 
passed a delightful but exceedingly quiet summer here at 
Beverly Farms. * * * We are at a small wayside house, 
where we make ourselves comfortable, my wife, my daugh- 
ter, and myself, with books, walks, drives, and as much 
laziness as we can bring ourselves to, which is quite too 
little for none of us has a real genius for the far niente. 
All around us are the most beautiful and expensive resi- 
dences, some close to the sea beaches, some on heights 
farther back in the midst of the woods, some perched on 
the edge of precipices; one has a net spread out which she 
calls a baby-catcher, over the abyss, on the verge of which 
her piazza hangs shuddering. We go to most of these 
fine places once during the season. We see the fine equip- 
ages roll by (the constable does not take off his hat), anc 
we carry as contented faces as most of them do.” 

In another letter to Lowell, who was abroad, he 
says: “But when I sit down and think of myself looking 
over at my old neighbor digging his potatoes, taking my 
daily walks (with my wife) to the beach, to the woods, 
or to the garden (Mr. F. Haven’s), driving to Smith’s 
Point, Essex Woods, Chebacco Pond, seeing no company 
except now and then a distinguished visitor,—Mr. Evarts, 
Mr. Bayard, or estrays from Washington,—when, I say, 
I think of myself slowly oxydating in my .quiet village 
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life, and of you in the centre of everything, yourself a 
centre, I smile at the contrast, and wonder whether you 
still remember there is such a corner of the universe as 
that from which I am writing.” 

In the New England Magazine of June 1910, is an 
interesting short sketch of Dr. Holmes by William H. 
Rideing. In a letter to the latter Dr. Holmes gives a de- 
tailed account of his home: 

“The village of Beverly Farms is remarkable for its 
great variety of surface, its picturesque rock-ledges and 
bowlders, the beauty and luxuriance of its woods, espe- 
cially of its pines and oaks; the varied indentations of its 
shore and the great number of admirable situations for 
residences along the shore and on the hills which over- 
look it. 

“Driving is the one great luxury of the place. The 
roads are excellent; they lead to and through interesting 
villages and open a vast number of fine prospects over 
the land and the ocean, and among other frequent objects 
of admiration noble old elms in large numbers. There 
is a good deal of riding as well as driving and there are 
ladies among us who follow the beagles as bravely as 
those who sit astride their horses’ backs. 

“There is an infinite number of pleasant walks, but I 
do not think there is a great deal of walking. I have 
never asked the shoemakers, but I doubt if sole leather 
suffers a great deal with us during the summer. I walk 
somewhat myself—pretty regularly, indeed—but I meet 
‘few people moving on their own feet. 

“How other persons amuse themselves here I can 
hardly tell you. I think there is a little gayety among 
the younger fashionable people, but the atmosphere is 
not that of Newport or Lenox. 

“The ‘meet’ for the hunt is the least solemn diversion 
on which I have looked during my ten or a dozen sum- 
mers here. A solitary bather splashes in the sea now 
and then, and I have even seen two or three in a state of 
considerable hilarity, but the water is cold and the air is 
cool, and the temptation to disport in the chilling waves 
is not overwhelming. Still, young persons like it, and a 
few years ago I liked it well enough myself. 

“The wind at Beverly Farms blows over the water a 
great part of the time, and is deliciously refreshing to 
those who come from the hot city. Delicate persons will 
be apt to find the climate too cold, and some may be 
better off on any of our southern shores; but to those of 
the right temperament nothing can be better than our 
cool, bracing air. 

“In short, it is a healthy, quiet, charming summer 
residence, and deserves all its reputation as one the love- 
liest spots on the New England coast. But going there, as 
going to any country place, you must pack the spirit of 
contentment and a desire for tranquil restfulness with 
your clothes and dressing case, or you will not find the 
happiness you are after.” 

His friendship with Elizabeth Stuart Phelps Ward, 
our Gloucester summer resident, is interestingly shown in 
some of his letters to her, written from Beverly Farms. 

In one, written in July after she had been ill and had 
just reached her summer abode, he wrote: ‘Be a vege- 
table,—a flower, I mean, of course,—taking nourishment 
from the earth via its most nourishing products, and look- 
ing into the sleepy and contented eyes of the cattle and 
all creatures that live without worded thought,—not into 
those of the worrying stars which have no eyelids and 
stare you into asking questions they will not answer.” 

Again: “I must say a word before pulling up my 
tent-pegs and pitching my tent once more on the shore 
of the Charles. . . . My vacation is over, and I only 
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regret that it has not been as idle as it ought to have 
been.” 

In another: “My visit to Gloucester was the most 
delightful incident of my summer. The weather was per- 
fect, and I enjoyed the long drive very much. When I 
got to your new place and looked around me, I was en- 
chanted. It is a most remarkable and a most lovely pros- 
pect you have before you and all round you. Your home 
is an ideal, so truly realized that I had to rub my eyes to 
know whether I was dreaming or awake,—looking at a 
true landscape or reading a story-book.” . 

To John Lothrop Motley he wrote many letters. A 
particularly “gossipy” one from Nahant where the 
Holmeses stayed one summer contains this: 

“I write, you see, from Nahant, where I have been 
during July and August, staying with my wife in the cot- 
tage you must remember as Mr. Charles Amory’s. : 
Many of your old friends are our neighbors. Longfellow 
is hard by, with Tom Appleton in the same house, and 
for a fortnight or so Sumner was his guest. I have 
dined since I have been here at Mr. George Peabody’s 
with Longfellow, Sumner, Appleton and William Amory; 
at Cabot Lodge’s with nearly the same company; at Mr. 
James’s with L. and §S., and at Longfellow’s en famille 
pretty nearly. Very pleasant dinners. I wish you could 
have been at all of them. I find a:singular charm in the 
society of Longfellow,—a soft voice, a sweet and cheerful 
temper, a receptive rather than an aggressive intelligence, 
the agreeable flavor of scholarship without any pedantic 
ways, and a perceptible soupcon of humor, not enough to 
startle or surprise or keep you under the strain of over- 
stimulation, which I am apt to feel with very witty peo- 
ple. I have been twice at your brother Edward’s, 
who seems to have everything charming about him. 

“Nahant is a gossipy Little Pedlington kind of a 
place. As Alcibiades and his dog are not here, they are 
prattling and speculating and worrying about the cost 
of Mr. J ’s new house, which, externally at least, is 
the handsomest country house I ever saw, and is gener- 
ally allowed to be a great success.” 

Mrs. Fields says in her “Authors and Friends:” 
“Any record of Dr. Holmes’s life would be imperfect 
which contained no mention of the pride and pleasure he 
felt in the Saturday Club. Throughout the forty years 
of its prime he was not only the most brilliant talker of 
that distinguished company, but he was also the mosi 
faithful attendant. He was seldom absent from the 
monthly dinners either in summer or in winter, and he 
lived to find himself at the head of the table where Agas- 
siz, Longfellow, Emerson, and Lowell had in turn pre- 
ceded him.” 

In one of his letters to John Lothrop Motley he paid 
a tender little tribute to the wife of Agassiz: “Yesterday 
I went out to Cambridge and called on Mrs. Agassiz— 
the first time I have seen her since her husband’s death. 
She was at work on his correspondence, and talked in a 
very quiet, interesting way about her married life. What 
a singular piece of good fortune it was that Agassiz, com- 
ing to a strange land, should have happened to find a 
woman so wonderfully fitted to be his wife that it seems 
as if he could not have bettered his choice if all woman- 
kind had passed before him, as the creatures filed in pro- 
cession by the father of the race!” 

The life-long battle of Dr. Holmes against the cal- 
vinistic theology of his fathers is known to all his readers. 
The author of his “Life and Letters,” John T. Morse, Jr., 
who was a nephew of Mrs. Holmes, says, after speaking 
of his membership in King’s Chapel in Boston: 


“Yet he went also to the ‘meeting-house’ in Beverly 
Farms, about which certainly no associations of history 
‘ 


_Mr. Morse says: 
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or of antiquity cast any glamour; for he found, as he 
said, that there was in the corner of his heart a plant, 
called reverence, which wanted to be watered about once 
a week.” 

To Phillips Brooks, at whose church his daughter 
was a worshiper, he wrote: “But my natural Sunday 
home is King’s Chapel. . . In that church I have 
worshipped for half a century. . There, on the fif- 
teenth of June, 1840, | was married, there my children 
were all christened, from that church the dear companion 
of so many blessed years was buried. In her seat I must 
sit, and through its doors I hope to be carried to my rest- 
ing-place. (So he was)... I attended a Baptist 
church at Beverly, not rarely with edification, for my tem- 
ple is a hypaethral one, and my church doors open very 
widely.” 

Of the wife of Dr. Holmes, who was: Amelia Lee 
Jackson, daughter of Hon. Charles Jackson of Boston, 
“The kindest, gentlest, and tenderest 
of women, she had the chance given her, when her eldest 
son was three times wounded in the civil war, to show 
of what mettle she was; and did show it, as all who knew 
her would have foretold of her. ‘For Dr. Holmes she 
was an ideal wife,—a comrade the most delightful, a help- 
mate the most useful, whose abilities seemed to have 
been arranged by happy foresight for the express purpose 
of supplying his wants. She smoothed his way for him, 
removed annoyances from his path, did for him with her 
easy executive capacity a thousand things, which other- 
wise he would have missed or have done with difficulty 
for himself ; she hedged him carefully about and protected 
him from distractions and bores and interruptions,—in a 
word, she took care of him, and gave him every day the 
fullest and freest chance to be always at his best, always 
able to do his work amid cheerful surroundings. She 
contributed immensely to his success, as all knew who 
came near enough to have any knowledge of the house- 


hold.” 
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Dr. Holmes was born Aug. 29, 1809, in Cambridge. 
His elder son, Oliver Wendell Holmes, for many years 
an Associate Justice of the Supreme Judicial Court, makes 
his summer home at Beverly Farms in the place so rich 
in memories of his illustrious father. |The Doctor’s 
“Hunt after ‘The Captain,’’’, published during the civii 
war, is a description of his search for his son, Oliver 
Wendell, who was prominent in the life of the time. He 
was wounded in three engagements and was made a lieu- 
tenant-colonel. The “Captain ” had then just graduated 
from Harvard. Each season Judge and Mrs. Holmes 
(Fannie Dixwell) are among the early arrivals from their 
home in Washington. 

The late Mrs. Turner Sargent of Boston and Bev- 
erly Farms, who lived with her father after the death of 
Mrs. Holmes, was the only daughter. She died in 1880. 
Previous to this, in 1884, the younger son, Edward Jack- 
son, died. 

In Mr. Morse’s “Life and Letters” is an admirable 
poem from Punch written at the time of the death of Dr. 
Holmes, which was Oct. 7, 1894. 


“The Last Leaf!’ Can it be true, 

We have turned it, and on you, 
Friend of all? 

That the years at last have power? 

That life’s foliage and its flower 
Fade and fall? 

Was there one who ever took 

From its shelf, by chance, a book 
Penned by you, 

But was fast your friend for life, 

With one refuge from its strife 
Safe and true?

Editor North Shore Breeze: 

The writer’s attention has been called 
to the article in last week’s issue of the 
Norra Sore BREEZE, in which somebody 
signing himself “Summer Resident” criti- 
cised the electric sign at the Page & Shaw 
Tea Room, Pride’s Crossing, The article 
was undoubtedly written in the spirit of 
neighboring good-will and therefore de- 
serves a reply from the person responsible 
for the hanging of the sign. 

In the first place, of course, a sign is intended to be 
conspicious and to induce comment, and to that extent at 
least this sign appears to be a great success. But it was 
also intended that any sign at the tea room should be such 
as would not offend the good taste of travellers over this 
most beautiful highway of the North Shore. If the 
author of last week’s article is correct, the sign in this 
respect is a complete failure, and should be removed at 
once. We are entirely willing to remove the sign if it is 
offensive. 

Frankly, the’ writer himself was much disappointed 
in the sign, and, curiously enough, for the very same rea- 
son stated by one of our neighbors, who pointed out that 
the sign does not have the big gold lion that always forms 
the left portion of the Page & Shaw crest. In this sign 
the crest has been shorn of the lion and of the gold helmet 
over the blue shield. No reason was given for leaving 
these off except the sign man’s statement that he could 
not make a sign to project towards the sidewalk with the 


lion on the left because anyone approaching 
from the opposite direction would find the 
lion on the right (or wrong) side. That 
seems to be why this sign was designed as 
it is. If somebody will suggest a solution 
of this difficulty the sign will be altered at 
once, 

This same neighbor was good enough 
to say that the lion ought to be added to 
the sign and the house called Page & 
Shaw’s Gold Lion Tea Room. But who can say 
that somebody would not say even then that it is not in 
good taste to hang a lion from a pine tree. 

Entirely apart from our desire to let the many pat- 
rons of Page & Shaw, touring along the North Shore 
from New York, Philadelphia and other sections of the 
country, know that this is the Page & Shaw Tea Room, 
this electric sign renders a real, practical service at night 
to everyone travelling on Hale street. This is a narrow 
strip of road through the woods and at this point there 
are two curves forming a letter “S.” At the worst point 
in the road a large boulder has been allowed to project 
into the highway obstructing the view. The sign with it 
many lights illuminates the road and affords protection to 
those who stop and also to those who pass the tea room. 

Now, let last week’s writer and others who are com- 
petent to judge for the public, suggest a design that will 
meet these requirements and the writer will glady present 
a five-pound box of the best candy made in appreciation

SEVERAL SMASHUPS ON MONDAY AND 
TursDAY RESULT IN ONE DEATH 
AND FIvE INJURIES. 

Manchester had five automobile ac- 
cidents on the first two days of the 
week from which one man is dead, 
one seriously hurt and four other per- 
sons slightly injured. 

The most serious accident of the 
week took place about three o’clock 
on Monday afternoon on Summer st. 
between the entrances to the Lan- 
cashire and Sturgis estates, on what 
is known as Crafts’ hill, when a col- 
lision between a motorcycle with a 
side car and an automobile occurred.

One of the occupants of the 
car, Hannah Fitzpatrick, was thrown 
from the machine and cut by the fall. 
Her injuries were slight and she was 
able to proceed immediately after her 
wounds were dressed. The injured 
men were taken to the Beverly hos- 
nital. Pattelena was able to leave the 
hospital the following morning, but 
Pannarldo remained unconscious un- 
til his death.

It is charged 
that education in the cities has edu- 
cated the minds, but not the hearts 
of the pupils and that there is lack of 
respect for the law. It is your dutv 
to be a part of the government and 
aid in the enforcing of the law by 
obeying it. 

“Equality is the ideal of Demo- 
cracy. Every effort toward equality 
has succeeded not by pulling down, 
but by elevating. The equality we 
desire is that which will bring out the 
resources of the individual. You can- 
not rise in the world without taking 
others with you. 

“This is the age when everything 
is being conserved. Every sacrifice 
now is worth more than at any time 
in the history of the world, The 
world needs your labor, your courage, 
your optimism, your faith in your- 
self. You need to be able to smile 
and help keep up confidence that de- 
mocracy is going to win. The coun- 
try needs your very effort. I con- 
gratulate you that you are coming in- 
to life when men and women need _ 
you so much. The hope of America 
is in the young people of today, who 
will sacrifice so much for the ideals 
we all love.” 

Miss Helen Cheever, the valedic- 
torian, spoke on “The Ideal Ameri- 
can.” She compared the citizen pro- 
duced under American ideals with the 
citizen Germany produces. She then 
asked, ‘What are we going to make 
of American citizenship? The future 
of the nation depends on the individ- 
ual answer of each of us to that ques- 
tion.” 

The school sang “The Grenadiers” 
by Schumann and the diplomas were 
presented by Raymond C. Allen, 
chairman of the school board. The 
exercises concluded with the singing 
of “The Star Spangled Banner” by 
the school and audience.

Bunker Hill day deserves the place it 
has won in American history and the brave New England 
soldiers who met the British in armed conflict announced 
to all the world that the Lexington-Concord battles were 
not mere frays, but expressions of a determined America 
to effectually solve their problem of independence and self-

THe Unrrep STATES DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE 
is continuing vigorously the campaign for more food and is 
issuing a series of bulletins dealing with the problems of” 
food raising and conservation. Concerning the home and 
the farm garden it makes six suggestions: That the 
garden should be kept working all of the season; the soil 
should be planted just as soon as it is early enough to 
work it; plant successive crops of short seasoned vege- 
tables; start new crops between the rows that are soon to 
be removed; as soon as the ground is cleared of one crop 
start another, and finally, be sure to see that your garden 
is full of staples, such as potatoes, beets, turnips, cabbage, 
etc., for winter storage. This is part of the task before 
every American. If we are going to win the war, we 
must raise more food to supply ourselves and the peoples 
of France and England and the armies in the field.

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RED CROSS MEETING 


CAMPAIGN To RAISE MANCHESTER’S 
SHARE OF MILLION DoLLAR FuND 
LAUNCHED ON Monpay, 


Manchester started its campaign to 
raise its share of the $100,000,000 war 
relief fund of the American Red 
Cross with a public meeting in Town 
hall on Monday evening. Rev. W. 
H. Rider of Essex and Andrew L,. 
Bixler and William Nelson of Bey- 
erly were the speakers who urged 
support of the campaign in brief ad- 
dresses. William Hooper of Man- 
chester, chairman of the local com- 
mittee on finance for the Red ‘Cross, 
presided at the meeting and explained 
the purpose of the gathering. 

“Money. contributed to the Ameri- 
can Red Cross at this time,” said Rev. 
Mr. Rider, “is. a better investment 
than the money you spent for Liberty 
bonds. It will pay you greater re- 
turns than any banker will pay you 
for your invested funds; it will give 
you the satisfaction of having helped 
your fellow men. The Red Cross is 
teaching the lesson of humanitarian- 
ism to the world. It is helping the 
reputation of America among nations 
more than any other means. It is 
creating a world-wide understanding 
that America, with all her prosperity 
and her reputed selfishness, really has 
the good of humanity at heart. The 
Red Cross has shown that the dis- 
position of America is catholic, hu- 
mane and broad and that she seeks 
the good will of all nations. 

“That three billions of dollars sub- 
scribed to the recent loan was money 
spent for the furtherance of peace. 
and good will among men, It was 
not spent with the idea of acquisition 
of new territory. The Red Cross ap- 
peals to what is most American in us. 
No organization should make the ap- 
peal to us that the Red Cross does. 
We have loaned billions for war; now 
let us show a corresponding desire to 
render aid to those who suffer from 
the effects of war. Let the men who 
are wounded, and who must die, 
know that their sacrifice was appre- 
ciated. Contributions to the Red 
Cross, more than the Liberty loan 
will make our boys at the front know 
that we at home are doing our part.” 

Andrew L. Bixler of the campaign 
committee of the Essex County chap- 
ter of the Red Cross further urged 
the importance of giving to the fund. 
“We have been preparing to spend 
money for equipment of our armies,” 
he said; “our boys have been register- 
ing and have been volunteering. Now 
it is up to the Red Cross to keep up

INrRopUCED TO MANCHESTER PEOPLE 


By MEANS oF Pusiic DEMON- 
STRATIONS BY TRAINED. 
WORKERS. 


“T almost wish the can shortage 


was greater than it is,” said W. W. 


Chenoweth of the Mass. Agriculturai 
college at Amherst in the course of 
his lecture and demonstration of dry- 
ing of fruits and vegetables at the 
Tuesday afternoon meeting in Man- 
chester Town hall under the auspices 
of the Manchester “food center,” re- 
cently inaugurated. “No, lll. take 
that back,” added Mr. Chenoweth; it 
would be criminal to wish conditions 
any worse than they are; but the 
present food shortage has been a bles- 
sing in teaching us the value of food 
conservation through home drying 
and canning. We have been living 
too easily and carelessly. The pres- 
ent shortage will bring us back to 
right ways of living in regard to our 
food and will have a corresponding 
effect upon our character.” 

Mr. Chenoweth’s lecture was the 
second of the two which were held to 
introduce the new food center to 
Manchester. At the Monday after- 
noon meeting the mysteries of the 
newer methods of canning food were 
revealed in practical demonstration by 
Miss Tuttle, a graduate of the New 
York State Agricultural college at 
Ithaca, N. Y., and the lecture on 
“Menu Making” by Miss Marie Say- 
les of the department of home econ- 
omics at Mass. Agricultural college. 
The demonstration and lecture were 
typical of the instruction which may 
be obtained of the trained worker at 
the “food center,” 38 School st., by 
any who desire. Miss Sayles dis- 
cussed the canning of string beans, 
pineapples, strawberries, etc. the 
proper equipment and the relative 
value of various types of jars, steril- 
izers and pressure cookers. 

At the Tuesday afternoon meeting 
Mr. Chenoweth dried string beans 
and apples upon the evaporator on 
the oil stove which was used in the 
demonstration. He called attention 
to the fact that the rapid circulation 
of air, rather than heat was respon- 
sible for drying. He explained the 
methods of drying in a range oven— 
the door being open to prevent bak- 
ing and the heat being kept about 180 
degrees. He exhibited and explained 
the manufacture of screens suitable 
for drying friuts and vegetables, The 
more rapidly the fruits are dried the 
better the quality would be, Mr. 
Chenoweth said, and urged the use of 
artificial evaporators for about ten 
minutes before placing in the open 


air for sun drying. He also advised 
heating after sun drying for five or 
ten minutes to kill the eggs of insects 
that might be deposited while in the 
open air. Various fruits and vegetables 
were mentioned by Mr. Chenoweth as 
desirable for drying, but he favored 
above all the drying of corn. 

When the demonstration was com- 
pleted George W. Farley of the Mass. 
Agricultural college spoke briefly on 
the importance of food conservation. 
“This is no new situation,” he said; 
“it has merely’ been brought home to 
us by the unusual conditions of the 
times. We have been facing the same 
danger for the past 25 years; the war 
has hurried the acute shortage.” 

Mr. Farley urged everyone to co- 
operate with the new food center and 
to make use of it. He advised house- 
wives to learn how to can and to dry 
foods before attempting to do it. He 
warned against the danger of spoiling 
large quantities of food by inexperi- 
enced workers. “If you don’t want 
to do the work yourself, let the school 
do it for you,” he said.

with the work of preparing to care 
for the wounded. Of course the Red 
Cross will continue to render aid to 
all men anywhere, but it should be 
understood that the hundred million 
dollars to be raised in this campaign 
is intended primarily for our own 
soldiers and sailors. Red Cross re- 


- lief is more than Christian charity, it 


is a patriotic work, Only one gov- 
ernment does any Red Cross work 
officially, and that is France. But she 
does only a comparatively small 
amount. All other governments ex- 
pect their Red Cross organizations, 
supported by patriotic citizens, to do 
the relief work in war time. Only 
first aid is given by army surgeons at 
the front and the task of caring for 
the wounded man and nursing him 
back to health devolves upon the Red 
Cross. 

“Some people say we are not in the 
war yet and that there is no present 
need of funds. In Germany at the 
beginning of the war immediate relief 
was given the wounded by the Red 
Cross, while in France, as well as she 
was prepared, the suffering was great 
because of the lack of proper prepar- 
ation. Don’t let us make the mistake 


of unpreparedness. If we wait until 
the wounded begin to pour into the 
hospitals we will have waited too 
long. If we wait an hour past this 
week it will be too late and we will 
cause needless suffering among those 
brave men who are soon to face bul- 
lets for us.” 

Mr. Bixler suggested that everyone 
who bought liberty bonds give to the 
Red Cross the interest on the bonds 
for the course of the war. He 
thought that in this way Manchester’s 
quota might be easily reached, He 
made an appeal to the self interest of 
the contributors by calling attention 
to the close relation between the Red 


Cross work and the army and navy. 
“Tt is an integrel part of the military - 


organization and without it our arms 
may not prevail. And if they do not 
prevail, what will your property be 
worth?” 

William Nelson: of the Essex 
County committee said solicitation 
was not difficult at present as people 
had been prepared for the patriotic 
appeal of the Red Cross by the Lib- 
erty bond campaign. He urged a 
house to house canvass to raise funds.

Surf Bathing at the North Shore 
Beaches Safe and Healthful Sport 


QNE of the chiefest of 

the many attractions, 
which draw thousands to 
the North Shore every 
summer, is the fine surf 
bathing provided by the ex- 
pansive reaches of sandy 
beaches. The larger and 
better known beaches are 
peopled daily during the 
summer by scores who de- 
light in the thrill of the 
salt water plunge. Salt 
water bathing along the 
North Shore differs very 
little from that at any 
other American resort sec- 
tion, There is the same 
surf, the same undertow to 
contend with and the same water cuts, better known as 
“sea pusses.” Aside from these dangers, which are found 
wherever the tide runs and which to many bathers add 
to the zest of the sport, the North Shore bathing resorts 
are among the safest to be found outside of a swimming 
pool. a 

As bathing is now one of the principal occupations 
of the vacationist many are studying how to safely bathe 
in the surf. It is a wise bather who will first locate the 
danger spots along the beach before entering the water. 
As you stroll along the beach before taking your daily 
“dip” make it a point to watch the large “lazy rollers 
approaching the shore,

air and then breaks, churn- 
ing up the sand and water. 
The long line of white foam 
races toward the beach. 
Now, if the surf you are 
watching continues to run 
white with foam until it 
strikes the beach and glides 
upon the sand without 
forming to break again, you 
can rest assured that the 
spot you are watching is a 
long sloping beach without 
dangerous holes. It is a 
safe place to bathe. At 
another point the waves 
may look different to you. 
Watch them. A_ wave 
breaks in a long line of 
white foam, travels a short distance and then disappears. 
A little nearer the beach it forms again and runs almost 
to the beach and then breaks a second time. 

A wave does not break until it strikes a sand bar. 
As it reaches deeper water it again forms into a swell 
ready to break when it strikes the beach. If the sand 
bar had reached clear in to the beach the wave would have 
continued after the first break. After studying the break- 
ers for a while you will be able to distinguish at a glance 
the dangerous places in the surf, Learning to avoid the 
“sea pusses’? is important to the novice. 

When going into the water never face a wave square- 
ly, but always have them meet you on either side of 
your body. In this way you can brace yourself better

and you will cut through them. You will have little diffi- 
culty in keeping your balance. 

As you go out farther and the water level is above 
your chest, the waves are bigger and you cannot jump 
over them. It is better to dive through them, this time 
facing them. Do not be afraid, the water will always 
land you on your feet. As the wave approaches you, 
duck easily into the base of it with hands extended above 
- the head. You will immeditely rise to the surface ready 
for the next roller. 

When bathing from a rope take care to keep on the 
side of the rope toward land. As the waves break, you 
will be pulled away from the rope and your extended

hands will steady you. Do not cling to the ropes, but 
release your grip as the wave strikes you, otherwise you 
When the next roller hits you, you 
will be ready. If you are on the side of the ropes from 
which the waves come you are in danger of being forced 
against the rope and drawn under the surface. Even if 
the “ducking” you get in this way does no other harm it 
is apt to make you appear ridiculous in the eyes of the 
more experienced. 

Taking proper precautions for your own. safety and 
the safety of others, you will find surf bathing one of the 
most beneficial of the summer pastimes which make life 
on the North Shore so enjoyable.

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Old Stone Walls of North Shore 


Relics of Past Generations Typical 
of Our New England Construction

I KNOW of nothing more reminiscent of the Colonial 

days in North Bore history than are the old stone 
walls that, picturesque and frost-flung, wander at  wiil 
through our fields and valleys. They stand for the cour- 
age and hard work of our New England forefathers and 
have endured even as their principles of government have 
endured, 


The first fence in this part of the country was prob- 
ably the wooden palisade that the early settler built about 
his house for protection against the Indians and the wild 
animals. It was about eight feet in height and was made 
of wooden stakes, or piles pointed at the top and driven 
into the ground so close together as to touch. It proved 
a good protection against the many enemies of the ie 
strange country and had one w eakness only; namely, it 
liability to fire. This and other considerations erailott 
about the early replacement of the palisade by the stone 
wall, as was the case in 1676 in Topsfield when the pali- 
sade around the church feere was changed for such a 
wall. 

The stones were taken fron the fields in the course 
of tillage, and as stones were plentiful and timber scarce, 
they made most satisfactory boundary lines in spite of the 
amount of labor required to make them into walls. From 
the middle of the seventeenth century until the present 
time they have endured, sufficient for their purpose in the 
world, and they will last until they sink into the ground. 
The period in which these picturesque old walls were built 
might well be christened the “Stone Age of America.” 


Besides the typical stone wall with which every New 
England visitor is familiar there is the so-called half-high 
stone wall, which is composed of a low wall made of the 
piled-up rocks and surmounted by a rail resting on 
crossed stakes. These were built after the stones had 
been pretty well used up, and are obviously not quite so 


old as the ordinary stone wall. They, too, are old enough 
to be quite covered with moss and lichens, however, and 
are interesting and romantic. 


Haven’t you ever paused in your morning stroll to 
look at those straggling stone walls that run apparently 


helter-skelter across your and your neighbor's s property 


and to wonder whose hand put them there? Haven’t 
you stopped to muse upon the labor involved in their 
making and to speculate upon their raison d'etre? 
Haven't you wondered whether they were marks of ori- 
ginal Indian grants, or the relics of early property feuds, 
or—what ? 

These poetic, moss-grown, an stones have, perhaps, 
been the scene of many a lover’s tryst, the. bone of con- 
tention in many a neighborhood dispute; and they have 
echoed the horrible sounds of many an Indian raid. 
Amid the newer fences and hedges that separate my prop- 
erty from yours, these old w alts still ramble along, undis- 
turbed through the years,

RAY for victory, pray for no peace until victory 

comes” was the substance of the counsel admonished 
by the Rev. Dr. W. H. Van Allen, rector of the Church 
of the Advent in Boston, at the vesper service held Thurs- 
day in Beverly Farms at the Episcopal church. These 
special services will be held each Thursday at 5.30 p. m. 
Much interest was manifested in the meeting yesterday 
when the summer colony was represented from all along 
the Shore. The beautiful service and singing of patriotic 
songs was very impressive. Dr. Van Allen said in part: 


“Some are too young to go and must wait; others 
are too old to wear khaki; none are too weak or busy to 
pray. Prayer is working for all good causes for which 
God gives answers. Prayer is service. Prayer is fighting. 
Pray for our friends and our enemies, but for no peace 
until victory comes. In this bit of paradise, the North 
Shore, there are many activities for the summer, but let 
prayer be one of the uppermost.” 

Preliminary to this short counsel was a pleasing in- 
troduction. The speaker summed up the benefits of the 
war already being felt by us. First, a desire for service is 
felt everywhere, The democracy in khaki will reach far 
and wide. Second, a sense of solidarity is felt. We are 
one people, and the fear of an “east” and a “middle west” 
has banished. Third, we are conscious of a place among 
the free nations of the world. The speaker said it was 
the happiest moment of his life when he had said “our 
Allies.” He showed that we are not selfishly prosperous 
here between the two oceans, but that we have entered 
into fellowship with the older countries not as an alms of 
service, but as their right. He said that Americans are 
less ashamed of showing emotions now than they were 
two months ago, and that nothmg makes men so near 
each other as suffering for a common cause. Then feel- 
ingly he led up to his counsel for prayer by alluring to the 
days that are coming soon when we shall be watching for 
the names of loved ones in the battle lists. 

Rev. Neilson Poe Carey, rector of the church, read 
the special war service. All are cordially welcome to the 
services.

AHANT?’S noted summer resident, Vittorio Orlandini, 

a Boston lawyer, has just returned from a 10 months’ 
service in the office of the minister of war at Rome, and 
is now on a special mission for the Italian government in 
this country, In an interesting discussion of Italy’s part 
in the war he says: 

“Ttaly was in much the saine condition as the United 
States at the opening of the war. That is, she was pre- 
pared for peace, not for war. <A great reason why she 
did not enter the conflict earlier was that she was not 
supplied with ammunition. There were two or three 
plants furnishing shells sufficient for the army in peace 
times, but even then it was easier to secure them from 
the Krupp works or from France, so that when the war 
opened Italy had nothing to go to war with, nothing to 
meet the requirements of modern war. 

“Now there are 500,000 men, and 100,000 women at 
work in the munition factories. It is greatly to the 
credit of the Italian women that they have taken up this 
work to such an extent. Our women are essentially fem-— 
inine, domestic; they are not like the Englishwomen, ad- 
dicted to outdoor sports, but attend closely to their home 
duties. They dislike to do men’s work, and their vol- 
untary service in these factories is a victory in itself.”

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BROTHERHOOD MEETING 


Henry G. WELLS, PRESIDENT OF 
Mass. SENATE, TALKS ON RE- 
SPONSIBILITY OF AMERICANS 


Henry G. Wells, president of the 
Mass. Senate, was the speaker at the 
meeting of the Manchester Brother- 
hood on Monday evening. It was the 
last meeting of the year and in addi- 
tion to a striking address it was mark- 
ed by a patriotic enthusiasm on the 
part of all present. As a climax to 
the strong address the members were 
surprised by a visitation of a large 
delegation from Allen Relief corps, 
headed by Mrs. J. S. Reed, the pat- 
riotic instructor, who presented the 
Brotherhood with a handsome Amert- 
can flag. About 75 were present. 

Mr. Wells was introduced as the 
honored president of |the Mass. Senate. 
“T don’t know about calling the per- 
sonnel of the Mass. Senate ‘honored,’ ”’ 
he said, “unless we go by the rule 
that ‘every knock is a boost.’ ” 

Telling of an incident he had re- 
cently observed, he said he was going 
to choose it as his text. Three boys 
were passing down a street and one of 
them slipped on a banana peel. He 
was caught by one of the others, 
and with the other boy proceed- 
ed on his way. The third boy 
stopped long enough to kick the peel- 
ing into the gutter. Mr, Wells said 
the incident illustrated about the pro- 
portion of people in every community 
who have developed a sense of re- 
sponsibility to others or themselves. 

“In every community we find that 
about two-thirds of the people have 
not developed a sense of responsibil- 
ity. We find cliques pulling against 
each other everywhere. There seems 
to be a good community spirit in Man- 
chester as I have observed during the 
few hours I have been here. Other- 


wise I would not have seen so many. 


men out drilling tonight, nor would 
I have seen such fine vegetable gar- 
dens as there are here, 

“Tt is the duty of every citizen to be 
interested in the affairs of the state 
and nation regardless of his political 
affiliations. We do not have a ma- 
jority rule in this state despite our 
contention that we are a democracy. 
If we have a minority rule it should 
be an intelligent minority. Only 65 
percent of the assessed polls through- 
out the Commonwealth are registerd 
voters. The American who has not 
registered as a voter is hard for me 
to classify at a gathering like this. 
There is no danger to America from 
the part of 35 percent that are so- 
called ‘hyphens’. The danger is from 
those men who are not American citi- 
zens at all—the men who come to this 


country and enjoy all the privileges 
and benefits America can offer and 
refuse to share in the responsibility of 
citizenship. 

“The man who takes out his na- 
turalization papers from choice and 
becomes an American citizen deserves 
as much credit for being an American 
as we who are Americans through no 
fault of our own, but because we were 
born here. 


“The public schools are going to 
help clear up that 35 percent of un- 
registered voters. The American 
children of foreign born parents will 
take care of the future of the hyphen. 

“We are now going through the 
process of having our constitution re- 
vised. One of the things much dis- 
cussed is the initiative and referen- 
dum, If we believe in the initiative 
and referendum lets know something 
about how it will work. If we are to 
place a check on the legislature let us 
be careful what kind of a check we 
place. We now have a referendum 
and what do we find when we make 
use of it. At the last election the im- 
portant question of holding a consti- 
tutional convention was placed upon 
the ballot and only 50 percent of 
those who voted, marked the question. 

“Our state legislature is not false 
to its trust as is charged by the sup- 
porters of the I. and R. A man in 
this state is elected for one year and 
is apt to be susceptible to the opinions 
of the men who elected him, if he 
cares about reelection.

government is an end to itself. The 
foolish philosophy and foolish theo- 
logy of the Germans for the past 25 
years resulted in this war we are 
fighting today. We are in a war to 
preserve the freedom of all mankind 
as well as ourselves. It has aptly been 
said that this is a war to make the 
world safe for democracy.” 

Mr. Wells classified three types of 
Americans in evidence today; an in- 
different type, the hysterical kind and 
the fellow who cannot get his “mind 
and spine to synchronize.” 

He told of the scenes at the vari- 
ous college commencements through- 
out the country, of the men leaving 
college to serve in the army or navy 
and declared his belief that the old 
pioneer American spirit was still alive. 
He concluded by telling the story of 
“The Man Without a Country,” and 
ended with the charge of Philip No- 
lan to the young midshipman.

PLACE OF CHURCH 


Rev. Dr. Eaton TALKs oF RESPONSI- 
Binity DuRrtNG WAR Crisis AT 
SuNDAY SERVICE. 

At the Village church in Magnolia 
last Sunday morning, Rev. Dr. Wal- 
ter S. Eaton preached a strong ser- 
mon on the responsibilities of the 
church in, the present war. He said 

in part: 

“Next to the Christian home the 
best and most needed of all institu- 
tions is the Christian church, which 
has been, and still is, a potent factor 
for good and without which men 
would soon lapse into barbarism even 
more horrible than that which exists 
in Europe among inhuman Turks and 
consciousless Germans. 

“That the church has her enemies 
and many of them too, is a well 
known fact. Some of her enemies 
are very bitter against her. They 
talk long and loud to destroy her in- 
fluence among men. They magnify 
her faults and minimize her virtues. 

“They accuse her of being the en- 
emy of the poor and the friend of the 
rich. They charge her with being the 
instigator of strife, the foe of pro- 
gress, and the cause of war. They 
accuse her of narrowness, bigotry and 
selfishness. They hold up to ridicule 
and scorn her dogmas and creeds. 
They judge her ministers by those 
who preach that might makes right 
and who expressed in their sermons 
ereat satisfaction in the sinking of the 
Lusitania and the murdering of de- 
fenceless men. women and children. 
They sneer at her rivalries, her separ- 
ation into little sects and denomina- 
tions and their seeming lack of har- 
mony and mutual good will. They 
are loud in their denunciation of what 
they regard as a waste of money, 
in supporting the church and its mis- 
sions abroad. And now they are ask- 
ing, ‘Is this world war the best that 
the church can give us after nineteen 
hundred years since its founding? 

“Ts not the church a failure? Does 
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not this dreadful war in which nearly 
all the world is now engaged prove it? 
If the church has proven herself to be 
a failure why contribute of our money 
to perpetuate and maintain such an 
institution?. For one I am not yet 
ready to admit that the church is a 
failure or that she is in anyway re- 
sonsible for this dreadful war which 
so vitally concerns us all this morn- 
ing. 

“Now if the church recognizes the 
fact that she has her enemies she 
should find a way to protect herself 
against them. 

“What then is the great need of the 
church today? Her many denomina- 
tions of different creeds and faiths 
should get more closely together than 
they ever have been in purpose, aim, 
and service. Herein lies the safety 
of the Christian church, for in union 
there is strength. 

“The churches of different faiths, 
Catholics and Protestants, Methodists 
and Baptists and all the rest should 
give up their non-essential differences, 
sink their prejudices, and free them- 
selves from sectarianism, and stand- 
ing shoulder to shoulder, and side by 
side. unite in making the church of 
Christ the most efficient power for 
righteousness and helpfulness — this 
world has ever yet’ known—a power 
that shall be ‘as clear as the sun, as 
fair as the moon, and as terrible as an 
army with banners.’ 

“Ts it not time, too, that labor and 
capital should get together? That 
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Be 
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they have been and still are far apart 
in their ideas and appreciation of one 
another’s interests is well known, The 
representatives of labor have sounded 
the trumpet and the workmen have 
responded to that call to come to- 
gether, to unite and to demand their 
rights, which for many centuries were 
denied them by rulers, landlords and 
barons. The laborers in this and 
other countries, united as they are, 
are asserting themselves and demand- 
ing privileges that they have never 
before enjoyed, and it is an open 
secret that they are gaining strength 
and power every day. 

“All over this country today there 
is great dissatisfaction and unrest on 
the part of the working people be- 
cause of the high cost of living and 
whether justly or unjustly they lay 
this to capital, They do not hold 
their peace when food speculators are 
taking $50,000,000 a month from the 
American people and when though 
there is a great and sufficient supply 
of food yet the prices for the mere 
necessities of life are the highest in 
the history of our country. 

“If the nations that believe in the 
Golden Law of Right will come to- 
gether and stand together through all 
the gigantic struggle that lies before 
them the time will surely come when 
the Kaiser’s soldiers (if there are any 
of them left) can return home to the 
peaceful persuits of their daily lives 
and when their war-mad ruler, who 
has been and is the cause of so much 
misery and suffering will have to look 
for something else to do than. to 
starve, enslave and murder millions 
of his fellowmen.”

AGRICULTURAL WORK 
FOR THE WEEK 


Spraying Fruit Trees. 

The second spraying should be fin- 
ished by the end of this week using 
lime-sulphur, 5 quarts to 50 gallons of 
water, adding 3 to 5 pounds of arse- 
nate of lead paste or 1% to 2% 
pounds of arsenate of lead powder. 

This mixture can be safely used on 
all fruit trees except peaches, plums 
and cherries. For the above (peaches, 
plums and cherries) use arsenate of 
lead alone. Do not forget to spray 
all shade trees that are in the vicinity 
of your fruit trees. 

Potatoes. 

Spray potatoes with bordo-lead or 
pyrox when 4 or more inches tall, us- 
ing 5 to 10 pounds to 50 gallons of 
water, , 

Beans. 

To grow beans successfully it is 
often advisable to spray with bordo- 
lead or pyrox using 5 pounds to 50 
gallons of water. 

Tomatoes. 

At this time the flea beetle is active 
—spray, using the same mixture as 
recommended for beans.

The Salem Chamber of Commerce 
is in receipt of a communication from 
the New England coal committee, of 
the committee on public safety, in re- 
sponse to an inquiry sent by the sec- 
retary of the chamber, requesting in- 
formation as to what arrangements 
had been made to make sure that the 
people of Salem and vicinity could 
get coal this coming winter. 

The communication conveys the in- 
formation that “The New England 
committee is working on plans to in- 
crease the amount of coal shipped to 
all New England both by way of rail 
and by the way of water routes. It 
is treating the matter in a general way 
and feels that if a larger supply of 
coal is brought into New England, all 
sections will benefit thereby. If after 
the proposed plans are in operation it 
is found that any section is not re- 
ceiving their share, this committee 
will be very pleased to take the mat- 
ter up with local authorities. 
are two plans on which the committee 
has been working, that it expects to 
put into operation, about July 1. 

First—the movement of special 50- 
car anthracite trains direct from the 
mines to the New England railroad 
centers. This plan should benefit any 
dealers in Salem or vicinity handling 
“all rail coal.” 

Second—the pooling of bituminous 
coal from the mines to leadnig tide- 
water ports such as Salem, Beverly, 
etc. It is expected that this plan 
would greatly increase the efficiency of 
New England’s coal fleet. In both of 
these cases the dealer will handle the 
coal in the usual way and will order 
his coal in the usual way and will 
order his coal through the agents of 
the various mines.” 

Further information will be re- 
ceived by the Salem Chamber of Com- 
merce from time to time and will be 
published in the BREEzE.

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KEEPING THE Doc Wr1tTHIN BouNDs. 

Attemps to revive the sheep indus- 
try in New England in recent years 
have been met with the seemingly in- 
surmountable obstacle of the dog 
nuisance. Dog laws there have al- 
ways been, and the farmer has had 
the right to kill any dog caught worry- 
ing or killing sheep. The states have 
also assumed the responsibility for 
losses incurred by farmers from this 
menace. 

But there have been two difficulties 
that have made dog laws ineffective. 
In fhe first place it is not an easy mat- 
ter to discover what dog has done the 
damage. The sheep-killing dog us- 
ually works at night when the farmer 
has no means of protecting his flock, 
except with expensive dog fences. 
Further, when the damage is paid by 
the state, the amount recovered by the 
farmer seldom equals the actual loss 
sustained. The profit in raising such 
farm stock as sheep and hogs comes 
from carrying the animals through to 
maturity. If sheep are killed when 
young, therefore, the farmer is paid 
according to- the value at such time, 
and he loses the increment he would 
obtain were the lambs to be kept un- 
til they became more profitable to 
dispose of. 

Awakened by the absolute neces- 
sity of increasing the food supply of 
the nation, there has been a strong 
revival of the agitation in New Eng- 
land and other eastern states to enact 
more stringent dog laws and to en- 
force those already in existence. Both 
Connecticut and New York have 


amended their dog laws during the 
past two months. 


The revival of the sheep industry 
in New England is essential to the 
promotion and development of New 
England Agriculture and anything 
that prevents such a revival should: be 
corrected without delay. The dog 
nuisance is the principal retarding in- 
fluence at present, but it can be cor- 
rected by practical cooperation.
